, In 1883 Minister Washburn, learning that Lopez, 
M Paraguay, desired to obtain arms from some 
foreign conntry, told Lopez that in the United States 
the best riflea, cannon and other warlike weapons 
were manufactured; that nothing equal to them 
could bo found in the whole world; and at the same 
time be volunteered to procure specimens of the 
different fabrlesln this country. President Lopez 
gtadly accepted the offer and handjd to Mr. Wash­ 
burn an amount of money which by some is stated 
to baye been »3,600, and by others $lo,ooo. With this 
amount Washburn, on coming or sending to the 
United sutes, was to obUln specimens of the differ- 
■nt kinds of arms manufaotnrea In this country, 
and to have them forwarded to Lopez. This was 
about a year before the war between Brazil and 
Paraguay. Lopez waited and waited, but nothing 
was heard of the warlike specimens tyora the United 
SUies. 
Washburn informed Lopez that ho had 
purchased the required specimens, but on learning 
of ibetr non-arrival wrote to his agent in New York, 
and was Informed, as he sUted In his testimony 
before the oommittee, that the export of the arras 
was prevented by our government under a law which 
prohibited the exporting of warlike arms during our 
domestto war. 
Wasbburn, therefore, wrote to the 
Bute Department here, askmg that the prohibition bo 
removed as to the arms lucendcd for ITesident 
Lopez. 
According to Washburn the exporuoon 
waa finally allowed, but when the arms reached 
Buenos Ayres thecy were seized by the authorities 
(here. This Is Mr. Woshburu’s explanation, which, 
however, is doubted by some people. 
Lopez Is re­ 
ported to have tuld Hinlaur McMahon tbat his 
cause suffered Incalculable Injury by reason of the 
failure of these arms to reach Paraguay beforu the 
eommenoement of the Brazilian hostilities. Had 
they arrived In Ume Lopez would not have been 
compelled to depend .upon flint look mmicets, and 
the coadltlon of existing affairs might be very differ­ 
ent. Lopez, therefore, regards the blundering or 
neglect of Washburn as one of the principal canses 
of the protracted hostiiitles and has, naturally, no 
very frundly disposition towards the author of his

THE GATES WILL CASE. 


H ow Deceased Obtained 
Fnode flrom Hie 


tor’s NanMv—Tke Case Asain AdJoamed. 
Additional testimony for the defenoe, touching the 
validity of the will of Oarleton Gates, late of 
Yonkers, waa developed before Surrogate Mills, at 
Wblie Plains, Westchester county, yesterday. Dr. 
Amos W. Oates, father of the ileceased, was re­ 
called and cross-examined by counsel for the lega­ 
tees. By the testimony of this witness It was shown 
that harmony and affectionate feeUngs had not been 
characteristics of his domestic circle; that his son. 
during life, had, by adroit mauogcmeai, made 
use 
of bis 
mother 
In order to 
accomplish 
bis ends in securing the property mentioned in 
the Will. Through her he managed to obtain a trust 
deed of tho estate at Yonkers from the witness to 
Mrs. Nesbit, and this was done by a system of “wor- 
rying” which lasied through months. In 1880 Mrs. 
Nesbit transferred the triisl named to the deceased 
and the latter became the trustee. To a question 
put by counsel witness said that he consented to 
the transfer. Mrs. Gates, mother of deceased, was 
to have the benefit of the trust while living, and at 
her death it was to revert to tbe heirs of the 
deceased. It appears the witness did not lake any 
steps to have tho trust removed from tlic testator, 
who retained the same up to tho time of his 
death. 
The property alluded to 
was at this 
time worth about $70,000. 
In addition » her 
Hie Interest m the trust witness gave Mrs. Gates 
$3,000 per annum, which annuity was regularly paid, 
.subsequently tlie witness gave her $2o,ooo in bank 
stock, m lieu of the yearly stipend, said stock yield­ 
ing an Income of about ten per cent. For the past 
two years wttacas had not paid an extra sum of 
(1,000 per annum to Mrs. Gates, as nis son was in 
the habit of spending It. Besides the sums men­ 
tioned above Mrs. Gates had an Interest m nearly 
$80,000 in stock. Witness, in answer to counsel, 
thought he had given his son more money than was 
for hm benefli, and when he did not see tit to give 
deceased money Mrs. Gates would. This state of 
things, It was evident, 
caused 
an 
estraiigo- 
inent between the witness 
and 
Mrs. 
Gates, 
08 he acknowledged the same as a reason why he 
broke up his establishment some years since. As a 
further instance of this he states that on subsequent 
visits to Uls family aRer this period (1855) he occu­ 
pied the position of a boarder, always paying Uls 
board Dill to Mrs. Gates, it further appeared that 
hiB son had threatened rreqnently to shoot him If tne 
demands of tho deceased tor money were not com­ 
piled with by the witness. On one occasion, when 
the witness was reluctant that deceased should take 
the truBteesUip from Mrs. Nesbit, be said he had a 
right to it, being the natural guardian of his mother, 
and she should nave it. Mrs. Gates urged that de­ 
ceased shouliJF become the trustee of the property 
already alluded to. 
AVltness would not swear 
whether or not he had applied an opprobrious 
name to Mrs. Oates, in pretence of the deceased, 
when quarrelling about money matters. But Mrs. 
Gates nad often called the witness a harsh, cruel 
faiher for refusing to give money to the deceased. 
When Dr. Hurlbut formed the acquaintance of wit­ 
ness the former was a frequent guest at his honíc, 
ano the relations between him and the family of the 
witness wore amiable and pleasant, and this friendly 
icellng between them had existe*! until recently. In 
his redirect examination the witness cestifled that 
the difficulties between himself ana his wife were 
all traceable to the deceased, for wiiose education he 
had paid and to whom he also fiirnlehed money for 
Incidental expenses during bis boanllng school, col­ 
lege and professional career. The witness, in reply 
to counsel, stated tbat he did not think the de­ 
ceased had ever earned a *lollar in his life. 
Margaret Fltzpairick, wno was also called for the 
legatees (and being a legat*!e herself), testified to 
neglect evinced toward the deceased by his mother, 
and also to Important matters bearing directly ou 
the sanity of the testator. It appeared from her 
evidence that she had been employed for a moutU In 
the capacity of cook by the deceased, some three 
weeks preceding his death. After his demise, and 
on account of some difference between herself and 
Mrs. Gates, it appears that sue was paid her lull 
month’s wages by Dr. Hurlbut. This witness also 
testified to various eccentricities by Mrs. Gules. On 
her cross-examloauon tlie witness thougnt she 
recollected that Dr. Hurlbut, on paying her, had 
said that a legacy of nfty dollars had been lelt ner 
by the deceased. 
William Komer, a lawyer, living at Y'onkers, and 
Who prepared the will of ilie testator, as dictated by 
the latter, was next placed on the witness slaiid. 
Uls evidence was lucid In tne extreme, and must be 
reganled as perhaps the most Important explana­ 
tion of the testament at Issue. Ills testimony la in 
substance as follows:—I prepared the will for Dr. 
Gates; our interview» regarding thereto commenced 
on Tuestlay, August 17, ami terminated on the foi- 
* lowing Friday; having been sent for on the Urst day 
named I proceeded to tlie house, and on being 
shown into his room 1 found him In a partial 
doze; he b w o k c , and after I had Inqiilied for 
hit health he asked 
me if I had 
come on 
business; I replied in the affirmative; he then tola 
me to ascertain if there was any person near the 
door, and on ray looking and telling him there was 
not, he requcsied me to lock It; he then said, ‘'You 
will have to write,’’ and poluted to a UDle on which 
were pens and paper; 1 told him I bad a pencil in 
my pocket and proiluced It; 1 commenced to write 
as he dictated, taking the substance *ff what he said, 
and In many Instances his own language; he then 
gave me the substance of all clauses found in his 
will, with one exception; he directed mo to go to a 
bureau and on 
its top I would find a card; 
1 did so; It was the card of Dr, Darling; he then 
desired me to give Mrs. Darling, wire of the afore­ 
mentioned. $lo,oou; he then detailed to ino the 
story of his suspected poisoning, and when he came

THE DRAWBACK FRAUDS. 


CootiiiattoD of the ProceedingR Before Com- 
Biiiloner Oiborn—Tbe United Ktatei v«. 
R. inlHgnn— Hamc vs. P. A. How­ 
ard-Same vs. James Caldwell- 
Interesting sad Important Rev­ 
elations — Indiflmenti. 


Testerday the examtnailoa of the persons charged 
wtU oonoptrtng and confederating together 
to 
Aefrand tb« goverament out of vast sums of money, 
by means of false and framlulent vouchers, was 
resumed before Commissloaer Usborn. 
The first 
COM called was thstof 
FKANCIS A. BOW* ED. 
It Will he remembered tbat the examination In 
this case opened on Mouday last, a full report of 
which appeared m tbe U srai.doí Tuesday. The 
principal witness for the prtsiecuUon was William I. 
Kora, who was a clerk for It. U. Caldwell .k t;p., In­ 
ternal Revenue Custom House brokers, aud wbo are 
aUeged to have been the originators of the con­ 
spiracy. Mr. Korn Is himself indicted and under 
$I0,(!00 bull to answer the charge of defrauding tho 
government and has, only within tho last six or 
seven weeks, conolnded to reveal all he knew of 
these dark transactions and his knowledge Ui made 
use of by the authorities to convict the guilty parties. 
On Monday an adjournment took place to one o’clock 
yesterday atternoon, before the counsel for Mr. 
Howard had concluded the cto88^>xaaiUiation of the 
wl\y«88. At this giage Uie procee*Unga were re­ 
sumed yesterday. 
When the case was called, Mr. Korn 
took 
his place on the witness stand. The defendants' 
counsel, Mr. Jerome Buck, rose and said that pre­ 
vious to procee*lliig with the crusB-cxamlnatlon of 
the witness ho would call the atteuilou of the Com- 
mlasluner to certain siatemeuts lu the press, and 
also in tho stenogra))her’s utuos, of certain testimony, 
to the reception of whicn strenuous objection was 
made at tho Ume by the dufence, yet of this objection 
no notice seems to tiave been taken. The portion of 
the testimony referred to was that Howard, when 
told of the fraudulent nature of oue ol the claims, 
“He shook his hea*l knowingly, as if he meant he 
understood it.’’ That this was not legal evidence; 
it imparte*! an opinion of the witness and is not a 
statement of a fact, and. heu< e, is inadmissible, for 
which reason it wo.s objected' to. 
The Comunssloner remarked that he recollected 
the words of the witness and lie would note the 
objection ol couusol on the minutes. 
Mr. Buck then continued, and said that defence de­ 
manded the production by the District Attorney of 
the papers upon which tho charge against Mr. 
Howard is based, meaumg the several certificates 
of export. If tbcie papers came, as it Is said they 
they did, Into the hamis of the delendant, with the 
the signatures and seal.» frem the Custom House and 
with AH the evidence of authority required by law, 
they aie entitled to have tliciu prodaced. 
The Dtetrlct Attorney—I don’t exactly understand 
what the gentleman means. 
Mr. Buck—We mean the papers which are under 
tbe control of the District Attorney lu the cases which 
It is charged the defendent conspired with others 
to pa&s through the department at Washington. 
Tlila Is a Charge of consiuracy, and all the papers ou 
which the charge w ma*le sliould be produced. 
The District Attorney—I don’t undersuud the 
gentleman. The papers are in evidence. 
The Commissioner—Ouly those produced In Mr. 
Mulligan’s case, Mr. District Attorney, but not the 
papers in the Fischer case, which ilie wiiaesa swore 
were made out by himselt. 
Some further sparring iietwcen the legal gentle­ 
men followed, at the end of winch Mr. Buck gave 
verbal notice to the District Attorney that at the next 
hearing he would cull upon the latter to produce all 
the papers. 
cross-examination of Wllljam I. Korn was then 
resumed. He tesiiiled substantially as follows:— 
Was now clerk tor .Mr. Wallack, at 87 Nassau stree 
who ts a retail aud wholesale U*iuor dealer; Is post­ 
ing liooks and collecting rents lor him; gave Howard 
claims of J. A. F'tscher and of others, some tobacco 
drawback claims; they were all made up In the 
office of Wcllwooil A Co.; they were all certlffed 
the Custom House; the Fischer claim by Therriot, 
and hud the aqjnatuie of a deputy collector afflxou; 
i'herrlut was a clerk in tlie Custom liouse; the 
papers were sealed with the Custom House seal. 
The District Attorney-II It be your object to prove 
that these papers passed through the Custom House lu 
me regular wav. tliat they liave all the signatures, 
seals, and “check»’’ necessary to make them certifl- 
cates, we shall admit that they had all these signa­ 
tures, supcrscriptlous, seals aud cliec.k» required; 
that on ineir face they were regular papers, though 
fraudolent. 
Mr. Jerome Buck desired this liberal admission to 
be distinctly noted, and proceeded to cross-examt 
Korn:—Howard once asked tlie witness who tho 
exporter was, witness said he was a myth; this 
waa sala while Howard was looking over the papers 
witness dues not renieinber tbe number of claims 
he gave Howard; it may have been lour or 
iliey were all regularly executed; It was only once 
the witness told Howard the exporter was a myth 
the question was asked onlv once. 
To the Commissioner-This was on the occasion 
of tne Fisclicr claim, which tlie witness believed was 
the first one given by him to Mr. Howard. 
By Mr. Buck—I'his claim was ooUecied early In 
March, 1887; others were collected shortly after that; 
they came from wUne.ss’ office; no inducements have 
been held out to him to testify; no promises of 
nolle prosequi m his case were made to hhu, and he 
has no reason to believe that prosecution against 
him will be disconilmied; he was indicted m tho 
latter part of June, 188»; at one ume he was em 
ployed uy Mr. Warner, as assistant assessor of rev 
enue, and afterwards Internal Revenue broker, and 
before that he worked for a jeweller m Malden lane 
he was twenty-one years old last February; he was 
never arrested before this nor indicted. 
TÜO District Attorney stated that he had received 
number of other drawback claims from the depart­ 
ment at Washlugtou, of earlier date than those pre­ 
viously Offered, which he wotUd submit. 
Mr. Buck considered this proceeding irregular, and 
inquired what these papers were f 
Judge Flerrepout rcfmed tnat they were fraudulent 
papers, on which drawback claims were allowed in 
the summer of 1886, aud oa which tho name of Mr. 
Howard appears. He handed Sfime of these paficrs 
10 the witness and a.sked him wnether ho knew or 
recollected them. 
The witness said “ Vus.’’ 
U 
knew they were made up at Caldwell’s office. 
The District Attorney—Give the dates. 
Mr. Buck did not wish to be over-technical, out 
the District Attorney had made cenain charges, 
brought the wiiue»» oa the stand and cIo.»ed tho 
direct exarnlnalion, during wliich he iniroiluced cer­ 
tain documenta. He (.Mr. Buck) would object lo 
rsopen the direct examination ami produce tliese 
papereat this time. 
The Oommisiloner—The District Attorney had not 
these papers in his hands at ilio last session, if he 
had, and had closed the illruct examination wlthou 
producing tneul, he would not admit them now, bu 
under tho circumstance» he would allow them to be 
offered. 
Tho witness tnen described three of the claims 
placed in hm Ivaiids by tho Distria Attorney, the 
latter calling the aiieutioii of the t:ourt to certain 
discrepancies. The pajicrs are <if the »»me nature 
as Uiosp copied In the Hi HVi.bof .Nunduy last, that 
la, a certificate .iroui a collociorof inicriuil revenue, 
that the tax <5n certain describen manufactured 
articl.js had been paid; the amuavit of the shipper 
or ills sgent that these same ideutlcal goods were 
shipped to a foreign pori, giving tho name oi the 
vessel aud her dais of sailing, aud a certificate from 
tne New York Uustoui House that these articles are 
entered en iho outward hound manifest ol the vessel, 
os a-scertained by 
actual exammstum. 
These 
latter csniflcatcs had alt the iiutlais “S. T. H.“— 
Samuel T. Hiaichford—ui»on them. 
The three

ton, in June, 1S88, while he was chief clerk, of Hm 
drawback biircuu. and bore his initial», “F'.

Jutige I'lmrepont

The wnness Kora statca that all these claims were 
franduJcut. Mr. Buck objected (o this sort of evi- 
denoB. as that was o legal conclusion, but not the 
Bfatooent of a tact. The wttnesa was instcuctsd by 
me Comm«lon#r to five no opinions of his own, 
bat facts within hi* knowledge. Korn then said, m 
atusrer to further qnetUons by the District Aitor- 
B**L Usf the Claims were made up m the office of u. 


rmt. There was no inch shipper as H. 0. Holman. 
The afnaavlts of shlpjdng were all signed in blank- 
they were printed blanka-and when a claim was to 
be made out R. B. CaldweU took any blank aifidavit 
lo wnich a signature was appende*! out of tne 
drawer an<l filled it ap to suit tne case. 
Judge I’lorrcpont remarked that the three cases 
ow presented gave a true insight into the nature of 
these claims and there was no need of presenting 
any more, lie had seventy-eight In all sent bint 
from Washington, all of a similar character, bnt 
they would only be cumulative to the evidence now 
in. and he would stop with those he ha«l already 
submitie*!. He repeated the admission ho bad pre- 
lously made, m at tnese papers had on their face all 
the ev menees ot regularity m so far as the signa- 
lotes. superscriptions, seals and ceniflcatlons by 
revenue officers were concern*)*!, and he would say 
hai If It can be shown that Mr. Howard m his 
omcial capacity did honestly pass them, ho wonid

ixculpated. Judge Pierrepoui here resumed the 
imnatlon of me witness Korn. IDs claims were 
pa«»e*l and paid lu the summer of 1808. He recol­ 
lected that on one occasion U. B. Caldwell had a 
number of similar drawba*;k claims, wim which he 
It to W'ashlngUm one eveirlng. K. B. CaUlweU 
told witness that Howard had written he (Caldwell) 
should present these claims personally to the Com­ 
missioner, wbo would refer them at once to Howard. 
Up*m his crosH-exainlnailon by Mr. Buck the wlt- 
nesa repeated las assertion that there was no such 
shipper as 11. C. Holman; Charles B. Hquire» brought 
Whole handle of blank afllaavlta, signe*! m blank, 
and this—signed H. C. Hoiiiiati-was one of them; R- 
B. Caldwell A Co. were collecting houest as well as dis­ 
honest claims, but very few of the former; Howard 
received ten per cent on these claims; the witness 
checked it off on the book as paid lam; did so by 
order of IL ti. Caldwell; witness made, probably, 
over one hmidrcd such entries. The name ol A. U. 
Butterfield to the affidavit la in Caldwell’s band- 
wntlng. 
The next witness for the prosecution was John 0. 
IL Wilson—Knows it. B. Cahtwell, John ti, Caldwell, 
James Caldwell and the tlrm of 11. B. Caldwell A 
Co.; knows William H. Wlmnster and William J. 
Korn: Is personally acquainted witu Che cooibluatlcm 
of these parties to get money out of tUe government; 
was lu the combination himself. 
Here Judge

Upon the mention 
of the name of Alexan.ler Grant, Jr., the District 
Attorney was surprmed, ami began further to 
Inquire into mo extent of this person’s complicity lu

To the commissioner—Witness opened a bank ac­ 
count with Howard’s tlrm of Dibbiee A Howard, 
under a false name, by advice of Whimsi^er; the 
name he a.»sumed was A. D. Walton; this was for 
the puipbse of depusiiiiig with Howard the govern­ 
ment warrants received ou drawback elaluis; How­ 
ard kuew that wituess had assumeil a lalse name, 
because wituess had also dealings in his real name 
with Howard, who knew witne.ss a» YVilsoa. 
By .Mr. Buck—Witness was never iiuroduced to 
Howard as Wilson, out had bu»lne.»s trausaetlons 
with him; not a bank uc.count, imi gave him checks 
to buy goveruiueut uomls for wiiiiess; he does not 
kuuw ot Howard’s luteresi in the claims except 
through Wmmsier; wituess can't positively swear, 
but can coiuc very near it, tnat Howard kuew that 
W alton was a false name; when wune.ss called at 
mo banking house of Dlbblee A Howard Dibblee 
spoke to him as -Mr- Waliou; he didn’t like to be 
called W aliou lu the preseuce of liiemts, uud he 
asked Howard lu post Dibblee In the matter aud 
that he should not call him Walton. 
Judge I'lerrepout then asked the witne.»» for some 
cuiivcrsatlun beiweeu him ami Whiuisler, aud Uie 
wituess was nboul ausweriitg:—“W himsier.’’ said 
he, “Howard 
’’ when Mr. Buck oujected to the 
question aud the answer. 
The Cuuimissiouer—on wnat ground ? 
Mr. Buck—Uiis is a conversation between parties 
not in me pre.seuce **f Hie deieudanl, aud, lUcrerore, 
mere hearsay. 
The Cuuimissiouer—This Is a case of conajuracT, 
and me acts and declarations of oue of im. parues 
to it are evkfeuce against ail conspirators.

“ WHITED SEPILCHKES.” 


I,e* tare by Miss Annn K. Dickinson. 
A lecture was ilelivered at the Brooklyn Academy 
of Music last night by Miss Anna E. Dickinson. The 
dlenco was not large, and consisted lor the most 
part of Methodists and the friends of .Methodism, 
the proffts of the lecture being In aid of me Oreen- 
poittt Methodist Society. 
The lecture, though it bore the enigmatical title 
of “YVhited Sepulchres,’’ was only a lecture about 
Miss Dickinson's recent experiences In Utah, used 
as an illustrative wall about women’s degradation 
and blinded condition as to t’nelr rtgnts and possl- 
oiltties, aud a recapitulation of the stock argumenta 
as to the claims of women for social, political and 
domestic advancemenL put into 
the 
glowing, 
earnest, feverish, pathetic, soul-lusplrlng eloijaence 
of which Miss Dickinson is so great a mistress. 
At me outset of her lecture Mis.s Dickinson refer­ 
red to me teachings of nature as to work in the 
w'orld aud to the lessons It so eloquently gave that 
bud and fruitage did not come from virgin soil, but 
from properly directed effort, and that the wor.d 
was not what Charles the monarch thought Flor­ 
ence—too pleaaamlto look upon. Aa she trod iha 
city 9Í the plains and saw the people there, pon­ 
dered upon me society and Its government and 
remembered that the days were going oa and on 
auu that the measure of the oondeinnatlon of each 
was more and more, and that shortly that measure 
would be ftlled she lelt compelled to cry to her God 
to let her die; but then a better spirit rose wiikm 
her and she remembered that R was her duty to do 
all mat in her was to aid in tho reformation aud the 
ennobling of me mind of that people. 
It was near the close of a day m June that she first 
saw the city of the plains, la the mlOlst ol which waa 
mis whiled sepulchre.

AS to the syllabus, which m ust be regarded as the

principles previonsly Issued by Plus IX. and his im ­ 
mediate predecessors. A.s the Court of Borne has 
no intention of abandoning this code It Is prcbable 
th at the bishops will be luvlted to give it their sauc- 
tion as a whole, and to luruislt explanatory com­ 
ment.* on Hucn piiraaraplis as have hitherto been un­ 
intelligible or uufavorablv Interpreted by the public. 
When the Couucti has disposed of these principal 
uueHtious It will only have to occupy itself, as far as 
we can yet learn, with disciplinarian regulations, 
whicU will offer no peculiar Interest except to the 
parties concerned in the changes that may bo de­ 
creed. The reform ot m issions-another attem pt at 
uniting sctiismatlcs and heretics to tho Church of 
Rome—modiflcatlons m the nuinbor and character 
of religious orders, improvement of the Instruction 
given to tbe clergy—aduptatlon of the Judicial 
power of bianops to the requireraenu of modern 
aoclety-BUcU will be some of tho topics presented 
fur dlsouaslon. It liiis been reported that the liberal 
Catholic bishops intend to advise the Pope to come

iiess.’' 
1 he preparatory mechanism of tho Council works 
In the loUowias m anner;—The Pope communlcateg 
to mo directing congregation of cardinals the theme 
ol the questions which he considers ojiportune to 
say before the asstrably. This congregation, which 
is supposed to form with his Holiness a single per­ 
son, morally speaking, t* composed of seven cardi­ 
nals, presided over by Cardinal Patnzi, several con- 
sultors and a sccreiHry.

In tho Court of Exchequer, London, on Wednes­ 
day. November 3, an action for breach of promise of 
m arriage—Payne vs. Smith—was heard. 
Tna platntiff, Ann Payue, said she was fifty-five 
years of age, and refused to acknowledge fifty-nine. 
She had been lor a good many years, according to 
counsel’s upuulug, housekeeper to a Mr. Berry, a 


household labor, and was In a m anner “a servant of 
all work.” The defendant, Jam es Huiitn, had been 
a blacksmith in lUe sam e town, and had reached tne 
age of seventy five. 
It seemed th at he was still a 
bachelor and that, as regarded meaua, he was pretty 
well off, owning a farm o f about sixteen acres, and 
haviug ili.oou or £'J.ouu in the funds. 
When the plaintiff was Introdnced to the jury as 
the “affianced bride” there was much langUier, 
but the m unim ent increased on the appearance of 
the "bridegroom,” who hobbled into court with 
great difficulty, with one hand eaveloped in a large 
piece of ilannel, and supportod by a sling. The 
plaintiff said sbe was tbe daughter of a m aster shoe­ 
maker, and her m other now kept a country post 
office. 
Nineteen years ago, when she w as living 
next dour to the defendant’s house, the defeudaut 
promised her m arriage. 
He asked her w hether she 
would have him, and she said “yes.” He kissed her. 
Once She asked him why he did not keep hU pro­ 
mise, and he said he did not like to offend his brother 
and his urother’s wife, and th at be would not m arry 
her until they died. She had been with him in a cot­ 
tage occupied by one of his tenants. 
He gave 
her money and presents—fowl 
and eggs some­ 
times, but seldom. At different timeq he had given 
her 
sums am ounting to tw enty 
pounds. 
Mr. 
Berry, lu whose aervlce she lived, died flfteen or 
sixteen years ago, and she then w ent to live with her 
mother. Her wages were fourteen pounds a year, 
w iihin tho last lour or five years sue had not sceu 
tne deleudant very often. Last sum m er she asked 
him why he did not m arry her, and he said that he 
was tuo old to m arry; that he had got a housekeeper 
Who Buued him very well, and that he did not wish 
to make auy change. Some years before he said he 
would never have any one else but the plaintiff, and 
she replied, “i never wUl have auy one else as long 
as you live.” 
Mrs. Dickinson, a widow, residing a t Kensington 
Park road, said:—In June last she went to the de­ 
leudant and asked him why he did not m arry Ann 
Payne. He said he m ust break off the conuecilon. as 
he did not want to m arry, 
bhe replied th at Ann 
Payne was not likely to get aeiMed at her time 
of Ufe. and th at the least he could do was 
to have her as a bouaekeeper. 8he also told him 
that the plaintiff would not let the m atter drop. 
lu cross exam ination the w Huesa said th at on the 
occasion of the tniarvlew she served the w rit In this 
action upon the defendant; she w ent down to 
Uemel-llempstead for that purpoae. The clerk of the 
piaintln’s solicitor had got offices tem porarily lu the 
house. 
Mr. sergeant Kobinson aubmltted th at there was 
no CBBwto go to the Jury. 
Mr. Baron Marim said that the act of Parliam ent 
required the corroborative evidence, aud he thought 
that had been given by the slater. 
The defendant was then, with considerable dlffi- 
cniiy, got Into the box. He was very deaf, and tne 
questions had to he repeated by the usher in a luiid 
voice close to his ear. 
He repeatedly denied that ho 
had ever offered the plaintiff m arriage. 
The jury, alter deliberating for a short tim e In the 
box, returned a verdict for tuo plam tiil.

The voice of the King is

tuatm g lU prealdent. If the candidate of the oppo­

We find 
Bome difficulty in gueaslng w hat the Chamber will 
do. Everything depends on tbe m embers of the 
right. They attack the M lnutry tn their Journals, 
but will they give tiielr votes to M. uaitaxzi, whom, 
as all know, they cannot endure? 
The new Minister of tho Interior, M. Rudlni, will 
have to make ms parliam entary debut, aud the trial 
will be a severe one. Great confidence is placad In 
the. future career of Hie young statesm an, and the 
moderate party esteem him highly, but these favora­ 
ble prepossessions almo»t render his poslUon more 
dim^ali. 
He has chosen for his successor at Naples 
the Marquis d ’Affiito, who has already filled the post 
of prefect la th at capital, aud enjoys much conald- 
aratiun.

1- l t a Interest to IiaperinlU ai 
a n d C om m erce. 
A correspondent of the F a« áíalf oazette or 
London, writing from Cairo on the 21st of October, 
s a y s :- 
Lrt Tarquie of Constantinople, of the I3th, under 
the head of “Nouvelles M arltlmes,” announces that 
the Russian ameUe de i'Acaaémie states th at it is 
Informed from a good source th at the Buasian 
Steam Navigation and Commercial Company, of 
which the head aiatton isUdesaa, will not rem ain in­ 
different to the Interests created for R ustía by the 
opening of the Suez Canal, and th at It has for 
some lime pa.*t been the Intention of the company 
to organize, on the opening of the canal, a direct 
line of steamships between tbe ports of the Black 
ivea and the Sea of Azof and the extrem e East, 
with the object of facilitating the transport of 
colonial products into Russia and of aUowtng 
Russian mercbaiita to despatch their m ercbandiae 
to India by a shorter and cheaper route than that 
actually followed. Further, th at the company, which 
has followed with care the progress ot the works on 
the Isthmus, was the very first am ong foreign com­ 
panies to aend tbe packet boats of Its A lexandria 
line to Port Bald, where iu vessela have regularly 
touched since 1886; and th at at tbe beginniog of the 
present year, when the advanced s u te of the works 
of tho canal Indicated the approaching connection of 
the M editerranean and Red seas, tbm company de­ 
cided upon appointing one of its oincera to collect 
detailed Information on the character and quantity 
of goods exchangeable between Kusala and the 
extrem e East.

Azof, Which is

the 
outlet 
of the Don 
and Its towns, T aganrog; and, according to the 
context of the Drccediug extract, ‘ the extrem e 
East” would seem to be an exprusaton for India, or, 
at least, to denote that India, more than Uhina, was 
In the author’s m ind when writing. 
I have not 
hoard up to the present time of direct Russian sea- 
borue commerce with India, though its porrn, to- 
gctlier with the route to them through Egypt or 
round the Cape of Good Hope, has always been open 
to llusHia as to other nations. The completion of 
the Suez Canal would naturally awaken attention to 
the uew interests created by It for nations having 
ports on the M euiturranean or in the Black Bea. 
But, perhaps, there is another circum stance to a t­ 
tract Russian atioutlon In an increased degree, Just 
now, to India, viz., the recent extension of the 
limits of ituHsian dominion towards our norinwest 
frontier there. 
It is possible th at a m ercantile route 
may be found troiu the port of Kurrachee, by the 
indua, to Attuk, thence to i’eshawur. and ihauce Into 
Kasatan Turkestan, to be aided m due time by rail­ 
way as far as Pe.shawur. The British governm ent 
would become ibo agent m the developm autof such 
a commerce, fur It could not object to assist in its 
transport without laym g itself open to inconvenient 
retaliation from Russia. By thus opculug cmuinuul- 
cation betwaeu our Indian froutler and Russian ter­ 
ritory, Russia would at least become well acquainted 
with the road mo.st practicable for m aintaining such 
commerce aud for transport in general; while, by 
the establlshnient of Russian coniniorctal agents in 
India she would command an inofiensive and oiil- 
cteut means fur obtaining inform ation on the state 
of the interior provinces and of the opinions aud 
tem per of tuetr luhabiiants. 
This forecast of a way 
la which the opem ng ol the Suez Canal, wheuever U 
shall be renoered practicable for navigation, may 
afiect British interests is, perhaps, not entirely 
devoid of iruilK

«Poaum rlpt to the Article oa the B rron NTva- 
to rr,« Recently Pnbiiahed In the London 
Q uarterly Revlevr. 
On November 6 we pnbllahcd from advance sheets 
o f the London Qnarterty Rerie^p a long article on 
tbe “Byron M ystery.” We give heiow a "postscript”

Tbe people are fully orgauued, aud a frontier 
people arc always armed aud equipped. The Gov­ 
ernor will, on his arrival, be forbid, and. If need be, 
prevented, the discharge of any ot the function* of 
uls office, aave th at ot draw ing hla pay from the 
Dommlon Treasury. 
Before you ridicule the Idea of 15,000 people defy­ 
ing tbe great Canadian Dominion please take into 
consideration thulr geographical position aud the 
fact of m elr being backed up by vsry powerful banda 
of Indian warriors. 
Suppose that the Dominion should attem pt coer­ 
cion, how la she to gut au arm y Into the Red rivet 
country ? 
Not m rongh Dnitcd Stales territory of course. 
Via Lake superior, Lake of the Woods and through 
tbe marslies to Red river would not bo thought ot, 
much lesa attem pted, llie only route open to them 
would be by shlo to York Factory, on Hudson Bay, 
and thence 600 mUes by way of canoea aud uumerona 
portages. 
By this route U will require over a year to tran s­ 
port one company and supplies, If indeed the entire 
command be not cut off by the Indians before reach­ 
ing U k e WInucpeg. 
The people of the British Red river country 
with Im punity defy any Fower save th at ot the 
United btates, tbelr isolated and alm ost InaocesslbU 
position rendering them quite independent of Canada 
at least.

In order 
to afford our chiefs and old m en an onportunlty to 
m eet your Excellency in Geoeral Couucil, that wa 
may learu from you m e latentluu of the governm ent 
you represent respecting our people and our land. 
We have hoard th at the said governm ent haa p u r­ 
chased oertalu “in ieresu ” of the Hudson Bay Com- 
uauy, but wo have not been informed wUat thosa

vviiite men have been sent b y ’the governm ent 
your Excellency represents, aud liave been dividing 
our lerrltory fiifo small luts, for Hie purpose, as wa 
are told, of selling them to whito men. And all this 
1.8 being dune w ithout consuiuug us, w ithout treaty 
stipuiaiiuns, and as thuügb these lands already be> 
long to your govemmouL 
Hence we Insist upon a general council and a fall 
and satisfactory uiiderstaudiug before your Excel­ 
lency. in m e nam e of your goverumeut, aasumea 
possession of this territory. 
o u r people greatly prefer to m aintain friendly rela­ 
tions to your Excellency and the governm ent yon 
represent, and we well know th at this can only b« 
done by a thorongh and amicable adjustm ent of our 
respective rights by a written treaty.

These two were captured alive, but very much worn

The sam e paper 
auuouiices that with the arrival of the Battailous 
de Bizarro, Hernán Cortes and Cazadores de Vaima- 
aeda, a new distribution of troops is to be made in 
order for the more effective prosecution of tne 
war m that Jurlsuictlon. 
The JWiHiou Nacional of Clenfuogos, In Its Issue 
o ftliclo ih , announces the burning of tne following 
estates by tbe lusurgents:—La Gloria of D. José 
Ignacio Hernandez, La Soledad of 1). Antonio M. 
Cabrera, both m the district of Carthagena. More 
m an the usual num ber of eucoauters are reported 
from various localities, evincing much activity un 
the part of m e operating forces. 
The m utiny of the Guias de Valmaseda near Cien- 
fueguH receutiy turns out to be of more im portance 
than was at first supposed. It is now stated tn at 
the auihoi'Uies found it necessary to shoot some 
acveaioen of them before discipline was restored. 
We have another exam ple of the disobedience or 
the volunteers to the cuusiltuted authorities. Jn the 
city of Cardonas, eleveu m onms since. Estaban 
Parodl and a heilor Mora were imprisoned, charged 
with iressou. They were tried by the court there 
and sentenced to a term of im prisonment. The m at­ 
ter came before the superior tribunal here, by whom 
their release was ordered. 
Upou the arrival or tno 
order tno volunteers opposed Its execution and 
irnprcsoued the Mayor, who was enUeavoriug to 
rem onsiralo with them ror opposing m e orders of 
the legitimate authorities and all the members of 
the court, whose duty it waa to carry out the behests 
or the superior tribunal. A deputation of m e volun­ 
teers arrived here on Tuesday last to represent the 
m atter to the Captain General. 
He was telegraphed 
to lu his abseuue and directed that the m atter bo 
held in aheyunce until his return. 
It is understood 
tho volnuieera charge the eoari lu Havana wltn hav­ 
ing yte.Ucd to undue luduences. The Governor of 
Matanzas, withlii whose command tne city of Car­ 
denas H, rcocnuy visited that place, accom panied by 
a num ber ol oillclals aud a squauron of the first bat­ 
talion of volunteers of tne form er place. He was 
received with bruilaut dem onairaiions aud m ade a 
panollc address, 
i ne occasion of the visit is not 
raeuiiouetl, hut it uoubtloss had some reference to 
me troubles there.

trator ol an estate near there, took them to a point 
notwoeii Bemba and Qiilniatio, on the railroad swiicn 
of the estate “Ferm lua,” and, wuuoiit any form of 
trial.

Now there are 
hundreds of thousands of 
miles of wire 
stretching like a vast network over all the 
civilized portions of the world and penetrating 
to the most remote regions. 
Nations and con­ 
tinents, separated by vast oceans, are brought 
into instant communication with each other. 
Space and time are annihilated, and soon the 
dream of the immortal poet will be realized, 
when 
a 
girdle 
round 
the 
earth 
will 
convey 
intelligence 
the 
whole 
distance 
in a few minutes. 
Thera remains only the 
spice between the western shore* of America 
and Russia in Asia to complete the circuit, and 
that link will soon be made, for our commerce 
with China, Japan and the East generally 
demands it, and it is known to be practicable 
by the way of the Aleutian Islands. 
The surprising effects of the telegraph are 
seen in all the social, political, intellectual, 
commercial and financial movements of the 
age.

it in another. 
This will answer aU the 
purposes of buslnesa without the movement 
of specie or the purchase of exchange.

country and another. 
It 
will, 
however, 
greatly facilitate and cheapen the mode of 
operation. 
It will equalize values, and make 
a producing country like America more inde­ 
pendent of the rest of the world. 
It wUl 
prevent also, to a great extent, over-trading, 
and tend to keep exchange nearer par. 
The same observations apply to the different 
sections of the same country. 
The merchant 
of St. Louis or New Orleans oan telegraph 
that he has shipped produce to New York 
and draw against it without 
waiting for 
the mails, or, if in debt, he can make his 
deposit and operate in the same way, to the 
saving of time and advantage of the New 
York capitalut. 
The whole tendency is to 
make a great commercial and financial centre 
like New York tie clearing house for the 
whole country, just as the Clearing House for 
the banks here now regulates and adjusts 
from day to day the financial operations of the 
city. 
This in time must make the coiflmercial 
centre of the greatest producing country on the 
globe, which is New York, the financial centre 
for all nations. 
The consequence wUl be that 
much less currency will be required for the 
transaction of business. 
The use of the tele­ 
graph will in a great measure supersede the 
necessity of currency. 
In fact, currency of a 
small denomination will be necessary for local 
use only. Transactions to 
the amount of 
hundreds of millions can be adjusted at the 
financial centre by a balance of a few millions, 
just as the New York Clearing House now 
regulates the vast financial operations of the 
city by a very small balance. 
Indeed, we can 
hardly conjecture at present the mighty revo­ 
lution the telegraph is destined to effect in the 
financial affairs of this country and the world. 
It is evident, therefore, that the government 
ought not to leave this wonderful agent under 
the control of individuals or private corpora- 
tions, but should take charge of it for the 
safety and benefit of commerce and the people.

Thus in New York and Kings county the 
whole of Hoffman's majority in the State of 
twenty-eight thousand was swept off and six 
thousand more was gained by the republi­ 
cans ; and yet this year they lose Sigel by 
twenty thousand and Greeley by twenty-five 
thousand. 
How ? St. Lawrence county, the 
republican banner county of “the rural dis­ 
tricts,” comparing the vote of this year and 
last year, will serve to explain. 
Last year in 
this county the republican majority on the 
State ticket was six thousand six hundred and 
fifty-four; this year it is five thousand and 
sixty-eight—a dead loss of over fifteen hun­ 
dred. 
And so it runs through all the coun­ 
ties. 
The vote is short on both sides all the 
way through, but the weight of the dead loss 
is uniformly with the republicans. 
There was 
no pressing national issue at stake; the republi­ 
cans of the interior were tired of voting to keep 
up these city commissions, excises, registries 
and what not, and, concluding that Greeley 
might take care of himself, they let the elec^ 
tlon go by default. 
Thus by defaidt the 
democrats have gained absolute possession of 
the State, and the consequence will probably 
bo a work of reconstruction and revolution in 
our city and State affairs as comprehensive as 
the radical reconstruction of the rebel States. 


The 8uez Canal—The Openinc Ceremonies. 
All our latest news is to the effect that the 
Suez Canal is a great success. 
In spite of all 
that has been said to the contrary, the world 
is now convinced that the waters of the Medi­ 
terranean and the waters of the Red Sea have 
been brought together, and few are disposed to 
doubt that navigation, oven on the part of 
ships of heavy tonnage, is now more than 
possible. 
The Empress 
Eugenie and the 
magnates of all lands that could be crowded 
into forty vessels have in eight and a half 
hours passed safely and successfully through 
the first half of the canal and reached the 
grand central depot, which is in all time to 
come to bear the Viceroy’s name. 
Ismailia 
has now commanded attention quite equal to 
Port Said, and we are no longer permitted to 
doubt that the 
forty vessels, and others 
besides, will without much difficulty make their 
way to the Gulf of Suez. 
Meanwhile the festivities continue. 
Ismailia 
has been grander than Port Said. 
Suez will 
be grander than 
Ismailia. 
At Suez the 
arraugements are such 
that the Arabian 
Nights’ entertainments will 
be 
not 
only 
eclipsed, but 
made 
forever heuceforward 
unmentionable. 
In a few hours more we 
expect to learn that the voyage has been suc­ 
cessfully accomplished, and that the dream of 
the Pharaohs, the Ptolemies, the Alexanders, 
the Cscsars, has become a fact. 
We wait with 
hope and confidence. 


CiMtom Hon«« Reforms. 
Simultaneously with the investigation of the 
drawback frauds the Secretary of the Treasury 
has effected an important Custom House reform. 
He has ordered that the Twelfth division of the 
Custom House in this city, which has had special 
charge of tho shipment of merchandise to the 
Pacific coast, bo abolished. 
Collector Grin- 
noll has, therefore, been directed to discharge 
the persons employed in that division. 
Their 
particular duty has consisted in cording and 
sealing all packages of goods consigned to 
California and other points on the Pacific 
within the United States. 
The object of these 
precautions was to prevent the possible com­ 
mission of fraud while the goods should be in 
transitu across foreign territory, by the sub­ 
stitution of dutiable merchandise in place of 
goods free of duty shipped from this port. But 
experience has shown that this system not 
only fails to secure tho desired protection, but 
opens the door to fraud. 
The patronage 
involved and the tempting opportunities for 
private speculation supplied additional rea­ 
sons for abolishing the system, which, more­ 
over, cost more thaft it saved. 
New regula­ 
tions have been adopted which seem to furnish 
more effectual safeguards against fraud. There 
are so many loopholes for fraud in the Custom 
House that we are glad to hear of reform 
where there is still plenty of room for it.

Such rapidity in the 
progress of a conflagration is without prece­ 
dent. To what was the rapid march of the fire 
duo? Only the contents of a single lamp were 
scattered 
on 
tho 
stage, 
and tho 
fire 
from the burning oil scarcely had 
time 
to communicate with tl# wood over which it 
was flowing before the whole building, even in 
Us remolí’ parts, was filled with flame. 
Tliis 
flame was a tmrning vapor from the oil that 
Bjiread itoelf in all the house, so that tho 
people breathed fire. 
Tho safely of all these 
oils is judged by the temperature at which 
they will give off certain vapors. 
Tho safe 
point must be a lemperaliiro considemt»ly 
^higher than that of tho air—soy one hundred 
and ten degrees. 
But it is said that the oil 
uHocl on the occasion of the disaster would 
vaporize at sixty-five degrees. 
We have only 
to imagine the rapidity with which the same 
oil would raporlze with firo applied (o uader- 


stand how readily this inflammable gas would 
spread itoelf la the edifice aad fill its whole 
capacity. 
The MUwaukee authorities should 
make an example of the man who sold that oU. 


Ths nitaatloB mt Afltilrs hi P ar*fl«av. 
The latest mail advices from our corrospoa- 
danto in South America relating to the pro­ 
gress of the Paragaayan war, though possess­ 
ing few new facte, are very interesting in detail. 
Ijopez still shows the same bold, undaunted 
front which has for so long a time characterized 
bis opposition to the hostile movements of the 
allies. 
Some time since he »as said to bo 
intrenched at the town of Santo Estanislaus, 
which is situated on a bill surrounded by 
marshes, about fifteen miles distant from the 
Paraguay river and about ths same distance 
from Curuguaty; but later otcounts say that 
ho has now established his headquarters and 
seat of government at San Joaquin. 
This 
position, it would seem, is only to be used as 
a haltln# place, which, however, wlU not be 
evacuated without a struggle. 
Most of the 
accounts agree that Lopez’s real defence, if 
the allies should decide to follow him in his 
retreat, will be in the mountains of Caaguazu, 
distant somewhere in the neighborhood of one 
hundred and fifty miles from the Paraguay. 
So varied have been the reports giving the 
number of Lopez’s followers that it is almost 
impossible to get near the exact number. 
As 
most of the news comes through Brazilian 
sources it may safely be inferred that the com­ 
plexion of these statements is colored to suit 
the tastes of those interested in the subjuga­ 
tion of the Paraguayan chief. 
Two thousand, 
says one account; a second statement increases 
it to three, while a third swells the number of 
Lopez’s adherents to ten thousand. 
Though 
active operations between the hostile parties 
are in a measure suspended, there are prepara­ 
tions going on in both camps for a resumption 
of hostilities. 
Count d’En, the Brazilian com­ 
mander, is dividing his army and sending off 
expeditions to occupy the country in the neigh­ 
borhood of Rosario, where he is acoumulating 
hifl supplies. 
He contemplates in a short time 
advancing on Lopez in that chieftain’s strong­ 
hold at San Joaquin, tho result of which 
movement we have yet to learn. 
From pre­ 
sent prospects an energetic campaign is about 
being entered upon, and what may be therosuU 
it is impoBBible to tell.___________ 


Si’BOis P aym bnts.— Attorney General Hoar 
has struck a brilliant idea on the question of 
restoring the metallic basis to our currency. 
He says that volunteers and greenbacks should 
be regarded “alike as necessities of war, to 
be dispensed with as fast as possihlo on the 
return of peace.” 
The sentiment thus ad­ 
vanced is simply a truism ; for there is hardly a 
person in the country who does not know that 
the greenbacks will be dispensed with as soon 
as the laws of trade will permit and specie 
payments restored the moment commercial 
exchanges exhibit the slightest balance in our 
favor. 
It took England from 1797 to 1819 to 
restore the specie basis, and whether it takes 
this country a longer or a shorter period, it 
will bo done as soon as the business interests 
of the country will warrant, and not before. 


N a po leo n an d t h b A h bbio a n M in is t e r .— 
It appears that at the late meeting at Com- 
pifcgne between Napoleon the Third and Mr. 
Washburne, the representative of the United 
States in Paris, the Emperor was particularly 
gracious. Why not ? Having withdrawn from 
Mexico in order to restore tho ancient relations 
of friendship between the United States and 
France those ancient relations are restored. 
We are inclined to think, too, that in reference 
to Cuba the Emperor is prepared to submit to 
the course of events, and that in a diplomatic 
way he wished at Compiégne to convey the 
impression to Mr. Washburne that whatever 
may have been the imperial understanding 
with General Prim at Vichy in regard to Spain 
it had nothing to do with the “ manifest 
destiny” question in Cuba. 
At all events, 
we cannot doubt that the late cordial recep­ 
tion of Mr. Washburne by Napoleon means the 
maintenanoe of tho erUente cordiaie re-estab­ 
lished between the United States and France. 


A Mo d k lS w itch m a n and Hia T im e T ablk.— 
It appears by the evidence elicited by the Coro­ 
ner’s investigation Into the causes of the 
dreadful catastrophe on the Western Pacific 
Branch Railroad the other day, that the switch­ 
man, who was carefully furnished by the com­ 
pany with a time table for his guidance as to 
the runniBg of trains, could not read a word of 
his time table nor anything else—in short, that 
the poor fellow could neither read nor write. 
Now, this is not the man’s fault, but his misfor­ 
tune. 
But what censure is too severe for the 
company who employed such a person in this 
responsible position, with biindrcds of lives 
daily in bis bands ? 
We fear that there are a 
good many more switchmen to whom the time 
tables are just as worthless and incomprehen­ 
sible as to this California pioneer in the busi­ 
ness. 


T h e C risis in C uba.— Spain U sending over 
thousands of reinforcements to the army of the 
Captain General for the subjugation of Cuba. 
The Cubans have actively commenced the burn­ 
ing of tho sugar plantations as tho surest way 
of reaching the vulnerable heel of Spain. Both 
sides are evidently impressed with the idea 
that if the Cubans are not conquered before 
the meeting of the United States Congress the 
Independence of the island will follow, and we 
are more than half way of this opinion. 
Tho 
members of both houses of Congress under­ 
stand the universal sentiment of this country 
in regard to Cuba, and when they meet we 
shall have some effective expression of this 
public sentiinont. 
Meantime, the Spaniards 
will do their best to subjugate the Cubans, but 
the time is short and the advantages are on 
the side of independence. 


An o th eu C o ro n er’s C ask.—The freedom 
with which our city officials defy public opin­ 
ion, law, decency and humanity is once more 
seen in tlie action of a coroner. 
There is no 
difference between tho case of Jackson in 
Battery place and that of Lee In an uptown 
groggery called the Bank Coffee House. 
liOe, 
also, without any provocation or excuse that 
will stand the slightest examination, drew his 
pistol and shot a man dead. 
He was found 
guilty of the homicide by tho Coroner’s jury, 
and before his victim Is burled he la admitted 
to bail. 
This is one more act directly tending 
to render life unsafe in our city—removing the 
little safeguard that even tho pretence to punish 
aHirdsr might glvs.

WASniNQTON, Nov. 10, 1860. 
Offiolal Information has been received here from 
Governor Campbell, of Wyoming Territory, under 
the daU of tho loth Inst., In which the following re ­ 
port Is made of a recent raid of Sioux Indians In the 
vicinity of Fort Fetterm an on the night of tbo 28th 
a lt:—A hunting party, constating of three m en be­ 
longing to Company K, of tho second United States 
cavalry, nam ed McKenna, McAllister and W ent­ 
worth, were attacked about flfteon miles from Fort 
Fetterm an by a party of about sixty sioux, of Red 
Cloud’s band, and McKenua and McAllister were In­ 
stantly killed. W entworth, who was an old hunter 
and accustomed to doal with Indians, escaped and 
came to tho fort next m orning. 
Upon W entw orth’s 
report of tho facu Captain Wells, the com m anding 
officer at F u n Fetterm an, Instantly despatched C'ap- 
taln Kugene with hU company (K, Second cavalry) 
in pursuit of tho Indians but they were unable to 
ovenake them. They found the bodies of the soldiers. 
Tho ludlaiis had leit without either scalping or 
m utilating them, and their guns, am m unition and 
equipment* were all undisturbed. One ol the horses 
belonging to the soldiers had be6h shot and left; 
the oMier three were taken off by tbe Indians. Black 
coal and anotber Arapahoe chief of Medicine Man’s 
band accompanied Captain Eugene’s company as 
guides. All agreed th at these ludiaiis are some of 
Bed Cloud’s band, about sixty in num ber. 
It Is supposed by m any th at John Richard, Jr., 
late Indian trader at Fort Feiterm au, was Hie leader 
of the baud. 
Richard had previously m urdered a 
soldier at Fort Fetterm an and escaped to tho 
Indians, and reported to tnem that be had been at 
great expense to get permission to trade with them, 
and after lie gut ail ready the permission was taken 
from him. as It was the intennon of the whites 
not to perm it the Imllaus to have lood or arm s, and 
as soon as they were completely exhausted to m as­ 
sacre all the Indians on the plains. The Cheyennes 
and Arapaiiocs both claim th at Richard told this 
story to them. Richard Is a quarter breed of Rod 
Cloud’s baud of the sionx. h e is a m an of some 
education, cotisideiablo intelligence and industry, 
and Is a dangerous character to lead a war party. 
Governor Campbell beUeves that the Hloux are 
bent on mischief. It is said tnoy are Indignant at 
the settlem ent of tho Sweet Water country by tne 
miners, and at the Wind River valley being aet off 
as a reservation for the Snakes. 
Governor Camp­ 
bell to in hopes, however, th at tbe Sioux will soun 
be forced to go Into w inter quarters and no further 
trouble be had wRh them this season. 
A despatch received at the Indian Office from 
Captain George M. Randall, com m anding at Fort 
sully. Dacotah Territory, under date of tne 17th 
iiiBL, States th at all the annuity goods and clothes 
for the indiaus at tho Cheyenne Agency were 
destroyed by nre on th at niorniug at five o’clock. 
Toe loss IS estim ated at $l,ooo,ooj. The entire post, 
narrowly escaped destruction.

A t thto writing six men had been taken 
out or the ruins, one of whom Napoleon Easton, 
has six n b i broken, two severe wounds in the bead 
and longs and to so baaly Injured that he cannot 
live. 
Francis Beager has a severe wound lu the 
spine and bis hip Joint badly twisted. John SwUzcr 
to badly wounded abont hto head and different parts 
of hto body. A. L. Johnston. Con rsd All and Joseph 
Slanberry are slightly injured. Desperate exertions 
are being m ade lo extricate the others irom tho 
ruins. 
It appears (hat the foundation portion of the 
building which fell hod been settling for some days, 
and

column in the baseniont to put under it a new Irou 
plate, m the place of a stone pl.nte which had been 
broken; the partition wall, tnirteon inches thich, 
resting on the top of the columns In tbe baaenient 
and extending to the roof, came down with a crash, 
bringing with It all tho inner partitions and about 
forty-flve feet of the outside wall ol the building. 
Everything fell Inwardly, therefore no one In the 
street was injured.

The Governor of 
Bum atraa W est C oast Mr. Arrlons, led the expedí- 
Ron which made the discovery. The editor of the 
Batavia Haruteisoiaii, lu a m ost tuterestlng account 
of an excursion to I’adang, m akes the foiiowiug ob­ 
servations ou the subject:— 
Tne uovernor recently m ade a journey ITom Slboga 
to the B atta lamis, and there, bv the ouiiay of a 
small am o u nt-1 0 2 florins and some iriflmg pre 
sen te-su cceeded lu releasing eight prisoners who 
had been carried off from another distriot, and not 
being able to raise anything tow aids Duyiug the 
required ransom were destined to be eaten. We have 
n ot yet been able to obtain for publication the diary 
ot this journey, but hope it will l>e published m some 
w ay, lor tbo coveruor nihde it entirely w ithout 
arm ed eacorl, and vuued districts wluoh had never 
been viewed by a European. 
Ue bad also some rare 
nieeuuxa w ith Uatta chiefs, and obtained mucn 
iniorm ation as to w hat Is required te be done to bind 
by iricudly treaty w ith us the U attas and other InUa- 
bitautk of mdepuudeut countries. 
The Sum atra coitm nt states as follows regarding 
tne (lovernor’s journey and discoveries:—••on the 
goth of Uocember, isss, the Jouruey lulo the interior 
w as com m enced, under the disagreeable conviction 
th a t traveliera ui those districts would have to lim it 
theuiBclves to short marches, on accouut of the 
heavy rains.

Instead of buying bills 
of exchange or shipping specie at a cost of 
freight and insurance people will deposit their 
money in the banks of one country and tele- 
graph the fact to those who should receive 
it ia auotber, 
Th|s will angwej: all tbo 


purposes of busiaesIT without" the nioveinent 
of specie or the purchase of exchange. Of 
course this will not change fiia effect of 
credits created 
by 
trade 
between one 


country and another. 
It 
will, however, 


greatly facilitate and cheapen the mode of 
operation. It will equalize values, and make 
a producing country like America more inde- 
pendent of the rest of the world. It will 
prevent also, to a great extent, over-trading, 
and tend to keep exchange nearer par. 


The same observations apply'to the different 


sections of the same country. The merchant 
of St. Louis or New Orleans can telegraph 
that he has shipped produce to New York 
and draw against it without 
waiting for 


the mails, or, if in debt, he can make his 
deposit and operate in the same way, to the 
saving of tune and advantage of the New 
York capitalist. The whole tendency is to 
make a great commercial and financial centre 
like New Tork tie clearing house for the 
whole country, just as the Cleanng House for 
the banks here now regulates and adjusts 
from day to day the financial operations of the 
city. This in time most make the commercial 
centre of the greatest producing country on the 
glofce, wriich is New Tork, the financial centre 
for all nations. 
The consequence will be that 


much less currency will be ' required for the 
transaction of business. The use of the tele- 
graph will in a great measure supersede the 
necessity of currency. In fact, currency of a 
small denomination will foe necessary for local 
use only. Transactions to the amount of 
hundreds of millions can be adjusted at the 
financial centre by a balance of a few millions, 
just as the New York Clearing House now 
regulates the vast financial operations of the 
city by a very small balance. Indeed, we can 
hardly conjecture at present the mighty revo- 
lution the telegraph is destined to effect in the 
financial affairs of this country and the world. 
It is evident, therefore, that the government 
ought not to leave this wonderful agent under 
the control of individuals or private corpora- 
tions, but should take charge of it for the 
safety and benefit of commerce and the people.

TUe Wonders of the Telegraph—Its Inilu- 


cncc Upon ITinanciol Affairs. 


Judging from the wonderful effects of the 


magnetic telegraph within the term of a few 
years since it was discovered and came into 
use we may form some idea of what will be 
the results hereafter. Twenty-five years only 
have passed since the first spark of intelli- 
gence was flashed over the first wire between 
Washington and Baltimore. Now there are 
hundreds of thousands of miles of wire 
stretching like a vast network over all the 
civilized portions of the world and penetrating 
to the most remote regions. Nations and con- 
tinents, separated by vast oceans, are brought 
into instant communication with each other. 
Space and time are annihilated, and soon the 
dream of the immortal poet will be realized, 
when 
a 
girdle round 
the 
earth 
will 


convey intelligence 
the 
whole 
distance 


in a few minutes. There remains only the 
space between the western shores of America 
and Russia in Asia to complete the circuit, and 
that liijk will soon be made, foi our commerce 
with China, Japan and the East generally 
demands it, and it is known to be practicable 
by the way of the Aleutian Islands. 


The surprising effects of the telegraph are 


seen in all the social, political, intellectual, 
commercial and financial movements of the 
age. 
To recount them all would fill a volume. 


Some, however, may be noticed. Look, for 
instance, at the effect upon and through the 
press, which may be called the ally of the tele- 
graph in promoting the rapid progress of the 
times. News of all remarkable events in 
every quarter of the globe is flashed across 
continents and under oceans to the great 
journals of New York and of other countries, 
and is spread from thence through the country 
press over the length and breadth of the land. 
"We know as well here, or better, perhaps, 
than the people of Europe and those near the 
spot, what transpires from day to day and hour 
to hour at the Isthmus of Suez. Every reader 
of the HEBAHD is folly informed of the incidents 
connec ted with that great event—the opening 
of the Suez Canal—without waiting for the 
mail, though we get through the agency of 
steam, power full and graphic details a few 
days afterwards. So also of the interesting 
pilgrimage of the Empress Eugenie to the East. 
In warsj and even in those at remote parts of 
the world, as, for example, in the Abyssinian 
war, all great or decisive movements are made 
known instantly. The action of governments 
on every important question is telegraphed 
and published daily for the information of the 
public. The people of the United States are 
kept informed of what is transpiring in Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Spain, Italy and other 
countries as soon as events occur. Indeed, 
the telegraph, in connection with the press, is 
the great agent of modern civilization to 
diffuse information and to educate the people. 


But in nothing is the influence of the tele- 


graph destined to be more remarkable than 
upon the monetary or financial affairs of the 
world. In former times, and even up to the 
present day, to some extent, the centres of 
capital in Europe have controlled the exchange 
and trade of this country aflft other countries. 
In this way the balance of trade, and conse- 
quently of exchange, has been against us, ex- 
cept under occasional and exceptional circum- 
stances. Every one who wanted to transmit 
funds to Europe has been compelled to pay a 
large premium to European, capitalists for 
exchange or the costs of transmitting specie. 
The time it required to do this and the con- 


Politics—Possible Trouble Foreshad- 


owed in Albany. 


The democratic majority in the Albany 


Legislature will have full control over the 
legislation of the coming session, which com- 
mences in January, and there may not be such 
even sailing by the leaders of the party as 
many suppose. It is sometimes as difficult to 
manage a majority as to resist one. If, for 
instance, there should occur any disaffection 
in the ranks, any difference of opinion as to 
doing the proper thing with regard to the com- 
missions, making compromises with the pre- 
sent republican incumbents, &c., the leaders 
might find themselves 
involved in much 


trouble and, perchance, may get into an ugly 
corner. But, although these things are gos- 
sipped about, we fancy that Tammany and its 
acknowledged leader, Peter B. Sweeny, are 
too strong in their position to be affected in 
the least by any opposition that may arise in 
the Legislature. It is quite probable that the 
next session may be a sensational one. That 
there may be a good deal of amusing by-play 
among the democratic majority is not unlikely, 
and it will probably come especially from the 
country members, who are not all "Tammany 
men," who have a certain country idea of demo- 
cratic independence, 
and who have not 


reached that point of intelligence to enable 
them to see that democracy means New York 
city and tha_t New York cify means democratic 
majorities, 
Our own two delegations—New 


York and Kings—may grumble a little and 
give some piquancy to the debates, which will 
be very amusing; but for all that the Tam- 
many ukases might as well be submissively 
obeyed. 


Beecher'a Thanksgiring Horoscope. 


The very liberal parson who is a power in 


the neighboring City of Churches, where the 
elections are more corrupt than they are even 
in this city, has taken an account of the stars 
that unite in the destiny of the republic, and 
gave us a vague statement of the result in his 
Thanksgiving discourse. He finds that the 
republic is growing so large that it may, by 
and by, split into four republics, and thinks 
that will be quite proper if all who desire the 
splitting up are in the right. So does every- 
body. In his notion, however, that the re- 
public is getting so big he lost sight of the 
fact that size is t>nly relative to the means of 
communication so far as it affects government. 
With the telegraph this Continent is no larger 
than England was with the 
mail coach.

BOGUS PAEAGUATAN NEWS.—It is a subject 


worthy of remark that all the naws which 
comes to us through Brazilian sources regard- 
ing the Paraguayan war and the character of 
Lopez describes the former as being on its last 
legs, and the latter is pictured as a monster in 
human shape. We have been surfeited with 
this kind of stuff so long that it is impossible 
to pass it over without comment. The Para- 
guayan war is still waged, and the prospects 
are that it will continue for some time to come. 
Regarding Lopez, who is described as a brute, 
opinions differ. The allies have held out every 
inducement to the Paraguayans in Lopez's 
army to join their standard, yet without any 
avail. If Lopez were as cruel as ia represented 
would they hesitate ? Human nature isi human 
nature the world over, and a chance such aa 
this would not be neglected^ It is true that 
the stern realities of war may have rendered 
Lopez severe, and, in many instances, unre- 
lenting, but that he is the monster pictured by 
his enemies we are inclined to disbelieve, and 
are disposed to class the information ireceived 
of his reported cruelties as, ia a great mea- 
sure, bogus.

Thus in New York and Kings county the 


whole of HoSinan's majority in the State of, 
twenty-eight thousand was swept off and six 
thousand more was gained by the republi- 
cans ; and yet this year they lose Sigel by 
twenty thousand and Greeley by twenty-five 
thousand. How? St. Lawrence county, the 
republican banner county of "the rural dis- 
tricts,'' comparing the vote of this year and 
lastyear, will serve to explain. 
Last year in 


this county the republican majority on the 
State ticket was six thousand six hundred and 
fifty-four; this year it is five thousand and 
sixty-eight—a dead loss of over fifteen hun- 
dred. And so it runs through all the coun- 
ties. The vote is short on both sides all the 
way through, but the weight of the dead loss 
is uniformly with the republicans. 
There was 


no pressing national issue at stake; the republi- 
cans of the interior were tired of voting to keep 
up these city commissions, excises, registries 
and what not, and, concluding that Greeley 
might take care of himself, they let the elec- 
tion go by default. 
Thus by default the 


democrats have gained absolute possession of 
the State, and the consequence will probably 
be a work of reconstruction and revolution in 
our city and State affairs as comprehensive as 
the radical reconstruction of the. rebel States. 


The Sncz Canal—Tho Opening Ceremonies. 


All our latest news is to the effect that the 


Suez Canal is a great success. In spite of all 
that has teen said to the contrary, the world 
is now convinced that the waters of the Medi- 
terranean and the waters of the Red Sea have 
been brought together, and few are disposed to 
doubt that navigation, even on the part of 
ships of heavy tonnage, is now more than 
possible. 
The Empress Eugenie and the 


magnates of all lauds that could be crowded 
into forty vessels have in eight and a half 
hours passed safely and successfully'through 
the firat half of the canal and reached the 
grand central depot, which is in all time to 
come to bear the Viceroy's name. Ismailia 
has now commanded attention quite equal to 
Port Said, and we are no longer permitted to 
doubt that the forty vessels, and others 
besides, will without much difficulty make their 
way to the Gulf of Suez. 


Meanwhile the festivities continue.

has been grander than Port Said. Suez will 
be grander than Ismailia.

So varied have been the reports giving the 
number of Lopez's followers that it is almost 
impossible to get near the exact number. As 
most of the news comes through Brazilian 
sources it may safely be inferred that the com- 
plexion of these statements is colored to suit 
the tastes of those-interested in the subjuga- 
tion of the Paraguayan chief.

says one account; a second statement increases 
it to three, while a third swells the number of 
Lopez's adherents to ten thousand. Though 
active operations between the hostile parties 
are in a measure suspended, there are prepara- 
tions going on in both camps for a resumption 
of hostilities. Count d'Eu, the Brazilian com- 
mander, is dividing his army and sending off 
expeditions to occupy the country iu the neigh- 
borhood of Eosario, where he is accumulating 
his supplies. He contemplates in a short time 
advancing on Lopez in that chieftain's strong- 
hold at San Joaquin, the result of which 
movement we have yet to learn. From pre- 
sent prospects an energetic campaign is about 
being entered upon, and what may be the result 
it is impossible to tell. 


SPEODS PAYMENTS.—Attorney General Hoar 


has struck a. brilliant idea on the question of 
restoring the metallic basis to our currency. 
He says that volunteers and greenbacks should 
be regarded "alike as necessities of war, to 
be dispensed with as fast as possible on the 
return of peace." 
The sentiment thus ad- 


vanced is simply a truism; for there is hardly a 
person in the country who does not know that 
the greenbacks will be dispensed With as soon. 
as the laws of trade will permit and specie 
payments restored the moment commercial 
exchanges exhibit the slightest balance in our 
favor. It took England from 1797 to 1819 to 
restore the specie basis, and whether it takes 
this country a longer or a shorter period, it 
will be done as soon as the business interests 
of the country will warrant, and not before. 


Custom ITouio Reforms. 


Simultaneously with the investigation of the 


drawback frauds the Secretary of the Treasury 
has effected an important Custom House reform. 
He has ordered that the Twelfth division of the 
Custom House in this city, which has had special 
charge of the shipment of merchandise to the 
Pacific coast, be abolished. Collector Griu- 
nell has, therefore, been directed to discharge 
the persons employed in that division. Their 
particular duty has consisted in cording and 
sealing all packages of goods consigned to 
California and other points on the Pacific 
within the United States. The object of these 
precautions was to prevent the possible com- 
mission of fraud while the goods should be in 
transUu across foreign territory, by the sub- 
stitution of dutiable merchandise in place of 
goods free of duty shipped from this port. But 
experience has shown that this system not 
only fails to secure the desired protection, but 
opens the door to fraud. 
The patronage 


involved and the tempting opportunities for 
private speculation supplied additional rea- 
sons for abolishing the system, which, more- 
over, cost more than it saved. New regula- 
tions have been adopted which seem to furnish 
more effectual safeguards against fraud. There 
are so many loopholes for fraud in the Custom 
House that we are glad to hear of reform 
where there is still plenty of room for it. 


NAPOLEON AND THE AMEHIOAIT MINISTER.— 


It appears that at the late meeting at Com- 
pifcgne between Napoleon the Third and Mr. 
Wauhburne, the representative of the United 
States in Paris, the Emperor was particularly 
gracious. Why not ? Having withdrawn from 
Mexico in order to restore the ancient relations 
of friendship between the United States and 
France those ancient relations are restored. 
We are inclined to think, too, that in reference 
to Cuba the Emperor is prepared to submit to 
the course of events, and that in a diplomatic 
way he wished at Compiiigne to convey the 
impression to Mr. Washburne that whatever 
may have been the imperial understanding 
with General Prim at Vichy in regard to Spain 
it had nothing to do with the "manifest 
destiny" question in Cuba. 
At all events, 


we cannot doubt that the late cordial recep- 
tion of Mr. Washburne by Napoleon means the 
maintenance of the entente cordiale re-estab- 
lished between the United States and France. 


Inflammable 
JSase-i—The Milwaukee 
Dis- 


aster. 


"Brilliant oil" ia entitled to the distinction 


of being the worst of the many infernal com- 
pounds sold for use in lamps. Its terrific 
effects may be seen in the simplest considera- 
tion of the circumstances of the calamity in 
the Milwaukee theatre. Although the fire 
completely destroyed the theatre, yet it was 
put out, and persons went into the ruins and 
hunted for the dead bodies in an hour from the 
time the fire broke out. Such rapidity in the 
progress of a conflagration is without prece- 
dent. To what was the rapid march of the fire 
due? Only the contents of a single lamp were 
scattered 
on the 
stage, 
and the 
fire 


from the burning oil scarcely had 
time 


to communicate with the wood over which it 
was flowing before the whole building, even in 
its remote parts, was filled with flame. This 
flame was a burning vapor from the oil that 
spread itself in all the house, so that the 
people breathed fire. The safety of all these 
oils ia judged by the temperature at which 
they will give off certain vapors. 
The safe 


point must be a temperature considerably 
higher than that of the air—say one hundred 
and ten degrees. But it is said that the oil 
used on the occasion of the disaster would 
vaporize at sixty-flve degrees. We have only 
to imagine the rapidity with which the same 
oil would vaporizo with fire applied to undor- 


A MODELSWITOHMAN AND HlS TlME TABLE.— 


It appears by the evidence elicited by the Coro- 
ner's investigation into the causes of the 
dreadful catastrophe on the Western Pacific 
Branch Railroad the other day, that the switch- 
man, who was carefully furnished by the com- 
pany with a time table for his guidance as to 
the running of trains, -could not read's word of 
his time table nor anything else—in short, that 
the poor fellow could neither read nor write. 
Now, this is not the man's fault, but his misfor- 
tune. But what censure is too severe for the 
company who employed such a person in this 
responsible position, with' hundreds of lives 
daily in his hands ? Wo fear that there are a 
good many more switchmen to whom the time 
tables are just as'worthless and incomprehen- 
sible as to this California pioneer in the busi- 
ness. 


THE CRISB or CDBA.—Spain is sending over 


thousands of reinforcements to the army of the 
Captain General for the subjugation of Cuba. 
The Cubans have actively commenced the burn- 
ing of the sugar plantations as the surest way 
of reaching the vulnerable heel of Spain. Both 
sides are evidently impressed with the idea 
that if the Cubans are not conquered before 
the meetinj of the United States Congress the 
independence of the island will follow, and we 
are more than half way of this opinion. The 
members of both houses of Congress under- 
stand the universal sentiment of this country 
in regard to Cuba, and when they meet we 
shall have some effective expression of this 
public sentiment. Meantime, the Spaniards 
will do their best to subjugate the Cubans, but 
the time is short and the advantages are on 
the side of independence. 


ANOTHER COKONBB'S CASE.—The freedom 


with which our city officials defy public opin- 
ion, law, decency and humanity is once more 
seen in the action of a coroner. There is no 
difference between the case of Jackson in 
Battery place and that of Lee in an uptown 
groggery called the Bank Coffee House. Lee, 
also, without any provocation or excuse that 
will stand the slightest examination, drew his 
pistol and shot a man dead. He was found 
guilty of the homicide by the Coroner's jury, 
and before his victim is buried he is admitted 
to bail. This is one more act directly tending 
to render life unsafe in our city—removing the 
little safeguard that even the pretence to punish 
murder might sive. 


Ncn York and JTpr ThanUaglvInK Chnritlatr* 


If there be one feature in the character of 


the New York people more prominent and 
more creditable than another it is the libe- 
rality with which they expend then- wealth ia 
the cause of charity. There is no city in tho 
world which exceeds New York in this respect. 
Charitable institutions of all kinds are sus- 
tained in the most liberal manner, without 
any regard to religious predilections or politi- 
cal relations. 
The broad charity which, 


Christ lived to preach and died to leave as a 
legacy finds its fullest recognition among our 
people. But it is on Thanksgiving Day, per- 
haps, that this noble spirit is most exemplified 
in the many private acts of almsgiving which 
sanctify the Christian character of our people. 
It is then more than at any other time that 
these beautiful words are verified:—"I was 
a hungered, and ye gave me meat; I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me drink; I was a 
stranger, and ye took me in j naked, and ya 
clothed me; I was in prison, and yo visited 
me.

• by V. F. Howe, and he drew $1,600 from the bank 
by his own check against them. 


John H. Ditrnas. sworn—I reside at Flatbush; ani 
paying teller of the Long Island Bant: tne check (for 
S2,yOO, before mentioned) now shown came to ns 
through the Fhenlx Bank; the certification upon Its 
face is a lorgery: know no such firm as Bersen & 
Smith. 


Cross-examined—I Snow the signature of every 


person having an account at our bank;, know 
nothing of the character of the check except that 
the certification Is a foreery; the check came 
through our exchanges, from the Clearing House to 
the Thenlx Bank, and from thence to us, about two 
weeks ago; the Phenix Bank ol New York redeems 
all our checks. 


William H- Folk, sworn—I am a police officer 
attached to the Inspector's office; assisted in arrest- 
ing the defendant on the evening of the 12th mst., 
at the comer of Hudson avenue and Willooghby 
atreet; after his- arrest he gave ns an order on ms 
wife to deliver, to us any stamps found in a black 
trunk; went to his house In Flashing avenue, near 
Smith street, E. D., and his wife brought out the 
trcnt and we searched It. 


Forged checks, i<x. found in among the effects of 
the Dnsoner were here Identified bv the witness. 


Charles H. Videtto, sworn—I am a police offlcer at- 
tached to the Inspectors office; arrested the pri-

[From the Calcutta Overland Mall, Oct. 12,1 
The return of deaths in the Northwest urovlnces 
for the montn or August is really appnflmg. la 
August last jear the deaths were -2i,265, but m 
August of the present year they rose to 6J,542. 
Cftolera and fever are the principal causes or ma 
increase, as irom the former the deaths rose from 
l,a«! to 18.501, ana from the latter from 13,000 to 
19,000. No doubt the debility of the people caused 
by the scarcity has rendered them more liable to 
disease. 


The relief worts oil the East Ganges Canal seem 
to have been carried out In a model manner, not- 
"witustaudmg the liiiHculcies attendant on moving a 
body of 10,000 persons, with their huts, tools, medi- 
cal necessities and appurtenances a certain distance 
nearly every aur, along a space of ten miles. 
Sanitary arrangements had a.so to be "carefully 
attended to, to prevent any epidemic breaking out 
among people already much reduced by starvation, 
and this involved the maintenance of a large stair of 
Jneliters. These arrangements were carried out so 
Successfully ihat the dany a\ eragc of sick treated in 
hospital was only s.ou per thousand. Numbers of 
reduced women with half-starved infants havuij? 
arrived a supply of goats was procured and suosti- 
lUKiii ror the mothers with great snceess. Of course, 
with so much care the work has not been performed 
BO cheaply as it could have been done by contract- 
but it lias beea efficiently done, ana tlie teller given 
to the poor moiB.thau coanteibalances any addi- 
tional expense. Mr. A. Grant, the assistant eu"t- 
neer, to whose exertions the»« favorable results are 
mainly due, has been rewarded by ihe government 
•with a step in ranK and tue special thanks of irov- 
ernment. Lieutenant Corbett aiiU Mr. Koberw have 
also oeen most oeserved!/ praUed and thawed. 


Snlplmr aad JMtcU DiscoTercel in Java. 
[From the Singapore (E. L) Times, Sept, 21.] 


Recent discoveries nave been made 01 extensive 


sulphur fields in tae interior of Sumatra, never be- 
lore witnessed by Europeans. The Govemor of 
Sumatras West Coast Mr. Arriens, led the expedi- 
tion which made the discovery. The editor of the 
Batavia Hanaelsbiaa, in a most interesting account 
of an excursion to Padang, makes the following ob- 
servations on the subject:—

He had also some rare 
meetings with .Batta chiols, ana obtained much 
Inionnatlon as to what is required to be done to bind 
by inendly treaty with as the iiattas ana oH:sr inha- 
bitants ol independent countries.

EOth of December, 1668, the journey into the interior 
was commenced, under the disagreeable conviction 
that travellers in those districts would have to limit 
Themselves to short marches, on account or the 
heavy rams.

He hred'at her at fifteen 
yards distance and looking around and killed her 
with tho tirst shot." "I have to enclose transla- 
tion of a Mahazernarnali given by the villagers 
as to the identity oi tho tigress. She was evidently 
a veiy old animal, her incisor toeta. being much 
worn aud her canine teeth very blunt. Considering 
the peculiar marks of which I lud been inlor.med 
two days previously, and the opinion of the vil- 
lagers as expressed m their Mahazernatnad, I have 
no doubt but tiiat the old tigress killed by Major 
Davies was the man-cater for which the reward was 
offered. 
I have, therefore, ordered the amount to 
be paid to him. I beg, however, to request tnat the 
government will be pleased to take favorable notice 
of the plucky conduct ol the trackers, who accom- 
panied us, without whose assistance the animal 
would not have been destroyed. Considering the 
almost universal panic among tue villagers, aud the 
impossibility of getting them to beat even with 
numerous tom-toms and a large suppiy of rockets, 
the conduct of tiiese men should not, I tiilnk, go un- 
rewarued. During tho morning iracic I can, Jiom 
personal observation, speaa of their courage; and 
Major Davies tells me they continued to behave 
admirably and seemed as if they were determined 
to at least take him up to the tisrress and give him a 
lairshot. 1 oeg. therefore, to recommend that the 
government will be pleased to allow me to present 
to each of the six men a silver bansrie as a mark of 
thei? approval. Tae bangles wou.d not cost more 
than twenty rupees each.

Our police returns sliow thirty-five deaths durmsr 
the last two years, principally among wood cutters 
This tigress Had two or three regular beats and 
though Trom the accounts I have heard of her cene- 
rally cowardly, was sometimes very bold in tor 
attacks.

All this has a very odd, not to say very ugly, look. We 
liave more to tell. On the morning ol the third day's 
racing tue mare Octavia ran a very fair trial, tne

oue or two connected with the stable. A nativo 
gentleman having offered to give a purse of rupees 
(300), the terms of the race were arranged HO .that 
Octavia might start for it on tlie fourth day. JSow 
occurred a striking fact. In the very next stall to 
Octavia stood another mare, also bay, and, oddly 
enough, tlie morning of ths day when Ociavia was to 
ruu her immediate neighbor did what she had never 
done beiore—bhe also refused her leed. What are 
we to infer from this plain statement of facts, ex- 
cept that Gray Warrior, who nas not even yet recov- 
ered his health, was drugged severely; tiiat ihe Aga 
and JCtug Uavid were dosed less effectually; that on 
the second day the Aaa was agam liocussed; that on 
tlis third day Premier was tbe victim, aud tlut on 
the fourth, day the mare Octavia was selected, but 
that, by a loriunate mistake, tue drug was adminis- 
tered to tne Ully m the very next stall. The suspi- 
cions of ilr. Field were now thoroughly aroused. 
From that time precautions have been taken to pre- 
vent foul play, and all tue horseo since started .have 
run In the form expected of tiieui. 


We might go on to illustrate tiie case by describ- 
ing the peculiar character of the betting before aud 
ar:er it necame Known that ellective means had been 
adopted to safeguard tbc horses; but-tius is delicate 
ground, on which we could only enter at tue HSK of 
making statements not susceptible, probably, of 
strict legal proof.

At noon 
on tue day before the race, when the owner was sit- 
ting outside his stable with some friends, he was 
abruptly summoned by His brother, who had ac- 
cidentally discovered a ghorrawaliati In the a-t of 
drugging Alb.marle, and was la time to prevent tlie 
completion or the oueuce. The delinquent rented 
to

ployers, bnt lie was tried and sentenced to 
iliree years' imprisonment, with 
hard labor. 
But that is not tna point of our illustrative 
anecdote. Betore the gtiorrawallal had been irus- 
trated and caught, although the galloway nad not 
the least chance asainst Albemarle, provided that ne 
went to the post m his proper term, yet there were 
certain parties busy laying live to one on the gallo- 
way. Alter the attempt to hocuss Albemarle had 
aeeu defeated the same persons not only would not 
back Koza "even," bat would not take flve to one 
against him. There is reason to believe that tae 
ayderabad game has been repeated successinlly at 
1'ouua. Feruaoa before long the police wiii oe able 
a follow np tne indications to their possession and 
wind up the drama oy convicting tne offenders. In 
the meantime we deeply regret tnat such a stain 
should rest ou tae annals of the Indian turf.

Tlie Tiu-f In India—"Hocussing" Horses at 


the Beccnn Races Meetingr. 
[From the Bombay Gazette, Oct. 16] 
Up to the present time, we believe, with pne or 
two bare exceptions, racing has oeen conducted in 
India npou sportaman-liKe and honorable principles. 
Gentlemen, train aud rnn horses for the sake of 
sport and not for the sake of rupees. The looeha, 
element, which corresponds to that ol the '-leg" in 
England, may be aald to have been pracilcaiiy nn- 
Ktiown: bookmakers, properiy speaking, have not 
existed; tttere has been no ring. Once m England, 
tlie mother ot manly sport, the turf was equally free 
Irom the predatory tribes who new roam at large in 
mat country, and who have succeeded In making 
the turf the opprobrium of the land—one shade only 
if oue shade, superior to the prize ring. The fall has 
been gradual but

striking. 
One by 
one the 
gentlemen 
have 
departed, 
driven 
out by foul play anil 
man«;uvrmg of 
all 
sorts. 
With 
a 
few 
nonorable exceptions, 
breeders and owners have ceased to be sportsmen, 
and have become mere traders m horseflesh if not 
gamblers. Driven onward in the race of specula- 
tion, they cannot even afford to let the noble racer 
grow to maturity before they begin to prostitute ins 
undeveloped vigor to the maklna or money. Re- 
bukes, lamentations, remonstrances, have failed to 
arrest the spread 01 corruption. They nave reached 
the period when the "lei?" aud Ills dupe are com- 
pared to tlie spider and the fly, and when the word 
••turate" nas become a synonym for gambler. Ob- 
viously the gentleman who will not resort to cur- 
rent practices must oe nowhere lu a contest or this 
kind; if he does resort to them he ceases to be a 
gentleman, If he does not he runs the risk of ruin. 
The state of the British turf is the scandal or the 
day. Let us hope that a similar fate will not ueiail 
racing in India.

THE 
CHURCH IN INDIA. 


The Catholic Cummuniry of Calcutta, and the 


Pope—Their Delusalo to the Ecumenical 
Council—Religions Al!es>aiieo to tUo Holy 
See—Tfcc Cash Question Satisfactory. 


[From the Calcutta Englishman's Overland Mail 
per- li] 
' 
Last Tuesday evening a very larce meeting of 
members of the Roman Catholic community in Cal- 
cutta assembled at the Town Hall for the purpose of 
presenting, through the hands or tne Catholic Arch- 
bishop, Dr. Steins, on his approaching departure lor 
Koine to take part m the Ecumenical council, an 
address of condolence and good will 10 tne Pope 
Nearly all the members of the different missions in 
Calcutta, Chaudernagore and other stations were 
present. A lair sprinkling or ladies eraced the hall 
with tuelr presence, and, to judge irom the applause 
with which aiery proposal was received, and car- 
ried, the Itoinau catholics of Calcutta, as repre- 
sented by those present, seemed unanimous In ex- 
press.ons of good will toward the Pope. Tne follow- 
ing is a short resume of the proceedings:— 
In opening the proceedings ilie Chairman, the 
Houorabia j. Skmuer, explained that tae object oi 
tue meeting was to vota an address to tne Popa oa 
tne occasion of the great Council whicn was to be 
held m Rome at the end of the year,-an event wulch 
was destined to -mark a soemoniule period in the 
history not only of the Cnurch but or the whole 
world. The Idea 01 the meetms had been somewhat 
suddenly conceived and had been hurriedly carried 
out. And he was rejoiced to flnd that the measures 
taken had met with snch signal success in the large 
aud respectable gathering which he saw before 
him. There had been many and various rumors 
as to the purposes ior which the Ecumeni- 
cal Council had been convoked, and insina- 
tions bad been made with the view of disturbing 
the uiloUs of the falthiiii on the snojectHo Hie 
errec! that it was the design of the Council to intro- 
duce certain innovations In matters of doctrine. 
He was not there ol course to tell them what sub- 
jects the Council proposed to discuss; ne had no 
better sources or information, in tae matter than 
were available to any or those that were present; 
and in fact he knew nothing Whatever aoout It. 
Speaking, however, to them as a layman or the 
Cnurch, he might say that if inose present felt with 
turn mat their articles of faith, tne truths which 
formed the basis and the security of their religion 
were in their nature irrevocable and unalterable, 
they would have little trouble In their minds as to 
tne issue on this score of the Council's deliberations; 
even should they permit themselves to doubt tna't 
the band of fathers, who were to assemble ac Rome 
the depositaries of the traditions and leanimit of the 
Church, could be guided by any oilier instinct or 
inspired with any other thought than mat of presorv- 
intt her foundations and upholding tlie teaching i 
of "the past. He had no doubt that those wno heard 
him would rather take comiort In the reflection that 
notwithstanding tne many persecutions which tne 
Chuich had had to endure, and to which she was 
even now snojeot, her vitality and power should yet 
be such that sue should still be able to mako the 
magnificent display of leainlng, ol wisdom'and or 
Dlety that would be offered to the world In the vast 
ann imposing assiemblage that was about to (tatrtor 
round tho throne of the Supreme Pontifl—a display 
as splendid as it will ever liave been the fortune or 
man to witness, aud as it is lu the power of Christen- 
oom to produce. Hut strong as wero me claims ol 
this Council ou tne moral support of catholic congre- 
gations all over the world, there were circumstances 
attaching to it which seemed to him to appeal in a 
peculiar mauaor to their sympathy and admiration; 
and ihoro vt as to his mind nothing more striking in 
the whole o; those thaa the appcaraucoa oreseutcd

Representatives of every pnase 
amT complexion ot political sentiment seem-to-be 
agreed upon the immediate restoration of tne Old 
Dominion, wita the exception or the carpet-bag 
class, who still cling to a hope that Virginia will be 
continued under mmtary rule a term longer wnichJ 
would leave them in possession of the offices tliey 
now Hold by military appointment another twelve 
months a$ least. But from every indication tuey 
will be sadly disappointed in their expectations, as 
every Known authority, even General Cauby, ex- 
presses tna opinion tnat tha State will be admitted 
promptly after the meeting of Congress 
next 


month. 
The President, in conversation with 


Zep Turner, Speaker 
of the 
House of Dele- 


gates here, thought Virginia would be admitted 
ten days after Congress assembled, and 
tfiere 


is every reason to beiieve he will recommend it in 
his message. 
Senator Wilson favors the early 


admission of the State; so does Secretary Boutwell, 
and so does Ben Butler, if Genera! Canby's report 
is not burdened with "intimidation and fraud" in 
the lace elections, and of this there is every assur- 
ance that it is not. General Cauby'haa made his 
report, but on application at headquarters to-day a 
synopsis of it could not be ootained except from 
General Sherman under tlie rules governing army 
correspondence. It will, doubtless, accompany the 
Commanding General's report to Congress. Tne 
report, it is understood, will lolly portray tue diffi- 
culties of reconstruction and all the imperfections 
of the plan in a striking manner. It will point oat 
the evils of the present systdm of civil officials 
under the test oatii exactioa; aaa the peasernl dis- 
posit on of the people under ail these trials aud 
tnoulatlous will be a subject of commendation 
In 
relation to the late election the report wm doubtless 
state what the General has so often expressed, that 
it was one of the fairest elections ever held and 
that few Sortaern elections ever passed off so peace- 
ably, orderly aud quietly. Some allusion wiii also 
be made to tne condition of the people, how just 
emerging from the poverty consequent upon the 
calamities of war, and as the constitution just

Tnis ia a 
constant occasion of dlsaatlsiaction, and the only 
remeay that is suggested Is either a detachment 
of Richmond from the system of Southern "drop1' 
reports, and the transmission here of proximate 
duplicate reports of all the important news now sent 
to tue Baltimore and Washington papers, or a dis- 
continuance of the Associated Press reports 
Much 


of the "drop" matter is expressly Intended for poin ta 
south of Virginia, which rarely interests tne people 
here, though sometimes the reverse is the case, and 
this is anotner reason why Richmond, trom its con- 
tiguity to Washington, should be detached from the 
"drop" system. Another serious cause of compla'ut 
Is tue fact that tne arrival of ocean steamers at 
New i'ork is not sent bv the Associated Press, and 
this is information exceedingly valuable to the mer- 
cantile community here. The papers here, too, are 
denied the publication of early marine news, the 
movements of vessels to and from tue James river, 
though the Associated Press has an agent at 
Fortress Monroe wno transmits this uews North via 
Richmond, bnt it is not dropped nere, and has after- 
wards to be copied from .Northern papers. What 
makes the matter still more aggravating is the ex- 
cess of the rates paid by the papers nere over that 
paid by Northern journals to the Associated Press. 
in the late report of President Orton, of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, ne states that tne receipts 
of tnat company for tolls in 1868 from the press of 
the United btates averaged two three-tenth mills 
per word. The "drop" reports sent south aver- 
ago about 5,ooo words per week, for a copy of 
which the Richmond press pays twenty-five mills 
per word, tolls included. This is a wide difference, 
yet such is the case, and altogether the injustice 
practised towards the press here by the New YorK 
Association is an outrage that demands some rem- 
edy, wnlch ought at ouce be applied. IT soiuethinu 
is not doue the papers here will he compelled to sees 
some other mode of obtaimns news. At present the 
jeans are or infinitely more benefit than tne tkegrapu.

The return of deaths in the Northwest urovlnces 
for the montn or August is really appnflmg. la 
August last jear the deaths were -2i,265, but m 
August of the present year they rose to 6J,542. 
Cftolera and fever are the principal causes or ma 
increase, as irom the former the deaths rose from 
l,a«! to 18.501, ana from the latter from 13,000 to 
19,000. No doubt the debility of the people caused 
by the scarcity has rendered them more liable to 
disease. 


The relief worts oil the East Ganges Canal seem 
to have been carried out In a model manner, not- 
"witustaudmg the liiiHculcies attendant on moving a 
body of 10,000 persons, with their huts, tools, medi- 
cal necessities and appurtenances a certain distance 
nearly every aur, along a space of ten miles. 
Sanitary arrangements had a.so to be "carefully 
attended to, to prevent any epidemic breaking out 
among people already much reduced by starvation, 
and this involved the maintenance of a large stair of 
Jneliters. These arrangements were carried out so 
Successfully ihat the dany a\ eragc of sick treated in 
hospital was only s.ou per thousand. Numbers of 
reduced women with half-starved infants havuij? 
arrived a supply of goats was procured and suosti- 
lUKiii ror the mothers with great snceess. Of course, 
with so much care the work has not been performed 
BO cheaply as it could have been done by contract- 
but it lias beea efficiently done, ana tlie teller given 
to the poor moiB.thau coanteibalances any addi- 
tional expense. Mr. A. Grant, the assistant eu"t-

Recent discoveries nave been made 01 extensive 


sulphur fields in tae interior of Sumatra, never be- 
lore witnessed by Europeans. The Govemor of 
Sumatras West Coast Mr. Arriens, led the expedi- 
tion which made the discovery. The editor of the 
Batavia Hanaelsbiaa, in a most interesting account 
of an excursion to Padang, makes the following ob-

been viewed by a European. He had also some rare 
meetings with .Batta chiols, ana obtained much 
Inionnatlon as to what is required to be done to bind 
by inendly treaty with as the iiattas ana oH:sr inha- 
bitants ol independent countries. 


The Sumatra Ltmru.nl states as follows refrardian- 


the (Governors journey and discoveries:—-on the 
EOth of December, 1668, the journey into the interior 
was commenced, under the disagreeable conviction 
that travellers in those districts would have to limit 
Themselves to short marches, on account or the 
heavy rams.

"I have to enclose transla- 
tion of a Mahazernarnali given by the villagers 
as to the identity oi tho tigress. She was evidently 
a veiy old animal, her incisor toeta. being much 
worn aud her canine teeth very blunt. Considering 
the peculiar marks of which I lud been inlor.med 
two days previously, and the opinion of the vil- 
lagers as expressed m their Mahazernatnad, I have 
no doubt but tiiat the old tigress killed by Major 
Davies was the man-cater for which the reward was 
offered. 
I have, therefore, ordered the amount to 
be paid to him. I beg, however, to request tnat the 
government will be pleased to take favorable notice 
of the plucky conduct ol the trackers, who accom- 
panied us, without whose assistance the animal 
would not have been destroyed. Considering the 
almost universal panic among tue villagers, aud the 
impossibility of getting them to beat even with 
numerous tom-toms and a large suppiy of rockets, 
the conduct of tiiese men should not, I tiilnk, go un- 
rewarued. During tho morning iracic I can, Jiom 
personal observation, speaa of their courage; and 
Major Davies tells me they continued to behave 
admirably and seemed as if they were determined 
to at least take him up to the tisrress and give him a 
lairshot. 1 oeg. therefore, to recommend that the 
government will be pleased to allow me to present 
to each of the six men a silver bansrie as a mark of 
thei? approval. Tae bangles wou.d not cost more 
than twenty rupees each.

The cuba were, I oelieve, destroyed by poi- 
son sometime ago, but all efforts of the native 
Shikamesto kill the mother have been ineffectual 
As many of the deaths occurred among travellers 
rrpm the Baiagnaut, it is more than probable 
thai we have not obtained any accurate re- 
tarns oi tno ravoeea caused by the animal. 
Our police returns sliow thirty-five deaths durmsr 
the last two years, principally among wood cutters 
This tigress Had two or three regular beats and 
though Trom the accounts I have heard of her cene- 
rally cowardly, was sometimes very bold in tor 
attacks. Daring last month I received. reports o'f 
the death of no ies3 than flve persons, and aa it was 
evident that none of the villagers would atiempt'to 
Kill her I determined to organize a beat, and to try 
whether we could not cret the animal destroyed.

She was BO weas as to be unable 
to stand and she was accordingly taken to the hos- 
pital. Shewasfounu by ike medical oaicer to be 
suffering from grievous bums on her thighs and 
abdomen; her uody was nwrtced with bruises and 
her lace aud head with scars. After a lew weeks 
she recovered aud was discharged, aud the Sub- 
Magiacoue commenced an imjuiry, -Much was pro- 
tiacted, Utouzh only flve witnesses wure examined 
until the 7th of May, when the accused was dis- 
charged. The decision ot the Sub-Magistrate was 
so distinctly opoosed to the tenor ot the evidence 
tha.i the Assistant Magistrate In charge of" tue 
division took up the caoe again ana committed it 
for trial before the Court 01 sessions, where the 
accused was found guilty and sentenced to rigorous 
imprisonment for seven yeara. The fauo-Wagistrate 
Veeravagur Fillay, has since been removed and sus^ 
peuded for six montiis.

Tlie Tiu-f In India—"Hocussing" Horses at 


the Beccnn Races Meetingr. 
[From the Bombay Gazette, Oct. 16] 
Up to the present time, we believe, with pne or 
two bare exceptions, racing has oeen conducted in 
India npou sportaman-liKe and honorable principles. 
Gentlemen, train aud rnn horses for the sake of 
sport and not for the sake of rupees. The looeha, 
element, which corresponds to that ol the '-leg" in 
England, may be aald to have been pracilcaiiy nn-

••turate" nas become a synonym for gambler. Ob- 
viously the gentleman who will not resort to cur- 
rent practices must oe nowhere lu a contest or this 
kind; if he does resort to them he ceases to be a 
gentleman, If he does not he runs the risk of ruin. 
The state of the British turf is the scandal or the 
day. Let us hope that a similar fate will not ueiail 
racing in India.

THE 
CHURCH IN INDIA. 


The Catholic Cummuniry of Calcutta, and the 


Pope—Their Delusalo to the Ecumenical 
Council—Religions Al!es>aiieo to tUo Holy 
See—Tfcc Cash Question Satisfactory. 


[From the Calcutta Englishman's Overland Mail 
per- li] 
' 
Last Tuesday evening a very larce meeting of 
members of the Roman Catholic community in Cal- 
cutta assembled at the Town Hall for the purpose of 
presenting, through the hands or tne Catholic Arch- 
bishop, Dr. Steins, on his approaching departure lor 
Koine to take part m the Ecumenical council, an 
address of condolence and good will 10 tne Pope 
Nearly all the members of the different missions in 
Calcutta, Chaudernagore and other stations were 
present. A lair sprinkling or ladies eraced the hall 
with tuelr presence, and, to judge irom the applause 
with which aiery proposal was received, and car- 
ried, the Itoinau catholics of Calcutta, as repre- 
sented by those present, seemed unanimous In ex- 
press.ons of good will toward the Pope. Tne follow- 
ing is a short resume of the proceedings:— 
In opening the proceedings ilie Chairman, the 
Houorabia j. Skmuer, explained that tae object oi 
tue meeting was to vota an address to tne Popa oa 
tne occasion of the great Council whicn was to be 
held m Rome at the end of the year,-an event wulch 
was destined to -mark a soemoniule period in the 
history not only of the Cnurch but or the whole 
world. The Idea 01 the meetms had been somewhat 
suddenly conceived and had been hurriedly carried 
out. And he was rejoiced to flnd that the measures 
taken had met with snch signal success in the large 
aud respectable gathering which he saw before 
him. There had been many and various rumors 
as to the purposes ior which the Ecumeni- 
cal Council had been convoked, and insina- 
tions bad been made with the view of disturbing 
the uiloUs of the falthiiii on the snojectHo Hie 
errec! that it was the design of the Council to intro- 
duce certain innovations In matters of doctrine. 
He was not there ol course to tell them what sub- 
jects the Council proposed to discuss; ne had no 
better sources or information, in tae matter than 
were available to any or those that were present; 
and in fact he knew nothing Whatever aoout It. 
Speaking, however, to them as a layman or the 
Cnurch, he might say that if inose present felt with 
turn mat their articles of faith, tne truths which 
formed the basis and the security of their religion 
were in their nature irrevocable and unalterable, 
they would have little trouble In their minds as to 
tne issue on this score of the Council's deliberations; 
even should they permit themselves to doubt tna't 
the band of fathers, who were to assemble ac Rome 
the depositaries of the traditions and leanimit of the 
Church, could be guided by any oilier instinct or 
inspired with any other thought than mat of presorv- 
intt her foundations and upholding tlie teaching i 
of "the past. He had no doubt that those wno heard 
him would rather take comiort In the reflection that 
notwithstanding tne many persecutions which tne 
Chuich had had to endure, and to which she was 
even now snojeot, her vitality and power should yet 
be such that sue should still be able to mako the 
magnificent display of leainlng, ol wisdom'and or 
Dlety that would be offered to the world In the vast 
ann imposing assiemblage that was about to (tatrtor 
round tho throne of the Supreme Pontifl—a display 
as splendid as it will ever liave been the fortune or 
man to witness, aud as it is lu the power of Christen- 
oom to produce. Hut strong as wero me claims ol 
this Council ou tne moral support of catholic congre- 
gations all over the world, there were circumstances 
attaching to it which seemed to him to appeal in a 
peculiar mauaor to their sympathy and admiration; 
and ihoro vt as to his mind nothing more striking in 
the whole o; those thaa the appcaraucoa oreseutcd

General Cauby'haa made his 
report, but on application at headquarters to-day a 
synopsis of it could not be ootained except from 
General Sherman under tlie rules governing army 
correspondence. It will, doubtless, accompany the 
Commanding General's report to Congress. Tne 
report, it is understood, will lolly portray tue diffi- 
culties of reconstruction and all the imperfections 
of the plan in a striking manner.

It 13 
not uufrequently the case that Baltimore ana Wash- 
ington papers arrive here in tue afternoon witu 
news in run, a synopsis of which is transmitted over 
the wires to the papers the same afternoon. Tnis ia a 
constant occasion of dlsaatlsiaction, and the only 
remeay that is suggested Is either a detachment 
of Richmond from the system of Southern "drop1' 
reports, and the transmission here of proximate 
duplicate reports of all the important news now sent 
to tue Baltimore and Washington papers, or a dis- 
continuance of the Associated Press reports 
Much 


of the "drop" matter is expressly Intended for poin ta 
south of Virginia, which rarely interests tne people 
here, though sometimes the reverse is the case, and 
this is anotner reason why Richmond, trom its con- 
tiguity to Washington, should be detached from the 
"drop" system. Another serious cause of compla'ut 
Is tue fact that tne arrival of ocean steamers at 
New i'ork is not sent bv the Associated Press, and 
this is information exceedingly valuable to the mer- 
cantile community here. The papers here, too, are 
denied the publication of early marine news, the 
movements of vessels to and from tue James river, 
though the Associated Press has an agent at 
Fortress Monroe wno transmits this uews North via 
Richmond, bnt it is not dropped nere, and has after- 
wards to be copied from .Northern papers. What 
makes the matter still more aggravating is the ex- 
cess of the rates paid by the papers nere over that 
paid by Northern journals to the Associated Press. 
in the late report of President Orton, of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, ne states that tne receipts 
of tnat company for tolls in 1868 from the press of 
the United btates averaged two three-tenth mills 
per word. The "drop" reports sent south aver- 
ago about 5,ooo words per week, for a copy of 
which the Richmond press pays twenty-five mills 
per word, tolls included. This is a wide difference, 
yet such is the case, and altogether the injustice 
practised towards the press here by the New YorK 
Association is an outrage that demands some rem- 
edy, wnlch ought at ouce be applied. IT soiuethinu 
is not doue the papers here will he compelled to sees 
some other mode of obtaimns news. At present the 
jeans are or infinitely more benefit than tne tkegrapu.

Resumption of Specie Payments. 


Borne of the Western Congressmen who have been 


nere announced themselves boldly In favor of resum- 
ing specie payments. General Garfleld, of Ohio, 
who is chairman of the Committee on Banting and 
Currency, says if the present Congress had any 
gpunfc they would say, "Well, we are In power ror 
at least a year and a half. During that time we will 
provide for resuming specie payments, and thus put 
the business of the country on a stable basis. We 
may not be sent back—probably we will not—but we 
•will immolate ourselves for the country's good." 
Garneld seems to have been studying the subject 
and to be familiar with it in all Its aspects. It is 
probable that he tvill mate some movement at an 
early day in the House to open discussion on the sub- 
ject of resumption.

FOR MURDER. 


Daniel Walsh to Suffer the Penalty of Death 


December 10. 


[From the Chicago Tribune, Nov. 17.] 
Judge Porter yesterday took up the motions for 
new trial m the cases of tue convicts of the present 
term of Hie Superior Court. The first case takeu up 
was ot Daniel lYalsh, convicted of the murder or his 
wife. Hose, and, under the conviction, ordered by 
the jury to be punished by death. He was brouettt 
In by tue Sheriff shortly after ten o'clock. 


Mr. E. G. Asay made a motion in his behalf for a 
new trial, as well as in arrest of judgment, basing 
his motion upon the admission aa evidence of taa 
dying declaration in writing, contending that it was 
iuadmissable becanse there was no opportunity of 
cross-examination. He also obj ected to the form of 
oatn used presumed to the jurors when they were 
elected to try the prisoner, contending that the oattt 
should have been, under the statute, the common 
law oatn. 


The court overruled the motion. As to the dying 
declaration, he thought it was properly admitted- 
the party who had received it placed in writing eacii 
word the woman saia, then repeated it to her word 
by word and she repeated the words after him It 
was then signed by her and witnessed. On the trial 
the only objection made to its admission was that 
the death was at too remote a period from the date 
o( the statement. That objection was not well 
taScn. 


As to the form of the oath the Court held that It Is 


tlie one, perhaps, universally in use in this Stats — at 
least always used in this court. If an objection nad 
been made at the time tlie Court would have admin- 
istered the oath that he was used to; but no objec- 
tion was interposed. The Court did not, personally, 
lise the form of the oath; it is too much like the 
rorm of oath administered in the case of a oro- 
missory note for ten dollars. 


Mr. Reed stated that it was expressly decided In 
Breese that tne oath is a mere matter of rorm, and 
that if no exception is takeu to it at the tiuie no 
error can be assigned on It. 


Tne Court had no doabt there waa no error in it, 


although ne did not think It was the appropriate' 
rorm, because tho statute says that tho trial shall 
proceed according to the course of the common law, 
unless changed. He thought the common law was 
that there ought to bs triers of the jury. 
Daniel Walsh, having now stood up, 
The Court— Have you anything to say, Daniel 


Walsh, way sentence should not now be passed upon 


Walsh— I would like to have a new trial on It. 
The Court— Well, your counsel have that matter In 
charge. They have made a motion, which bus been 
overruled. They may Intend to do something further 
In the matter. You were indicted for the crime of 
murder in taking the life or Rose Walsh, on the 7th 
day or September last, In this city. The Jury by 
whom you were tried were very carefully selected by

Margaret Fltzpntrick, wno was also called for the 
legatees (aud being a legatee herself), testified to 
neglect evinced toward the deceased by his mother 
and also to important matters bearing directly on 
the sanity ot tne testator- It appeared from her 
evidence that she Had been employed for a month in 
ihe capacity or cook by the deceased, some three 
weeks preceding his death. After nis demise and 
on account of some dtitcrence between herself and 
Mrs. Gales, it appears that she was paid her full 
month's wages by Dr. Uurlbut. This witness also 
testified to various eccentricities by Mrs. Gate« yr, 
her cross-examination the wiC"1"" """Urni sue 
rn*^~*m. -"»» **— ......uui, on paying her, haa 
said that a legacy of fifty dollars had been leit Her 
by tne deceased.

my pocket and produced It; I commenced to write 
as he dlctatea, taking the substance or what he said, 
and In many instances nis own language; he then 
gave me the substance or all clauses found in his 
will, with one exception; he directed me to go to a 
bureau and on its top I would find a card; 
I did so; It was the card of Dr. Darling; he then 
desired me to give Mrs. Darling, wife of the afore- 
mentioned. $10,000; he then detailed to me the 
story of nu suspected poisoning, and when he came 
to speak or the amount he ought to leave for tne 
prosecution of bis supposed poisoner he asked me 
if $50,000 would be enough; to this I answered that 
I.dld not know; he theu suggested $25,000, bnt as I 
did not venture an opinion on this the amount was 
to that time left undecided; when the interview 
was terminated he told me to call Hlgglus (nis ser- 
vant) ; I did so, and on the latter's entering the 
room he Instructed him to call Dr. Hurlbut; on

To tue Commissioner—This was on the occasion 
of tne Fischer claim, which the witness believed was 
the first one given by him to Mr. Howard. 


By Mr. Buck—Tills claim was collected early la 


March, 1867; otners were collected shortly after that; 
they came from witness' office; no inducements have 
been held out to him to testify; no promises of a 
nolle prosequt In his case were made to him, and he 
has no reason to believe that prosecution against 
him will be discontinued: he was indicted in the 
latter part or June, 1869; at one time he was em- 
ployed oy Mr. Warner, as assistant assessor of rev- 
enue, and afterwards Internal Revenue broker, aud 
before that he worked ror a jeweller in Maiden lane; 
he waa twenty-one years old last February; he was 
never arrested before this nor indicted. 


The District Attorney stated tnat he had received a 


number of other drawback claims Irom the depart- 
ment at Washington, of earlier date than those pre- 
viously offered, which he would submit. 


Mr. Buck considered this proceeding irregular, and 
inquired what these papers were ? 


Jndge Pierrepont replied tnat they were fraudulent 
papers, on which drawback claims were allowed in 
the summer or 18G6, and OH which the name or Mr. 
Howard appears. He handed some of these papers 
to the witness and asked him whether he knew or 
recollected them. The witness said "Yes." He 
knew they were made up at ualdwell's ofllce. 
The District Attorney—Give the dates. 
Mr. Buck did not wish to be over-technical, but 
the District Attorney had made certain charges, 
brought the witness on the stand and closed the 
direct examination, during which he introduced cer- 
tain documents. He (Mr. Buck) would object to 
reopen the direct examination and produce these 
papers at this time. 


The Commissioner—The District Attorney had not 
these papers in his hands at the last session. If he 
had, and had closed the direct examination without 
producing them, he would not admit them now, but 
under the circumstances he would allow them to be 
offered. 


The witness taen described three of the claims 
placed In his hands by the District Attorney, the 
latter calling the attention of tne Court to certain 
discrepancies. The papers are of the same nature 
as those copied in the HERALD or Sunday last, that 
Is, a certificate .from a collector of internal revenue, 
tnat the tax on certain described manufactured 
articles had been paid; the affidavit of the shioper 
or his agent that these same identical goods were 
shipped to a foreign port, givins the name of the 
vessel ana her date of sailing, and a certificate from 
tne New York Custom House that tnese articles are 
encored on the outward bound manifest ot the vessel, 
as ascertained by actual examination. 
These 
latter certificates had all the initials "S. T. B."— 
Samuel T. Biatchford—upon them. 
The three 


claims were all passed by Francis A. Howard, 
at the Internal Revenue Department at Washing- 
ton, in June, iseo, while he was chier clerk of the 
drawback bureau, and bore his initials, "F. A. H." 
One was m lavor of A. it Williams, for $2,031 60; 
one in favor of H. C- Holman. for $4.120, and one In 
favor of K, B. Caldwell & Co., ror gi,S3l. The dis- 
crepancies reierred to were, that in the case or Wil- 
liams, while he was named in the affidavit aa the 
shipper of the "refined petroleum," in the Custom 
House certificate one G. Koop is so named; and in 
the last case, one A. H. Batterfleld mates the affida- 
vit that R. B. Caldwell 4 Co. were the snippers, and 
the affidavit purports to have been sworn before R. 
B. Caldwell as notary public. Judge Pierrepout 
stated tnat the signature of A. EL Butterfield was 
written by R. B. Caldwell himself, and hence he 
represented the shipper and claimant, personated 
the witness Butterfield and swore to it before him- 
self as'notary. 
The witness Korn stated that all these claims were 
fraudulent. Mr. Hack objected to this sort of evi- 
dence, a* that waa a legal conclusion, but not the 
statement of a fact. The witness was Instructed by 
the Commissioner to give no opinions or his own, 
bnt facts within his Knowledge. Corn then said, m 
answer to farther questions by tho District Attor- 
ney, that the claims wera made up in the office or R. 
B. Caldwell & Co.; that the writing In the certificate 
of export was R. B. Cold well's, but in the affidavit 
was mat of some other person, who he did not 
know. They Had no memorandum of the ship- 
ments, bnt only got the name of a vessel and the day 
of Her leaving port 
In tha Holman claim Charles 
R. Bqulrcs brought the Internal revenue collector's 
certificate; the certificate of export was written by 
Caldwell. the affidavit bj somebody tho witness docs 
not knovr, Tii^a claim la of the g«m£ nature a$ 4)1 the 


mere hearsay. 


The Commissioner—This Is a case of conspiracy, 
and the acts aud declarations of one of the parties 
to it are evidence against all conspirators. 
The witness then continued:—He understood from 
Whlmster that Howard was to have teu per cent on 
all claims collected and to keep a correct record of 
the amount; the acconnt was opened witu Howard 
in the name of Walton, for tne deposit of the war- 
rants received rrom the Treasury; Whimstersiud 
Howard was very smart; that he would never take 
a check, but ready money; he (Whimster) wanted 
Howard to endorse a check and bind himself. 


Judge Pierrepont here rested the case for the gov- 
ernment, as all the other evidence in his possession 
woHld only be cumulative. 


Mr. Buck desired aa adjournment, as ho expected 
some documentary evidence from Washington to 
which Jndge 1'ierreponc replied that he had all the 
papers fronx Washington, and Mr. Buck could nave 
any he wanted to use in the ease for the defence 


Mr. BUCK—Have you Mr. Howard's letter of resig- 
nation? 


Judge Pierrepont—"So, sir; but I will admit the 
date or Mr. Howard's resignation of his office as the 
counsel mav state it- 


Mr. Buck—Mr. Howard resigned on the 3lst day 
of December, 1866. 


Judge Pierrepont—very well, lei it be so ad- 
mitted. 


Tne further bearing was then postponed to next 
Wednesday.

ROMETN MULLIGAN 
was then callea. having been adjourned over from 
Saturday till yesterday. Judge Quactrenboss re- 
marked that it would hardly be convenient or neces- 
sary to enter into the case at so late an hour, it 
being past three o'clock, but the Commissioner con- 
cluded to proceed. The government having rested 
their case on Saturday, Jndce Qnackenboss on 
behalf of the defence, proposed to place Mr. Mulli- 
gan on the stand as a witness 1'or nimseir, and iu 
order to have a thorough examination or tho whole 
matter.

by Miss Anna E. Dickinson. 


A lecture was delivered at tae Brooklyn Academy 


of Music last night by Miss Anna E. Dickinson. Tha 
audience was not large, and consisted lor the most 
part of Methodists and tae friends of Methodism, 
the profits or the lecture being in aid of the Green- 
point Methodist Society. 


Tne lecture, though it bore the enigmatical title 


of "Whlted Sepulchres," was only a lecture about 
Miss Dickinson's recent experiences in Utah, used, 
as an illustrative wail about women's degradation 
and blinded condition as to their rignts and possi- 
bilities, and a recapitulation of the stock arguments 
as to the claims or women for social, political and 
domestic advancement, put into the glowing, 
earnest, reverish, pathetic, soul-inspiring eloquence 
of which Miss Dickinson is so great a mistress. 


At ttie outset of her lecture Miss Dickinson refer- 


red to the teachings of nature as to work in the 
world and to the lessons it so eloquently gave that 
bud and rrultage did not come rrom virgin sou, but 
from properly directed effort, and that thewond 
was not what Charles the monarch, thought Hor- 
ence—too pleasantjto look upon. As she trod tha 
city of the plains ana saw tae people there, pon- 
dered upon the society ana its government ana 
remembered that the days were going on and on 
ana that the measure or the condemnation of eactt 
was more and more, and that shortly thav measura 
-would tae filled she felt compelled to cry to her God, 
to let her die; but then a better spirit rose witlau 
her and she remembered that It was her duty to do 
all that in her was to aid to the reformation and the 
ennobling of the mind of that people. 


It was near the close of a day in June that she first 


saw the city or the plains, in the midst of which was 
this whitcdjepulchre. Tnm.jy 
and fragrant, ana used for the enrichment or the 
alpine soil, and tfiere were wildernesses of trees and 
busbes burdened with a wild and luxuriant fruitage. 
There were no drinking saloons there, ao gambling; 
saloons, and an undefended woman might walk 
through the streets there at night, wlSi no more 
likelihood of insult than at the noon-day, which was 
more than could- be said at more reputable 
citiesnearer liome. 
At tnat city there was 
greater 
despotism than in any 
other place 
on which the sun shone. 
That despotism was 
the 
despotism 
of 
Brlgham Young, who was 
the seer, the prophet aud tne inspired Head of the 
Cnnrch. 
Utah was not under the .novernment of 
the United States, It was Brlgham SToung's special 
property and domain. Men voted there witu the 
ballot, but with the worse features of open votlnc. 
Brtgbam Toung had used this power lor His own 
personal ends; he went to-that country a poor man, 
he is now the second largest depositor in the Bank: 
of England- Or the 120,000 people there there were 
very lew Americans by birth ;lthat number was made 
np ol Danes, Germans, swedes and tne most igno- 
rant ol the Welsn and English; the most degraded 
people in Europe. 
There was nothing com- 
parable to 
tnem 
in 
America- 
It 
was a 
mistake to suppose that the women outnumbered 
the men; the sexes were pretty equal in number, 
IT anything la lavor of the men. Some men, had 
ten, fitteeu, twenty and twenty-live wives; in one 
instance tnere was a man witn 200 wives. If they 
judged of this system Dy its iruirs they wouid flua 
in tne country no school system, no free publio 
schools, no free library, n» reading room, no mental 
life. The soul must have no place to develop iu the 
system of Brlgham Young. There wera no horns 
either. How could there be homes where in the 
family a child scarcely knew its own father? The 
man spent nis time amonc; half a dozen women, 
each, one 
of 
tliem trying to supplant 
the 
other in his affections, and the means used resulting 
in tne rnm of body and soul. She saw the houses 
in which these women lived; heard the man, point- 
ing with an Impudent gesture, style them as "my 
women," these women liavmg sunk to be simply 
the slaves of their master. One woman said she bad 
had twelve children, buried ten; another ten chil- 
dren, buried eight, and tae two tttat remained were 
poor, weak, miserable creatures. She -went into 
their temples, aud she heard such men as Bishop 
Johnson, who had four sisters and his own niece for 
his wives. There was another great light of tha 
Church, who had his mother and daughter for his 
wives. Now for this there was not one word»of con- 
demnation; neither were the men ostracised. Mlsa 
Dickinson then referred to the Tact that similar 
vice in another lorm was found elsewhere, 
and 
m 
European 
cities. 
She 
did 
noc 
say that adultery and polygamy were found 
there as in Dtan, but the spirit that provoked and, 
underlay all this was found iu these cities. Rever- 
end aivmes like Horace Bushnell said that women 
•were subordinate to somebody else and that she 
was created for putting goodness into man; teas 
her destiny was to be a wire and mother, and if she 
did not fulfil her dutv here in tnas respect she would 
have a bad time or It in the world to come. Accord- 
Ing to tnat, IT one woman put a certain amount of 
goodness into a man twenty would certainly males 
limi a saint. (Cheers.) There was, However, ths 
argument tnat women were contented with, their con- 
dition. That was the result of woman's ignorance. 
The women of Persia, of Turkev, of Germany (whTa 
many of them were harnessed to a cart with a dog,) o£ 
China were contented. 
In tlie afternoon of this nlneteanth century women 
were found everywhere to be content with this 
degradation. Miss Dickinson then gave an account 
of her conversations with many oi the women of 
Utah, who on a searching conversation admitted. 
they were not content. Tneir belief, however was 
that b.y some means they were to save their souls 


this point was decided against tno application, and 
the judge followed the authority of a similar decision 
rendered by Mr. Justice Nelson.

Resumption of Specie Payments. 


Borne of the Western Congressmen who have been 


nere announced themselves boldly In favor of resum- 
ing specie payments. General Garfleld, of Ohio, 
who is chairman of the Committee on Banting and 
Currency, says if the present Congress had any 
gpunfc they would say, "Well, we are In power ror 
at least a year and a half. During that time we will 
provide for resuming specie payments, and thus put 
the business of the country on a stable basis. We 
may not be sent back—probably we will not—but we 
•will immolate ourselves for the country's good." 
Garneld seems to have been studying the subject 
and to be familiar with it in all Its aspects. It is 
probable that he tvill mate some movement at an 
early day in the House to open discussion on the sub- 
ject of resumption.

FOR MURDER. 


Daniel Walsh to Suffer the Penalty of Death 


December 10. 


[From the Chicago Tribune, Nov. 17.] 
Judge Porter yesterday took up the motions for 
new trial m the cases of tue convicts of the present 
term of Hie Superior Court. The first case takeu up 
was ot Daniel lYalsh, convicted of the murder or his 
wife. Hose, and, under the conviction, ordered by 
the jury to be punished by death. He was brouettt 
In by tue Sheriff shortly after ten o'clock. 


Mr. E. G. Asay made a motion in his behalf for a 
new trial, as well as in arrest of judgment, basing 
his motion upon the admission aa evidence of taa 
dying declaration in writing, contending that it was 
iuadmissable becanse there was no opportunity of 
cross-examination. He also obj ected to the form of 
oatn used presumed to the jurors when they were 
elected to try the prisoner, contending that the oattt 
should have been, under the statute, the common 
law oatn. 


The court overruled the motion. As to the dying 
declaration, he thought it was properly admitted- 
the party who had received it placed in writing eacii 
word the woman saia, then repeated it to her word 
by word and she repeated the words after him It 
was then signed by her and witnessed. On the trial 
the only objection made to its admission was that 
the death was at too remote a period from the date 
o( the statement. That objection was not well 
taScn. 


As to the form of the oath the Court held that It Is 


tlie one, perhaps, universally in use in this Stats — at 
least always used in this court. If an objection nad 
been made at the time tlie Court would have admin- 
istered the oath that he was used to; but no objec- 
tion was interposed. The Court did not, personally, 
lise the form of the oath; it is too much like the 
rorm of oath administered in the case of a oro- 
missory note for ten dollars. 


Mr. Reed stated that it was expressly decided In 
Breese that tne oath is a mere matter of rorm, and 
that if no exception is takeu to it at the tiuie no 
error can be assigned on It. 


Tne Court had no doabt there waa no error in it, 


although ne did not think It was the appropriate' 
rorm, because tho statute says that tho trial shall 
proceed according to the course of the common law, 
unless changed. He thought the common law was 
that there ought to bs triers of the jury.

Margaret Fltzpntrick, wno was also called for the 
legatees (aud being a legatee herself), testified to 
neglect evinced toward the deceased by his mother 
and also to important matters bearing directly on 
the sanity ot tne testator- It appeared from her 
evidence that she Had been employed for a month in 
ihe capacity or cook by the deceased, some three 
weeks preceding his death. After nis demise and 
on account of some dtitcrence between herself and 
Mrs. Gales, it appears that she was paid her full 
month's wages by Dr. Uurlbut. This witness also 
testified to various eccentricities by Mrs. Gate« yr, 
her cross-examination the wiC"1"" """Urni sue 
rn*^~*m. -"»» **— ......uui, on paying her, haa 
said that a legacy of fifty dollars had been leit Her 
by tne deceased. 


William Romer, a lawyer, living at Yonkers, and 
who prepared the will ol the testator, as dictated By 
tne latter, was next placed on the witness stand 
His evidence was lucid In the extreme, and must be 
roEiirded as perhaps the most important explana- 
tion or the testament at issue.

me to ascertain if mere was any person near the 
door, and on my looking ana telling him there was 
not, he requested me to lock it; he then said, "You 
will have to write," and pointed lo a table on which 
were pens aud paper; I told him I had a pencil in 
my pocket and produced It; I commenced to write 
as he dlctatea, taking the substance or what he said, 
and In many instances nis own language; he then 
gave me the substance or all clauses found in his 
will, with one exception; he directed me to go to a 
bureau and on its top I would find a card; 
I did so; It was the card of Dr. Darling; he then 
desired me to give Mrs. Darling, wife of the afore- 
mentioned. $10,000; he then detailed to me the 
story of nu suspected poisoning, and when he came 
to speak or the amount he ought to leave for tne 
prosecution of bis supposed poisoner he asked me 
if $50,000 would be enough; to this I answered that 
I.dld not know; he theu suggested $25,000, bnt as I 
did not venture an opinion on this the amount was 
to that time left undecided; when the interview 
was terminated he told me to call Hlgglus (nis ser- 
vant) ; I did so, and on the latter's entering the 
room he Instructed him to call Dr. Hurlbut; on 
me appearance of the last mentioned person

The District Attorney stated tnat he had received a

Mr. Buck considered this proceeding irregular, and 
inquired what these papers were ? 


Jndge Pierrepont replied tnat they were fraudulent 
papers, on which drawback claims were allowed in 
the summer or 18G6, and OH which the name or Mr. 
Howard appears. He handed some of these papers 
to the witness and asked him whether he knew or 
recollected them. The witness said "Yes." He 
knew they were made up at ualdwell's ofllce. 
The District Attorney—Give the dates. 
Mr. Buck did not wish to be over-technical, but 
the District Attorney had made certain charges, 
brought the witness on the stand and closed the 
direct examination, during which he introduced cer- 
tain documents. He (Mr. Buck) would object to 
reopen the direct examination and produce these 
papers at this time. 


The Commissioner—The District Attorney had not 
these papers in his hands at the last session. If he 
had, and had closed the direct examination without 
producing them, he would not admit them now, but 
under the circumstances he would allow them to be 
offered. 


The witness taen described three of the claims 
placed In his hands by the District Attorney, the 
latter calling the attention of tne Court to certain 
discrepancies. The papers are of the same nature 
as those copied in the HERALD or Sunday last, that 
Is, a certificate .from a collector of internal revenue, 
tnat the tax on certain described manufactured 
articles had been paid; the affidavit of the shioper 
or his agent that these same identical goods were 
shipped to a foreign port, givins the name of the 
vessel ana her date of sailing, and a certificate from 
tne New York Custom House that tnese articles are 
encored on the outward bound manifest ot the vessel, 
as ascertained by actual examination. 
These 
latter certificates had all the initials "S. T. B."— 
Samuel T. Biatchford—upon them. 
The three 


claims were all passed by Francis A. Howard, 
at the Internal Revenue Department at Washing- 
ton, in June, iseo, while he was chier clerk of the 
drawback bureau, and bore his initials, "F. A. H." 
One was m lavor of A. it Williams, for $2,031 60; 
one in favor of H. C- Holman. for $4.120, and one In 
favor of K, B. Caldwell & Co., ror gi,S3l. The dis- 
crepancies reierred to were, that in the case or Wil- 
liams, while he was named in the affidavit aa the 
shipper of the "refined petroleum," in the Custom 
House certificate one G. Koop is so named; and in 
the last case, one A. H. Batterfleld mates the affida- 
vit that R. B. Caldwell 4 Co. were the snippers, and 
the affidavit purports to have been sworn before R. 
B. Caldwell as notary public. Judge Pierrepout 
stated tnat the signature of A. EL Butterfield was 
written by R. B. Caldwell himself, and hence he 
represented the shipper and claimant, personated 
the witness Butterfield and swore to it before him- 
self as'notary. 
The witness Korn stated that all these claims were 
fraudulent. Mr. Hack objected to this sort of evi- 
dence, a* that waa a legal conclusion, but not the 
statement of a fact. The witness was Instructed by 
the Commissioner to give no opinions or his own, 
bnt facts within his Knowledge. Corn then said, m 
answer to farther questions by tho District Attor- 
ney, that the claims wera made up in the office or R. 
B. Caldwell & Co.; that the writing In the certificate 
of export was R. B. Cold well's, but in the affidavit 
was mat of some other person, who he did not 
know.

The Commissioner—This Is a case of conspiracy, 
and the acts aud declarations of one of the parties 
to it are evidence against all conspirators. 
The witness then continued:—He understood from 
Whlmster that Howard was to have teu per cent on 
all claims collected and to keep a correct record of 
the amount; the acconnt was opened witu Howard 
in the name of Walton, for tne deposit of the war- 
rants received rrom the Treasury; Whimstersiud 
Howard was very smart; that he would never take 
a check, but ready money; he (Whimster) wanted 
Howard to endorse a check and bind himself. 


Judge Pierrepont here rested the case for the gov- 
ernment, as all the other evidence in his possession 
woHld only be cumulative. 


Mr. Buck desired aa adjournment, as ho expected 
some documentary evidence from Washington to 
which Jndge 1'ierreponc replied that he had all the 
papers fronx Washington, and Mr. Buck could nave 
any he wanted to use in the ease for the defence 


Mr. BUCK—Have you Mr. Howard's letter of resig- 
nation? 


Judge Pierrepont—"So, sir; but I will admit the

He believed tnat witu Mr. Mulligan's testimony 
everything would be rully explained, and what now 
appeared suspicions would no longer be so. Judge 
Quackenboss then made a severe onslaught on the 
testimony of Korn, and said that if anything could 
convert him to the doctrine or "total depravity" it 
was this man's testimony, wnosa very manner on 
the stand proves him to be a perjurer. 


Jndge Pierrepoint, m reply, said that the District 
Attornev did not refuse to have Mr. R. B. CaldweU 
brought into court to testify, nor did he object to the 
defence bringing him here from Canada; but the Dis- 
trict Attorney could not promise tnat, if once here 
Mr. Caldwell would get away again. In regard to

by Miss Anna E. Dickinson. 


A lecture was delivered at tae Brooklyn Academy 


of Music last night by Miss Anna E. Dickinson. Tha 
audience was not large, and consisted lor the most 
part of Methodists and tae friends of Methodism, 
the profits or the lecture being in aid of the Green- 
point Methodist Society. 


Tne lecture, though it bore the enigmatical title 


of "Whlted Sepulchres," was only a lecture about 
Miss Dickinson's recent experiences in Utah, used, 
as an illustrative wail about women's degradation 
and blinded condition as to their rignts and possi- 
bilities, and a recapitulation of the stock arguments 
as to the claims or women for social, political and 
domestic advancement, put into the glowing, 
earnest, reverish, pathetic, soul-inspiring eloquence 
of which Miss Dickinson is so great a mistress. 


At ttie outset of her lecture Miss Dickinson refer- 


red to the teachings of nature as to work in the 
world and to the lessons it so eloquently gave that 
bud and rrultage did not come rrom virgin sou, but 
from properly directed effort, and that thewond 
was not what Charles the monarch, thought Hor- 
ence—too pleasantjto look upon. As she trod tha 
city of the plains ana saw tae people there, pon- 
dered upon the society ana its government ana 
remembered that the days were going on and on 
ana that the measure or the condemnation of eactt 
was more and more, and that shortly thav measura 
-would tae filled she felt compelled to cry to her God, 
to let her die; but then a better spirit rose witlau 
her and she remembered that It was her duty to do 
all that in her was to aid to the reformation and the 
ennobling of the mind of that people. 


It was near the close of a day in June that she first 


saw the city or the plains, in the midst of which was 
this whitcdjepulchre. Tnm.jy 
and fragrant, ana used for the enrichment or the 
alpine soil, and tfiere were wildernesses of trees and 
busbes burdened with a wild and luxuriant fruitage. 
There were no drinking saloons there, ao gambling; 
saloons, and an undefended woman might walk 
through the streets there at night, wlSi no more 
likelihood of insult than at the noon-day, which was 
more than could- be said at more reputable 
citiesnearer liome. 
At tnat city there was 
greater 
despotism than in any 
other place 
on which the sun shone. 
That despotism was 
the 
despotism 
of 
Brlgham Young, who was 
the seer, the prophet aud tne inspired Head of the 
Cnnrch. 
Utah was not under the .novernment of 
the United States, It was Brlgham SToung's special 
property and domain. Men voted there witu the 
ballot, but with the worse features of open votlnc. 
Brtgbam Toung had used this power lor His own 
personal ends; he went to-that country a poor man, 
he is now the second largest depositor in the Bank: 
of England- Or the 120,000 people there there were 
very lew Americans by birth ;lthat number was made 
np ol Danes, Germans, swedes and tne most igno- 
rant ol the Welsn and English; the most degraded 
people in Europe. 
There was nothing com- 
parable to 
tnem 
in 
America- 
It 
was a 
mistake to suppose that the women outnumbered 
the men; the sexes were pretty equal in number, 
IT anything la lavor of the men. Some men, had 
ten, fitteeu, twenty and twenty-live wives; in one 
instance tnere was a man witn 200 wives. If they 
judged of this system Dy its iruirs they wouid flua 
in tne country no school system, no free publio 
schools, no free library, n» reading room, no mental 
life. The soul must have no place to develop iu the 
system of Brlgham Young. There wera no horns 
either. How could there be homes where in the 
family a child scarcely knew its own father? The 
man spent nis time amonc; half a dozen women, 
each, one 
of 
tliem trying to supplant 
the 
other in his affections, and the means used resulting 
in tne rnm of body and soul. She saw the houses 
in which these women lived; heard the man, point- 
ing with an Impudent gesture, style them as "my 
women," these women liavmg sunk to be simply 
the slaves of their master. One woman said she bad 
had twelve children, buried ten; another ten chil- 
dren, buried eight, and tae two tttat remained were 
poor, weak, miserable creatures. She -went into 
their temples, aud she heard such men as Bishop 
Johnson, who had four sisters and his own niece for 
his wives. There was another great light of tha 
Church, who had his mother and daughter for his 
wives. Now for this there was not one word»of con- 
demnation; neither were the men ostracised. Mlsa 
Dickinson then referred to the Tact that similar 
vice in another lorm was found elsewhere, 
and 
m 
European 
cities. 
She 
did 
noc 
say that adultery and polygamy were found 
there as in Dtan, but the spirit that provoked and, 
underlay all this was found iu these cities. Rever- 
end aivmes like Horace Bushnell said that women 
•were subordinate to somebody else and that she 
was created for putting goodness into man; teas 
her destiny was to be a wire and mother, and if she 
did not fulfil her dutv here in tnas respect she would 
have a bad time or It in the world to come. Accord- 
Ing to tnat, IT one woman put a certain amount of 
goodness into a man twenty would certainly males 
limi a saint. (Cheers.) There was, However, ths 
argument tnat women were contented with, their con- 
dition. That was the result of woman's ignorance. 
The women of Persia, of Turkev, of Germany (whTa 
many of them were harnessed to a cart with a dog,) o£ 
China were contented. 
In tlie afternoon of this nlneteanth century women 
were found everywhere to be content with this 
degradation. Miss Dickinson then gave an account 
of her conversations with many oi the women of 
Utah, who on a searching conversation admitted. 
they were not content. Tneir belief, however was 
that b.y some means they were to save their souls 


this point was decided against tno application, and 
the judge followed the authority of a similar decision 
rendered by Mr. Justice Nelson. 


Tne Commissioner stated that under the authority 


Of these decisions he conlu not admit Mr. Mulligan 
to testify, but at the closa of the examination Ur.

firm was B. M. Johnson & Co.; his partner was 
Romeyn Mulligan; saw Korn at their office rrom 
thirty to forty times; had specimens of oil in the 
store; one who came to the store could know their 
business Irom tue samples of oil, their business 
cards, billheads and envelopes; their business for 
eight months exceeded f 10,000; heard a conversa- 
tion of GaldweU with Mulligan, the former asking

Judge Pisrrcpont objected to each conversations 
being introduced, aa no such conversations were put 
In evidence by the prosecution, ana as U would not 
even be a derenco and is not legal evidence. 


Judge Quackenboss replied that Caiawell, to facili- 
tate the collection of claims, asted to bo allowed to 
nse too name of ths arm, ana that Mullhran or his 
firm were not interested in those claims 
Judge Plorrepont rebutted by saying that lc was 
not legal evidence.

DESTRUCTION OF THEJKATING RINK AT CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19, isoft. 


The Wabash Avenue KlnK, on tho corner ot 


Wabastt avenue and Jactcson street, was crushed to 
the earth to-night. About eight Inches ot snow waa 
on the roof. The walls were bniit of brick, about 
twenty feet high, with an arched roof.

What win be done and what will be said at the 


approaching Vatican Council f These are tha points 
upon which I shall endeavor in the present letter to 
offer your readers as much information as has been 
hitherto obtainable. Judging merely by the general 
expressions made use or by the Pope in his ball 
l convocation, the Council, which is to be 
opened on the 
8th or December, 
has 
no 


distinctly specified object. In that document his 
Holiness announced as follows:—"In this general 
council, then, there most be examined with the 
greatest care, anil established, whatever above ail 
especially regards, in tnese most difficult times, the 
greater glory ol God, the integrity of the faith, the 
dignity of divine worship, tho eternal salvation of 
souls, the discinline of the secular and regular 
Clergy, the salutary and solid instruction or the 
Clenry, the observation of ecclesiastical laws, the 
correction of morals, the Christian education of 
youth, and universal peace and concord among all 
Classes. It most also be endeavored, with the most 
active zeal, that, with God's help, all evils may be 
Kept away from the Church and civil society, and 
that unhappy wanderers may be called back to the 
right path of truth, justice and salvation, and tnat 
vices and errors being once for all extirpated our 
august religion and Us salutary doctrine may revive 
In the whole world, spreading and governing more 
and more, so that piety, honor, probity, justice, char- 
ity and all ChnsUau virtues may acquire visor, and 
flourish to the greatest advantage of human society." 


Home lo detect any precise object in these expres- 
sions. They are very general terms, and a Pontiff 
who felt sufficient reliance on his own authority to 
define so important a dogma as that or the Immacu- 
late Conception, without other concurrence on the 
part of the Catholic Episcooacy than a simple circu- 
lar letter of consultation, would hardly require, one 
would thine, to summons all ihe bishops of Chtlsten- 
doin from the farthest parts of the earth to define 
questions which have not the importance of a 
dogma, a schism or a heresy. In former ages of 
the Church the motives for convoking a general 
council were explicitly specified by the supreme 
Pontiff. Eighteen of these solemn assemblies have 
preceded the approaching- one, or twenty, if we in- 
clude two whose ecumenical character is not ad- 
mitted by all ecclesiastical historians.

the Lateran, held m the Basilica or that name in 
Home, the question of investitures; the second of 
the Lateran, the schism; tue third of the Lateran 
the peace of tlie Church: the fourth of the Lateran' 
discipline; that of Lyons, the dispute between the 
Holy See and Frederick 1L; the second of Lyons, the 
reunion of the Greeks aud Latins; that of Vlenne In 
France, the trial of tue Templars; that of Constance,

With such prospects of hostility from a portion, at 
any rate, or the bishops expected at the Council, it 
is thougbt that the Court of Home will either aban- 
don the plan of this new dogma altogether, or en- 
deavor to carry it by a surprise, by organizina in the 
Council a nucleus of reliable bishops, who will urge 
their colleagues to the required definition by accla- 
mation without the formality ol voting. The other 
leading questions to be submitted to the Catholic 
hierarchy assembled at St Peter's are the dog- 
matic definition or the belief in the corporal 
assumption of the Virgin Mary into heaven, the 
making a belief in the necessity of the Pope's tem- 
poral power a dogma of faith, and tae solemn con- 
firmation of the famous svllabus published by the 
reigning Pontiff to the asto'nisjed world in 1S64. 
liis not probable that the first of these proposi- 
tions will encounter any opposition In the Council. 
The Pope has always nourished an especial senti- 
ment of devotion towards the Madonna, and he 
makes no secret of his earnest wish that the new 
donma of her assumption may be proclaimed. The 
majontrof commissioners in the section of dogmatic 
theology have already opined favorably, so that the 
definition of the doctrine is considered as ensured— 
Finis coronal opus, and Pins IX., by his 
final homage, crowns the series of devotional 
honors which he has offered to the mother of our 
Lord. Father Passaglia was tho principal writer on 
the Immaculate Conception, bit the Pope has 
assigned to Father Vaccari, a Benedictine monk, the 
tass of demonstrating in a learned disquisition the 
definloiiity of the assumotion. 


The dogma of the necessity of the Pope's tem- 
poral power has not so good a cnanee or success in 
the Council, for the most devoted champions of that 
power could not find the elements of a dogma in it, 
however important they may consider tae belief in 
Its opportuneness and even necessity. But If this 
project is not sanctioned the bishops will probably 
renew the protests they put forth In 1862 and 1S67 
on the spoliations endured by the Pope and the 
unwarrantable Invasion of his small remaining 
territory. 


As to the syllabus, which must be regarded as the 
code which regulates the relations of the Court of 
Rome with civil society, we mast recollect that 
although published with great solemnity in 1864, it 
was not entirely composed then, but only compiled, 
as it were, from successive condemnations or modern 
principles prevlonslv issued by Pius IX. and his im- 
mediate predecessors. As the Court of P.ome has 
no intention of abandoning this code it Is probable 
that the bishops will bo invited to give It their sanc- 
tion as a whole, and to furnish explanatory com- 
ments on such paragraphs as have hitherto been un- 
intelligible or unfavorably interpreted by the public. 
When the Council has disposed of these principal 
Questions it will only have to occupy itself, as far as 
we can yet learn, with disciplinarian regulations, 
which will offer no peculiar interest except to the 
parties concerned in the changes that may be de- 
creed. The reform or missions—another attempt at 
uniting schismatics and heretics to the Church or 
Home—moGiflcations in the number and character 
or religious orders, improvement of the instruction 
given to the clerzy—adaptation of the judicial 
power of bishops to the requirements of modern 
society—such will be some ot the topics presented 
lor discussion. It has been reported that the liberal 
Catholic bishops intend to advise the Pope to come 
to some agreement with Italy on the question of the 
annexed Papal provinces, and to allow the highest 
dignities of the central government of the Church, 
BOD excepting that or Supreme Pontiff, to be 
accessible in future to all 
Catholics witttont 
distinction ofnationallty. The introduction of such 
a really Catholic principle into the government of 
tae Church of Borne is not at all probable, nor can 
the suggestion of it come from the bishops, as the 
Council can take no initiative in the matters to be 
treated or, the limit assigned to Its action by Church 
traditions bems that "the Council has all power in 
those things which are deferred to It by nls Holi- 
ness."

Breach of Promise of Marriage—A Curiously 


Interesting Case. 


In the Court or Escheauer, London, on Wednes- 
day, November 3. an action lor breach of-promise of 
marriage—Payne vs. Smith—was heard. 
Toe plaintiff, Ana Payne, said she wss fifty-five 
years of age, and refused to acknowledge fiity-nine. 
She had been lor a good many years, according to 
counsel's opening, housekeeper to a Mr. Berry, a 
married man, living near Hemel-Hempstead; but m 
cross-examination she admitted that she did all the 
household labor, and was in a manner "a servant of 
all work." The defendant, James Smith, had been 
a blacksmith in the samo town, and had reached tae 
age of seventy-live. It seemed that he was still a 
bachelor anil that, as regarded means, he was pretty 
welt oil. owning a farm or about sixteen acres anil 
having £l,ooo or £-2.000 m the funds. 


When me plaintiff was introduced to the jury as 
the "affianced bride" there was much laughter, 
but the merriment increased oa the appearance of 
the "bridegroom," who hobbled into court with 
great difficulty, with one hand enveloped in a large 
piece of flannel, and supported by a sling, Tne 
plaintiff said she was the daughter of a master shoe- 
maker, and her mother now kept a country post 
ofllce. 
Nineteen years ago, when she was living 
next door to the defendant's house, the defendant 
promised her marriaee. lie asked her whether she 
would havo him, and she said "yes." He Etsed her. 
Once she asked him why he did not Seep hia pro- 
raise, and he said he did not like to offend his brother 
and his brother's wife, and that he would not marry 
her until they died. She had been with him In a cot- 
tage occupied by one ol hia tenants, 
ne gave 
her money and presents—fowl and eggs some- 
times, but seldom. At different times he had given 
her 
sums amounting to twenty pounds. Mr. 
Berry, in whose service she lived, died fifteen or 
sixteen years ago, and she then went to live with her 
mother. Her wages were fourteen pounds a year. 
Within the last lour or five years she had notsftn 
tne defendant very often. Last summer £ha asked 
him whv ne did not marry her, and he said that he 
was too old to marry; tbat he had got a housekeeper 
who suited him very well, and that he did not wish 
to make any change. Some years berore he said he 
would never have any one else but the plaintiff, aud 
she replied, "i never will have any one else as long 
as you live." 


Mrs. Dickinson, a widow, residing at Kensington 
Park road, said:—In June last she went tothede- 
reudant and asked him why he did not marry Ann 
Payne- He said ho mast break off the conneciion. as 
he did not want to marry. 
She replied that Ann 
Payne was not likely to get setaed at her tune 
or life, and that the least he could flo wag 
to have her as a housekeeper. She also told him 
that the plaintiff would not let the matter drop. 
In cross examination the witness said that on the 
occasion of the interview she served ihe writ m this 
action upon the defendant; she went down to 
Herael-Hempstcad for that purpose. The clerk ot the 
pldiatia's solicitor had got offices temporarily in the 
house.

The Parliament is convoked for November 18. On 
tho occasion of the new session there will be a speech 
Irom the throne, and victor Bmanuel will not fail 
to remind the deputies that the time Is come to aban- 
don vaiu disputes and occupy themselves with the 
affairs of the country- The voice of the King is 
always listened to, and his words will perhaps not be 
without influence. There is no regular address In 
Italy, or rather it is a simple formality; but the 
Chamber will have to perform a political act in nom- 
inating ita president. If the candidate of the oppo- 
sition, doubtless M. Rattazzi, obtains the majority, 
the Ministry will have nothing to do but to 
ask for' the provisional twelfths, aud make au 
appeal to tho elections, as the 
support of 
the Chamber will manifestly be wanting. 
IT, 
on the contrary, it. Marl, the ministerial candidate, 
is elected, the game doubtless will not be definitively 
won, but the Parliament will show that it intends to 
enter on a thorough examination of all questions, 
and perhaps the majority will comprehend that its 
Interests command it to remain united. We find 
some difficulty m guessing what tho Chamber will 
do. Everything depends on the members or the 
right. They attack the Ministry in their journals, 
but will they give their votes to M. Kattazzi, whom, 
as all know, they cannot endure? 
The new Minister of the Interior, H. Rudini, will 
have to make his parliamentary debnt, and the trial 
will be a severe one. Great confidence is placed in 
the future career or the young statesman, and tho 
moderate party esteem him highly, but these favora- 
ble prepossessions almost render his position more 
diflteait. He has chosen for his successor at Naples 
the Marquis d'Affltto, who has already Biles the post 
of prefect in that capital, and enjoys much consid- 
eration.

The Sncz Canal—Its Interest to Imperialism 


and Commerce. 


A correspondent of the Pail Mall Gazette or 


London, writing from Cairo on the 21st of October, 
says:—" 


La Turqute of Constantinople, of the 13th, under 
the head of "!<ouvelles Maritluies," announces that 
tlie Russian Gazette Oe VAcaaemie states tnat it is 
informed from a good source that the Knssian 
Steam Kavigatton aud Commercial Compapy, of 
which the head station is Odessa, will not remain in- 
different to the interests created for Russia ov the 
opening of the Suez Canal, and that It has for 
some time past been the intention of the company 
to organize, on the opening of the canal, a direct 
line of steamships between the ports of the Biack 
Sea and the Sea or Azof and the extreme East, 
with tbe object of facilitating the transport of 
colonial products into Hussia and or allowing 
Russian merchants to despatch their merchandise 
to India by a shorter and cheaper route than that 
actually followed. Further, that the company, which 
has lollowed with care the progress of the works on 
the Isthmus, was the very first among foreign com- 
panies to send the packet boats of Us Alexandria 
line to Port Said, where its vessels have regularly 
toucned since I860; and that at the becmaing of the 
presentyear, when tue advanced state of the works 
of the canal indicated the approaching connection of 
the Mediterranean and Red seas, the company de- 
cided upon appointing one of its officers to collect 
detailed information on the character and quantity 
of goods exchangeable between Eussia and the 
extreme East. 
The chief Kussian port in the

Se_a is . Odessa, 
and 
in the 
Sea of 
Azof, which is also the outlet 
or the Don 
and its towns, Taganrog; and, according to the 
context of the ureceding extract, "the extreme 
£last" would seem to be an expression for India, or. 
at least, tcr denote eiat India, more than China, was 
in the author's mind when writing. I have not 
heard up to the present time of direct Russian sea- 
borne commerce with India, though its ports, to- 
gether with the route to them throuzu Egypt or 
round the Cape or Good Hope, has always been open 
to Russia as to other nations. The completion of 
the Suez Canal would naturally awaken attention to 
the new interests created by it lor nations having 
ports on the Mediterranean or In the Black Sea, 
But, perhaps, there is another circumstance to at- 
Tttet Russian attention in an increased degree, just 
now, 13 India, viz., tho recent extension or the 
Units of Kusslan domraioa towards 6Ur northwest 
frontier there. It is iiussible tnat a mcrcantra route 
may be round irom the port or Kurrachee, by ih§ 
Indus, lo Attok, thence lo Peshawur, and thence into 
Russian Turkestan, to be aided m due time by rail- 
way aa far as Peshawar. The British government 
would become the agent la the development of such

"Postscript to the Article on the Byron Mys- 


tery," Recently Published In the London 
Quarterly Xeview, 
On November 5 we published from advance sheets 


or the London Quarterly setiew a long article on 
the "Byron Mystery." We give below a "postscript" 
on the same subject, also furnished us from advance 
sheets of the same magazine:— 


We certainly thought that the character or this 
review and the common courtesies of literature 
would have protected us from the Illiberal insinua- 
tions that have been based on the opportune appear- 
ance in our pages of Lady Byron's letters to Mrs. 
Leigh. They do fit in admirably, but did it never oc- 
cur to the critics, who aflect surprise at the circum- 
stance, that this sort of fitness is one ofthe ordinary 
results of truth ? The existence of these letters was 
known, and they were a frequent subject of conver- 
sation in metropolitan circles some weeks before 
the appearance or our article.

obligation alike of justice, (latitude and persons! friend- 
ship. 


As Dr. Johnson remarked on being told that a dull 
gentleman required time to become entertaining, 
"We can wait."

The Settlement in Open Insurrection—T3ia 


People Refuse to Assume tiio dominion 
Yoke—The Indians Side with the Whites— 
Governor nicJJougolI Stopped at tho Fron- 
tier.

It now appears tuat there will soon be very lively 
times near this frontier, and it appears as thousrh 
the great rebellion, after being "crushed" m Dixie, 
was waited by the Southern breeze to the far Korth, 
and lias taken root in the British Ked Kiver Settle- 
ment. 


You have doubtless learned through the publio 
press that some time since the Hudson bay Company 
and the British government entered into an ujjree- 
ment whereby it is stipulated that the Dominion of 
Cauada shall acquire certain rights and interests of 
said company in the Nortuwest Territory, or 
"Rupert's Laud," upon the payment of the Domin- 
ion government to said Ecomptuiy of the sum ol 
£300,000. 


The Dominion has accepted the terms ana I under- 
stand DOB paid over the money. At any rate the 
Dominion has appointed Mr. McDougall, a promi- 
nent Canadian politician, Lieutenant Governor of 
the Northwest jTerritory, whose arrival here is duly 
expected. 
The Dominion government has aiso sent a number 


of surveyors, who now (when not prevented by tha 
people and Indians; are townshippins and subdivid- 
ing the public lands. 


By an act of the Dominion Parliament the Lieu- 
tenant Governor is to be assisted by a Le^islativa 
Council; but, marK you, ssld council is to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. And w appears that a 
pacS of half-iamished pets of the government are to 
oe imported iroiu Canada to act as law givers for tho 
Ked river peonle. 
The Red River Settlement has a population of from 
15,000 to 20,000 eouls—Indians not counted. Tha 
people have never been consulted with reference to 
this transfer of government, and this attempt ol 
Canada to Bobble them has aroused almost unusual 
indignation in the British Red river country, ana 
the people are united in opposition to the Dominion 
government. 
The people demand the following guarantees:— 
1. Tae rigiitto elect their own Legislature. 
2. That the Legislature shall have power to pass 
an act, of a local nature, by a two-thirds vote, over 
the veto or the Executive. 
3. Ko law of a local nature to be binding until 
sanctioned by the Legislature. 
4. A free homestead and pre-emption law. 
5. An Indian policy calculated to insure good will 
and quietTn the territory. 
c. AH the executive, legislative, civil and military 
expenses, for a. given number of years, to be paid 
out of the Dominion Treasury. 
7. An appropriation to be extended in the Inter- 


nal improvements in the territory. 
After placing these guarantees beyond peradven- 
ture, then the pronosition or annexation to the DQ-. 
mmiou to be submitted to a vote ol the people. 
The people are fully organized, and a Irontier 
people are always armed and equipped. The Gov- 
ernor will, on his arrival, be forbid, and. IT need be. 
prevented, the discharge of any of tlie functions ot 
his office, save that ol drafting his pay from tha 
Dominion Treasury. 


Before you ridicule the idea of 15,000 people defy- 
ing the great Canadian Dominion please take into 
consideration their geographical position and the 
fact of their being bactedup by very powenul bands 
of Indian warriors. 
Suppose tbat the Dominion should attempt coer- 
cion, how 13 she to get an army into the Red river 
country ? 


Not through united States terrltorv of course. 
Via Lake Superior, Late 01 the Woods and through 
the marshes to Red river would not be thought or, 
much leas attempted. The only route open to them 
would be by shiu to Tort Factory, on Hudson Bay, 
and thence 500 miles by way of canoes and uumeroua 
portages. 


By tins route it will reauire over a year to trans- 
port one company and supplies, if indeed the entire 
command be not cut off by the Indians before reach- 
ing Laee Winnepeff. 
The people of the British Ked river country can 
with impunitj" defy any Power save that or the 
United States, their isolated and almost inaccessible 
position rendering them quite independent of Canada 
at least.

British Ctuppewa mdians have left the follovriiisr let- 
ter, to be Handed to Governor McDougall on hia

What win be done and what will be said at the 


approaching Vatican Council f These are tha points 
upon which I shall endeavor in the present letter to 
offer your readers as much information as has been 
hitherto obtainable. Judging merely by the general 
expressions made use or by the Pope in his ball 
l convocation, the Council, which is to be 
opened on the 
8th or December, 
has 
no 


distinctly specified object. In that document his 
Holiness announced as follows:—"In this general 
council, then, there most be examined with the 
greatest care, anil established, whatever above ail 
especially regards, in tnese most difficult times, the 
greater glory ol God, the integrity of the faith, the 
dignity of divine worship, tho eternal salvation of 
souls, the discinline of the secular and regular 
Clergy, the salutary and solid instruction or the 
Clenry, the observation of ecclesiastical laws, the 
correction of morals, the Christian education of 
youth, and universal peace and concord among all 
Classes. It most also be endeavored, with the most 
active zeal, that, with God's help, all evils may be 
Kept away from the Church and civil society, and 
that unhappy wanderers may be called back to the 
right path of truth, justice and salvation, and tnat 
vices and errors being once for all extirpated our 
august religion and Us salutary doctrine may revive 
In the whole world, spreading and governing more 
and more, so that piety, honor, probity, justice, char- 
ity and all ChnsUau virtues may acquire visor, and 
flourish to the greatest advantage of human society." 


Home lo detect any precise object in these expres- 
sions. They are very general terms, and a Pontiff 
who felt sufficient reliance on his own authority to 
define so important a dogma as that or the Immacu- 
late Conception, without other concurrence on the 
part of the Catholic Episcooacy than a simple circu- 
lar letter of consultation, would hardly require, one 
would thine, to summons all ihe bishops of Chtlsten- 
doin from the farthest parts of the earth to define 
questions which have not the importance of a 
dogma, a schism or a heresy. In former ages of 
the Church the motives for convoking a general 
council were explicitly specified by the supreme 
Pontiff. Eighteen of these solemn assemblies have 
preceded the approaching- one, or twenty, if we in- 
clude two whose ecumenical character is not ad- 
mitted by all ecclesiastical historians. 


Thus, the object of tlie council of Nice was Ariau- 


Ism; that of Constantinople, the Macedonians; that 
or Epbesus, the Xestonans; that of Chalcedonia, the 
Eutycjiiaus; tne second of Constantinople, the affair 
of the Three Chapters; ihe third or Constantinople, 
the Monothelites; the second of Klce, the Icono- 
clasts; the fourth of Constantinople, Photros; that of 
the Lateran, held m the Basilica or that name in 
Home, the question of investitures; the second of 
the Lateran, the schism; tue third of the Lateran 
the peace of tlie Church: the fourth of the Lateran' 
discipline; that of Lyons, the dispute between the 
Holy See and Frederick 1L; the second of Lyons, the 
reunion of the Greeks aud Latins; that of Vlenne In 
France, the trial of tue Templars; that of Constance, 
schism and Uie heresy of Joim IIuss; that of Flor- 
ence, the reunion or the Greeks and Latins: that of 
.irenr, tde heresy of Luther. Siiouid any such serious 
reasons as these have been adduced for the con- 
vocation or tne Vatican Council tlie voice of Plus 
L\. to that eflect would have caused no snronse 
In our times, however, no' new schisms or heresies 
call lor the general condemnation or the Church?

bounded, a dogma tantamount to abolishing such 
assemblies would produce among them the greatest 
distrust and alarm.

With such prospects of hostility from a portion, at 
any rate, or the bishops expected at the Council, it 
is thougbt that the Court of Home will either aban- 
don the plan of this new dogma altogether, or en- 
deavor to carry it by a surprise, by organizina in the 
Council a nucleus of reliable bishops, who will urge 
their colleagues to the required definition by accla- 
mation without the formality ol voting. The other 
leading questions to be submitted to the Catholic 
hierarchy assembled at St Peter's are the dog- 
matic definition or the belief in the corporal 
assumption of the Virgin Mary into heaven, the 
making a belief in the necessity of the Pope's tem- 
poral power a dogma of faith, and tae solemn con- 
firmation of the famous svllabus published by the 
reigning Pontiff to the asto'nisjed world in 1S64. 
liis not probable that the first of these proposi- 
tions will encounter any opposition In the Council. 
The Pope has always nourished an especial senti- 
ment of devotion towards the Madonna, and he 
makes no secret of his earnest wish that the new 
donma of her assumption may be proclaimed. The 
majontrof commissioners in the section of dogmatic 
theology have already opined favorably, so that the 
definition of the doctrine is considered as ensured— 
Finis coronal opus, and Pins IX., by his 
final homage, crowns the series of devotional 
honors which he has offered to the mother of our 
Lord. Father Passaglia was tho principal writer on 
the Immaculate Conception, bit the Pope has 
assigned to Father Vaccari, a Benedictine monk, the 
tass of demonstrating in a learned disquisition the 
definloiiity of the assumotion. 


The dogma of the necessity of the Pope's tem- 
poral power has not so good a cnanee or success in 
the Council, for the most devoted champions of that 
power could not find the elements of a dogma in it, 
however important they may consider tae belief in 
Its opportuneness and even necessity. But If this 
project is not sanctioned the bishops will probably 
renew the protests they put forth In 1862 and 1S67 
on the spoliations endured by the Pope and the 
unwarrantable Invasion of his small remaining 
territory. 


As to the syllabus, which must be regarded as the 
code which regulates the relations of the Court of 
Rome with civil society, we mast recollect that 
although published with great solemnity in 1864, it 
was not entirely composed then, but only compiled, 
as it were, from successive condemnations or modern 
principles prevlonslv issued by Pius IX. and his im- 
mediate predecessors. As the Court of P.ome has 
no intention of abandoning this code it Is probable 
that the bishops will bo invited to give It their sanc- 
tion as a whole, and to furnish explanatory com- 
ments on such paragraphs as have hitherto been un- 
intelligible or unfavorably interpreted by the public. 
When the Council has disposed of these principal 
Questions it will only have to occupy itself, as far as 
we can yet learn, with disciplinarian regulations, 
which will offer no peculiar interest except to the 
parties concerned in the changes that may be de- 
creed. The reform or missions—another attempt at 
uniting schismatics and heretics to the Church or 
Home—moGiflcations in the number and character 
or religious orders, improvement of the instruction 
given to the clerzy—adaptation of the judicial 
power of bishops to the requirements of modern 
society—such will be some ot the topics presented 
lor discussion. It has been reported that the liberal 
Catholic bishops intend to advise the Pope to come 
to some agreement with Italy on the question of the 
annexed Papal provinces, and to allow the highest 
dignities of the central government of the Church, 
BOD excepting that or Supreme Pontiff, to be 
accessible in future to all 
Catholics witttont 
distinction ofnationallty. The introduction of such 
a really Catholic principle into the government of 
tae Church of Borne is not at all probable, nor can 
the suggestion of it come from the bishops, as the 
Council can take no initiative in the matters to be 
treated or, the limit assigned to Its action by Church 
traditions bems that "the Council has all power in 
those things which are deferred to It by nls Holi- 
ness." 


'Ihe preparatory mechanism of the Conncil worts 
in the i'olloTnn£ manner:—The Pope communicates 
to tae directing congregation of cardinals the tneine 
or the questions which he considers opportune to 
say before the assembly.

Breach of Promise of Marriage—A Curiously 


Interesting Case. 


In the Court or Escheauer, London, on Wednes- 
day, November 3. an action lor breach of-promise of 
marriage—Payne vs. Smith—was heard. 
Toe plaintiff, Ana Payne, said she wss fifty-five 
years of age, and refused to acknowledge fiity-nine. 
She had been lor a good many years, according to 
counsel's opening, housekeeper to a Mr. Berry, a 
married man, living near Hemel-Hempstead; but m 
cross-examination she admitted that she did all the 
household labor, and was in a manner "a servant of 
all work." The defendant, James Smith, had been 
a blacksmith in the samo town, and had reached tae 
age of seventy-live. It seemed that he was still a 
bachelor anil that, as regarded means, he was pretty 
welt oil. owning a farm or about sixteen acres anil 
having £l,ooo or £-2.000 m the funds. 


When me plaintiff was introduced to the jury as 
the "affianced bride" there was much laughter, 
but the merriment increased oa the appearance of 
the "bridegroom," who hobbled into court with 
great difficulty, with one hand enveloped in a large 
piece of flannel, and supported by a sling, Tne 
plaintiff said she was the daughter of a master shoe- 
maker, and her mother now kept a country post 
ofllce. 
Nineteen years ago, when she was living 
next door to the defendant's house, the defendant 
promised her marriaee. lie asked her whether she 
would havo him, and she said "yes." He Etsed her. 
Once she asked him why he did not Seep hia pro- 
raise, and he said he did not like to offend his brother 
and his brother's wife, and that he would not marry 
her until they died. She had been with him In a cot- 
tage occupied by one ol hia tenants, 
ne gave 
her money and presents—fowl and eggs some- 
times, but seldom. At different times he had given 
her 
sums amounting to twenty pounds. Mr. 
Berry, in whose service she lived, died fifteen or 
sixteen years ago, and she then went to live with her 
mother. Her wages were fourteen pounds a year. 
Within the last lour or five years she had notsftn 
tne defendant very often. Last summer £ha asked 
him whv ne did not marry her, and he said that he 
was too old to marry; tbat he had got a housekeeper 
who suited him very well, and that he did not wish 
to make any change. Some years berore he said he 
would never have any one else but the plaintiff, aud 
she replied, "i never will have any one else as long 
as you live." 


Mrs. Dickinson, a widow, residing at Kensington 
Park road, said:—In June last she went tothede- 
reudant and asked him why he did not marry Ann 
Payne- He said ho mast break off the conneciion. as 
he did not want to marry. 
She replied that Ann 
Payne was not likely to get setaed at her tune 
or life, and that the least he could flo wag 
to have her as a housekeeper. She also told him 
that the plaintiff would not let the matter drop. 
In cross examination the witness said that on the 
occasion of the interview she served ihe writ m this 
action upon the defendant; she went down to 
Herael-Hempstcad for that purpose. The clerk ot the 
pldiatia's solicitor had got offices temporarily in the 
house.

On 
tho occasion of the new session there will be a speech 
Irom the throne, and victor Bmanuel will not fail 
to remind the deputies that the time Is come to aban- 
don vaiu disputes and occupy themselves with the 
affairs of the country- The voice of the King is 
always listened to, and his words will perhaps not be 
without influence. There is no regular address In 
Italy, or rather it is a simple formality; but the 
Chamber will have to perform a political act in nom- 
inating ita president. If the candidate of the oppo- 
sition, doubtless M. Rattazzi, obtains the majority, 
the Ministry will have nothing to do but to 
ask for' the provisional twelfths, aud make au 
appeal to tho elections, as the 
support of 
the Chamber will manifestly be wanting. 
IT, 
on the contrary, it. Marl, the ministerial candidate, 
is elected, the game doubtless will not be definitively 
won, but the Parliament will show that it intends to 
enter on a thorough examination of all questions, 
and perhaps the majority will comprehend that its 
Interests command it to remain united. We find 
some difficulty m guessing what tho Chamber will 
do. Everything depends on the members or the 
right. They attack the Ministry in their journals, 
but will they give their votes to M. Kattazzi, whom, 
as all know, they cannot endure? 
The new Minister of the Interior, H. Rudini, will 
have to make his parliamentary debnt, and the trial 
will be a severe one. Great confidence is placed in 
the future career or the young statesman, and tho 
moderate party esteem him highly, but these favora- 
ble prepossessions almost render his position more 
diflteait. He has chosen for his successor at Naples 
the Marquis d'Affltto, who has already Biles the post 
of prefect in that capital, and enjoys much consid- 
eration.

The Sncz Canal—Its Interest to Imperialism 


and Commerce. 


A correspondent of the Pail Mall Gazette or 


London, writing from Cairo on the 21st of October, 
says:—" 


La Turqute of Constantinople, of the 13th, under 
the head of "!<ouvelles Maritluies," announces that 
tlie Russian Gazette Oe VAcaaemie states tnat it is 
informed from a good source that the Knssian 
Steam Kavigatton aud Commercial Compapy, of 
which the head station is Odessa, will not remain in- 
different to the interests created for Russia ov the 
opening of the Suez Canal, and that It has for 
some time past been the intention of the company 
to organize, on the opening of the canal, a direct 
line of steamships between the ports of the Biack 
Sea and the Sea or Azof and the extreme East, 
with tbe object of facilitating the transport of 
colonial products into Hussia and or allowing 
Russian merchants to despatch their merchandise 
to India by a shorter and cheaper route than that 
actually followed. Further, that the company, which 
has lollowed with care the progress of the works on 
the Isthmus, was the very first among foreign com- 
panies to send the packet boats of Us Alexandria 
line to Port Said, where its vessels have regularly 
toucned since I860; and that at the becmaing of the 
presentyear, when tue advanced state of the works 
of the canal indicated the approaching connection of 
the Mediterranean and Red seas, the company de- 
cided upon appointing one of its officers to collect 
detailed information on the character and quantity 
of goods exchangeable between Eussia and the 
extreme East.

context of the ureceding extract, "the extreme

gether with the route to them throuzu Egypt or 
round the Cape or Good Hope, has always been open 
to Russia as to other nations. The completion of 
the Suez Canal would naturally awaken attention to 
the new interests created by it lor nations having 
ports on the Mediterranean or In the Black Sea, 
But, perhaps, there is another circumstance to at-

"Postscript to the Article on the Byron Mys- 


tery," Recently Published In the London 
Quarterly Xeview, 
On November 5 we published from advance sheets 


or the London Quarterly setiew a long article on 
the "Byron Mystery." We give below a "postscript" 
on the same subject, also furnished us from advance 
sheets of the same magazine:— 


We certainly thought that the character or this 
review and the common courtesies of literature 
would have protected us from the Illiberal insinua- 
tions that have been based on the opportune appear- 
ance in our pages of Lady Byron's letters to Mrs. 
Leigh. They do fit in admirably, but did it never oc- 
cur to the critics, who aflect surprise at the circum- 
stance, that this sort of fitness is one ofthe ordinary 
results of truth ? The existence of these letters was 
known, and they were a frequent subject of conver- 
sation in metropolitan circles some weeks before 
the appearance or our article. The originals are in 
legitimate and honorable custody, aud their authen- 
ticity is guaranteed by two noblemen whose names 
(freely circulated already) can be given if required. 
The original of the first letter, tne undated one, was 
in our possession when we wrote, along with several

Byron at the same time, which were returned to her by the 
executors soon after that ladv's death- Sbfc will also givethe 
public a full account of the circumstances and reasons which 
led her to feel It to be lier duty to make this disclosure as an 
obligation alike of justice, (latitude and persons! friend- 
ship. 


As Dr. Johnson remarked on being told that a dull 
gentleman required time to become entertaining, 
"We can wait." There is only one suggestion that 
we must Dress.

The Settlement in Open Insurrection—T3ia 


People Refuse to Assume tiio dominion 
Yoke—The Indians Side with the Whites— 
Governor nicJJougolI Stopped at tho Fron- 
tier.

It now appears tuat there will soon be very lively 
times near this frontier, and it appears as thousrh 
the great rebellion, after being "crushed" m Dixie, 
was waited by the Southern breeze to the far Korth, 
and lias taken root in the British Ked Kiver Settle- 
ment. 


You have doubtless learned through the publio 
press that some time since the Hudson bay Company 
and the British government entered into an ujjree- 
ment whereby it is stipulated that the Dominion of 
Cauada shall acquire certain rights and interests of 
said company in the Nortuwest Territory, or 
"Rupert's Laud," upon the payment of the Domin- 
ion government to said Ecomptuiy of the sum ol 
£300,000. 


The Dominion has accepted the terms ana I under- 
stand DOB paid over the money. At any rate the 
Dominion has appointed Mr. McDougall, a promi- 
nent Canadian politician, Lieutenant Governor of 
the Northwest jTerritory, whose arrival here is duly 
expected. 
The Dominion government has aiso sent a number 


of surveyors, who now (when not prevented by tha 
people and Indians; are townshippins and subdivid- 
ing the public lands. 


By an act of the Dominion Parliament the Lieu- 
tenant Governor is to be assisted by a Le^islativa 
Council; but, marK you, ssld council is to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. And w appears that a 
pacS of half-iamished pets of the government are to 
oe imported iroiu Canada to act as law givers for tho 
Ked river peonle. 
The Red River Settlement has a population of from 
15,000 to 20,000 eouls—Indians not counted. Tha 
people have never been consulted with reference to 
this transfer of government, and this attempt ol 
Canada to Bobble them has aroused almost unusual 
indignation in the British Red river country, ana 
the people are united in opposition to the Dominion 
government. 
The people demand the following guarantees:— 
1. Tae rigiitto elect their own Legislature. 
2. That the Legislature shall have power to pass 
an act, of a local nature, by a two-thirds vote, over 
the veto or the Executive. 
3. Ko law of a local nature to be binding until 
sanctioned by the Legislature. 
4. A free homestead and pre-emption law. 
5. An Indian policy calculated to insure good will 
and quietTn the territory. 
c. AH the executive, legislative, civil and military 
expenses, for a. given number of years, to be paid 
out of the Dominion Treasury. 
7. An appropriation to be extended in the Inter- 


nal improvements in the territory. 
After placing these guarantees beyond peradven- 
ture, then the pronosition or annexation to the DQ-. 
mmiou to be submitted to a vote ol the people. 
The people are fully organized, and a Irontier 
people are always armed and equipped. The Gov- 
ernor will, on his arrival, be forbid, and. IT need be. 
prevented, the discharge of any of tlie functions ot 
his office, save that ol drafting his pay from tha 
Dominion Treasury. 


Before you ridicule the idea of 15,000 people defy- 
ing the great Canadian Dominion please take into 
consideration their geographical position and the 
fact of their being bactedup by very powenul bands 
of Indian warriors. 
Suppose tbat the Dominion should attempt coer- 
cion, how 13 she to get an army into the Red river 
country ? 


Not through united States terrltorv of course. 
Via Lake Superior, Late 01 the Woods and through 
the marshes to Red river would not be thought or, 
much leas attempted. The only route open to them 
would be by shiu to Tort Factory, on Hudson Bay, 
and thence 500 miles by way of canoes and uumeroua 
portages. 


By tins route it will reauire over a year to trans- 
port one company and supplies, if indeed the entire 
command be not cut off by the Indians before reach- 
ing Laee Winnepeff. 
The people of the British Ked river country can 
with impunitj" defy any Power save that or the 
United States, their isolated and almost inaccessible 
position rendering them quite independent of Canada 
at least. 
A delegation from the chiefs and head men ol tha 
British Ctuppewa mdians have left the follovriiisr let- 
ter, to be Handed to Governor McDougall on hia

The publication In the HERALD of the isth hit. of 


the letter written by the unfortunate prisoners who 
were massacred at Jiguani, before tneir removal 
from the prison here, and in which they Implored 
fcelp from the consuls, has caused some little sensa- 
tion amor.c those who taste such forbidden fruit as 
the foreign papers. The voice of the dead men, 
whicii the Spanish anthoncies tried so hard to stifle, 
still finding utterance, though, far from the scene of 
crime, cheers the depressed Cubans and may be 
of service in checking the atrocities 
of the 


Spaniards, though this latter 
is exceedingly 


problematical, 
as 
they 
have 
long 
been 


beyond any sense of shame, 
and cherish a 


supreme contempt for public opinion at homo and 
abroad. For some time past Taimaseda's columns 
nave been hard at work, and the only tangible re- 
sell, as Known here, has been the daily arrival of 
sick and wounded, principally the former, as the 
cholera, smallpox and vomito, aided by dysentery 
and low fever, are making feartul havoc in the 
Spanisn ranks. Indeed, sickness has almost en- 
tirely cleared out the troops from Aserradero. Three 
days ago thirty-three were brought in by a schooner, 
three bodies having been thrown overboard on the 
passage. 


To-day the official paper publishes a report of 


operations, claiming the complete defeat and disper- 
sion or the enemy an<l the clearing up of the coun- 
try beyond Palo PIcado and Juan Faron, can sing a 
loss to the insurgents of 120 tilled, among whom are 
Brigadier Tamayo, Captain. Gouchetand two Ameri- 
cans named Harry Clcvlvey(ln another despatch 
Henry Chase), and William Crosland, respectively 
chier-or-staff, and quartermaster general to Jordan. 
These two were captured alive, but very much wore 
out with Hunger ana fatigue, and, In fact, in such a 
deplorable condition that their humane captors, 
•with true Spanish generosity, red thorn for a counle 
of days to put a little life into tiiem and then 
Knocked it out again, by tke usual four shots in the 
back. 


Among the dead in the engagement on the estate 
Fllipmas, near Guantanamo, mentioned m my lasc, 
•was tue.fcjpanish chiel i'ancho Perez, cousin to Migu- 
el 1'erez, who commands a horde of very irregular 
cavalry, which has done very good service to the 
government; in ttie Guantanamo district. It Is re- 
ported that Colonel Hidateo, in command or. one of 
the columns, captured two Yankees recently and 
shot them, bus I have been unable to iearu their 
names. 


General Valmaseda is very confident as to the re- 
sults ct ins operations and believes that he has got 
tne insurgents pretty well surrounde.l. It remains, 
However, to be scan whether they will not light bet- 
ter tiiaa heretoiore, as indeed 1 iwUeve tliey are do- 
ing, m which case their numerical superiority may 
enab;e thoia to keep the Spaniards ia cliecic. Goi- 
counais eagerly looted for and reports of his land- 
tog are circulated at times, but from purely Insur- 
gent sources and with the idea or creating a diver- 
sion in tiicir favor. 


The Spaniards say that in the various emracc- 
ments which have taken place the insurgents muti- 
late the Spanish dead which lall into their hands. 
On Sunday last a. young man named Arthur casl- 
majou was found on the estate "Esperanza," near 
ijuaiuanamo, and on his person letters or marque 
and various documents and despatches Irom Ces- 
pcdes.

Seuor Cazamajon, herein mentioned, was a young 
man about twenty-five years of age, aud though a 
native of this island had passed by far the greater 
portion of his life In the United States. He was 
essentially an American in all his habits and charac- 
teristics, lie was a civil engineer by profession, 
having been educated In Philadelphia, where many 
or his friends reside. He served during the war in 
the Engineer and Quartermaster's Departments, 
mostly in the Western army, and after the war was 
employed by General Ingalls when that distinguished 
officer was stationed in New Tork. He was a young 
man of .much intelligence, speaking several lan- 
guages with great flueucy, but was niucn too care- 
less of habit, frank and open ror a conspirator. His 
untimely end will be deeply regretted by a large 
circle or friends and acquaintances m the states. 
Dates irom Mansamllo state that tae expedition 
from that city up the Cauto river had arrived at tne 
landing of that name, whence the officer in command 
makes his report, lie had lelt 15,000 rations at Guano 
for use of troops there. The channel of tne river had 
been examined with, great care for the distance of 
twenty-live leagues, and tue trenches and other 
worts on the banks which had been erected to im- 
pede Spanish vessels occupied by the troops. So 
flgntlog had taken place, as the insurgents ran away 
from his column. 
Tue Yoz ael Comercio of Santi Espirltn of the 2d 
says that between the 12th and 31st or October 119 
of the commands of Cabada, Diego, Dorado and 
Gomez hau presented tuemselves.

Tile PdljelLoti National of Cienfuegos, in its issue 
of the loth, announces the burning or the following 
estates by the insurgents:—La Gloria of D. Jose" 
ignacio Hernandez, La Soledad of D. Antonio M. 
Cabrera, both in the district or Cartbagena. More 
than, the usual number of encounters are reported 
from various localities, evincing much activity on 
the pare or the operating iorces. 


The mutiny of the Guias de Valmaseda near Cieu- 
fuejjos recently turns out to be of more importance 
than was at first supposed. It is now stated that 
the authorities found it necessary lo shoot some 
seventeen of them before discipline was restored. 


We have another example or tne disobedience or 
the volunteers to the constituted authorities, in tiie 
city 01 oardenas. eleven months since, Esuiban 
I'arodi and a Seuor Mora were imprisoned, charged 
with treason. They were tried by tne court there 
and sentenced to a term of imprisonment. The mat- 
ter came before the superior iriouual here, by whom 
tueir release was ordered. Upon the arrival ol tne 
order tne volunteers opposed its evocation and 
imprisoned tue Mayor, who was endeavoring to 
remonbtnite with them ror opposing tue orders or 
the legitimate authorities ana all tne members of 
the court, whose duty it was to carry out the behests 
ol the superior tribunal. A deputation of the vomn- 
teers arn red licre on Tuesday last to represent the 
matter to the Captain General. He was telegraphed, 
to lu his absence and directed that the matter be 
held ra abeyance until his returu. It is understood 
the volunteers charge the court in Havana wittt. hav- 
ing yielded to undue influences. The Governor of 
-Matauzas, within whose command ine city of Car- 
denas H, recently visitcit that pluce, accompanied by 
a number ol oiilcials and a squadron of the first bat- 
taiun of volunteers ol tue lormer place. He was 
received with brilliant demonstrations and made a 
pariottc address. Tlie occasion ol tue visit is not 
mentioned, but it doubtless had some reicrence to 
the troubles there. 
In a recent despatch I mentioned the shooting or a 
number or inaoceut peisons in Colon by tue members 
ol au orgnni/.aiiou called the "Ciiapei£orri3.T' Tlie 
details nave .since been luruishea me. The^e people 
resided between iiouibu and Colon, and were cued 
to appeur at Roque. Arnveu there tue men were 
placed in the stocks and kept for souie time. 
After- 
wards a detachment ol tue "Chapelgorris," under 
an oillcer named fichevarna, wno was the adminis- 
trator of an estate near there, took tiiem to a point 
Between Heinba anclCiuinB.no, on the railroad switch 
of the cstaie "Fermma," and, wittiout any form of 
trial, sliot them down. Their names lire as rollows:— 
Jose Diaz Areuelles, Jacinto ouvera, Leoncio (Jon- 
zales and two sous, Cleto Daniel, the two brothers 
Fannos aud Ignaclo Camejo. This occurred on the 
•20tii of October. 


Accounts through Cuban sonrcci state that there 
are 15,000 insurgents in the Ctnco Villas, in addition 
to abour, :i,oou under Kuioir, me Fole, m tac Olcuaga 
de Zapata; that many of these are well armed, and 
tnat tuey are fully capable of making a successlul 
resistance to all the troops there or likely to be seut; 
that much depression is lelt on account of the failure 
of expeditions from the United States, us more arms 
are greatly needed. It is further stated thut Quesada 
has 8,000 well arinea aud tnorougiiiy organized 
men; unit they have never met tue euemy, as for 
months they have been going turouxli the severest 
drill; that luu campaign on their part will soon 
O£ien, and wltn tne greatest confidence of beatlug 
back the forces ol Valmaseda, great numbers of 
whom ure dying oir with cholera auu other diseases.

Octooer the city of Campeacny sairered rrom a hor- 
rible inundation, by which many families were re- 
duced to misery. La Kazan da Pueblo, ot Merida, of 
the 3d mst. says the merchants in that city were 
subscribing for the beneilt of the sirflerers. EI u-is 
of llenda gives the following particulars or the dis- 
aster, taKeii from a Campeachy paper:— 


The inundation from, which we are suffering has 
beeu immense. Alter several days ol constant ram 
on Tuesday last (the iMtn) a norther was threatened' 
All the evening it was ramies m torrents until the 
streets were completely full. The ram linaily ceased 
aud tbe streets became nearly dry, but about hair- 
paat niue o'clock m the evening, when nearly 
all the 
families had retired, 
suddenly was 
heard the noise of the fearful torreni which was 
precipitated with fury against the town, and a 
moment alterwards, when the people rose to see 
rrom whence proceeded the tumult,' they round it 
impossible for tnem to get away, for the streets had 
again changed to a river, which swept away any un- 
fortunate person who attempted to ford or rather 
to swim them. So ranid was the current that only 
tune was given to get upon the tables and other 
articles ot inmiture in the houses. As soon as it 
was teen that 0>e unfortunate families were in dan- 
ger brave persons in boats and canoes gave their aid 
to those needing it. Campeachy, which was another 
Venice, saw floating ou the waters in its streets 
numbers or little boats, manned by noble citizens 
trying to liberate irom their dangerous position 
their esteemed and thankful neighbors. Notwith- 
standing the efforts made we have to lament the loss 
of se\cral persons, victims ot the nood. 
The 
greater part of the people qf the suburbs have 
loot all they nad and are completely ruined. 
In llultonchac there is not a house lett standing. 
Tlie Lcrma road is not passable 1'or carriages on ac- 
count of the stones which the current has left there. 
The little graveyard has disappeared, and from tne 
large one many bodies weie dislodged and were 
iloating on the beach. Up to yesterday eleven 
bodies of the drowned had been found, among mem 
those or the wile ana two children ol Chelo Muuoz. 
Of this family only one child and a servant, both half 
drowned, could be saved. At present it la impossi- 
ble to say how many have been drowned, as the 
suburbs are still lull of water. From yesterday till 
to-day the water has not fallen an Inch at the bridge 
of Ouadaloupe, and through the bridge of earta 
there is an inward current, which proves that there 
is much water behind. Yesterday (the 27th) the rain 
lasted four hours, but not so violent as the day be- 
fore. To-day the weather 13 cloudy and ominous. 
The bridge of ban Francisco is threatened with de- 
struction and is impassable to carnages Tho cm- 
rent has talcen away ouo side, and the dead wood of 
Uic DI iciiie aud the water is p.issiiig over the latter 
In a word, the losses are incredible, and behind it all 
comes hunger, which to-day is making its acuear- 
auce, lor tnere is nothing lo eat,

Tue 
complainant opened the door, whereupon the pris- 
oner inquired if that meant lor mm to go. She 
answered, "Certainly it does." He slammed tho 
door and said, "Damn jour soul I any man that dares 
como in these doors, iwlil blow his brains out. 
Now I'll know whether yon will ever he mine or 
not." SUereplied, "I never will," whereupon. He 
seized her by the.throat with nis left hand and drew 
a loaded pistol out or his pocket with bis right hand 
and placed It to her head, but she threw up nis hand, 
wnicn resulted mthe lodgment of the ball In the 
celling instead of her foreaead. Mrs. Fort cried 
for nelp, at the same time holding toe accused. 
Mrs. Connolly, a Jady in .the house, responded to 
the call, and then Mr. Burnham, who was 
in the adjoining room, reached the street through, 
the window and went for an officer. The prisoner 
ran down the street, but was soon arrested by an 
officer, wno brought him back to tbe scene of the 
shooting, flie complaining witness stated that she 
was acquainted with the prisoner for over three 
years, and that she refused his persistent proposals 
or marriage. Mr. Howe, in his cross-examination, 
asked if improper relations nad not subsisted be- 
tween herself and Conway, which she positively 
denied. Other witnesses for the prosecution corro- 
borated her statement of the occurrence. 
The deiendant was placed on the stand in his own 
behalf, and swore that the complainant lived with, 
him as his mistress, aud that his own sister lived in 
the same house during this improner intimacy, 
and thas being jealous ol Burnnam he intended to 
flre at him.

Mr. Howe declined to address the jury after the 
testimony was in. After an eloquent address by

In addressing the prisoner his Honor said:—Con- 
way, you have been tried and convicted of a cow- 
ardly deed—attempting to harm a helpless woman 
without the slightest justification. Your explana- 
tion of the affair is rather an aggravation tnan a 
palliation; in one word, it is unbecoming the char 
acter and conduct ol a man. 1 shall follow the ad- 
vice of this jury, aad send yon to tne State Prison, 
at hard labor, ior the term or ffve years. 
Samnel Strause, who was jointly indicted with 
Magnus Levy, pleaded guilty to grand larceny. On 
the 12th of September the prisoner aud his confeder- 
ate hired a furnished room In Varick place, and after 
sojourning there for a ment suddenly left, taking 
with them $185 worth or "clothing. It will be re- 
membered that Levy was convicted last week and 
sent to the State Prison for five years. The City 
Judge sentenced Scranse to the Sing Smg Prison for 
the period of four years.

Alleged Blackmailing Operation—A Husband 


in tbe Way—His Snddea Departure from 
ihsa "Vale of TBHTS"—The Amnnrs of <t Ger- 
man .Physician. 
A German physician and a widow made a public 


appearance at the Tombs, before Judge Hogan, yes- 
terday, and the domestic complication which the 
narrative of his love has revealed shows how, now 
anci tnen, there crops up in daily life incidents that 
are quite equal to the creations of the sensational 
romance writer. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Gallie, a German, who Is a widow, 


the mother of four children, and resides at Ko. 185 
Clinton street, made the acquaintance, abont a year 
ago, of Mr. August Wedekind, a German physician, 
residing at No. 36 Orchard street, through Ms vlsit- 
inirat the hoEse at which she, her husband and 
children lived. 
His visits to this house were 
professional to a woman who resided there, 
and they became daily visits to this house. 
During those visits, Mrs. Game states nnder affida- 
vit, ne TOOK improper liberties with her. He also, at 
different times, endeavored to induce her to leave 
her husband, with whom she was then living, and 
place herself nnder his care. She refused, out'he 
continued his visits and his inducements to her to 
leave her hnsbaiid. Dnnng these visits her has- 
band was taken sick. He then told her that If she 
would come to his oOlce he would do something to 
help her, provided she would employ him as her 
physician, and she believed tuat he meant aE the 
time that be would prescribe something that would 
cause her husband's death. She afterwards called 
upon Wedekind at hta office, and he then told her 
that he had looked over all his books, but could not 
find anything m them but that which woaia 
be detected either 
by the 
taste 
or 
by 
the smell. 
He wished her to go to some 
of 
the 
drug stores and 
Bee if she could 
not find something that would answer the purpose. 
She then left his office, aud her, husband subse- 
quently recovered from his illness. Some five or six 
weeks alterwards her hnsnaud was again taken 
sick, and alter an illness of three weeks he died. 
Durtnsail the time of his sickness he took no. other 
medicines than those prescribed by his regular phy- 
sician. Alter tne death of the husband WedeEInd 
continued, his visits. He urged her to go and IJye 
with him; said he did not care for his wife; o'hly 
cared for her, and on various occasions asked her 
for the loan of money. On the 10th of this month 
she received a letier'from him saying that if she did 
not come1 to see him at his office he would give her 
trouble. She wenl tuere, and he told tier thac-uehad 
written tiie letter, and that.if she did noK pay him 
$2,000 ne would cause her arrest and have her name 
in ail the newspapers and make people believe 
tnat she had poisoned her husband. She ba- 
came alarmed at hia threats and decided to 
otter him and pay him $l,ouo, which he agreed to 
accept. There was no foundation, she said, for his 
accusations. She then went to Mr. Christian Thomas, 
ol Seventy-first street, to borrow the $1,000, he being 
the guardian of her children, aud at his solicitation 
sbe told him what she wantca the money for. He 
accompanied her to the office of Wedeiuiid and 
oifered Dim the $1.000 on condition that he gave 
her a receipt. He asked her whether a receipt with 
his initials would not be sufficient. He tnen wrote 
out two receipts, but Mrs. Gallie refused to take 
them. On the suggestion of Mr. Thomas she refused 
to take any receipt without there being aillxed to it 
the proper internal revenue stamp. Wedekind then 
took Mrs. Gallic into an adjoining room, and when 
they returned he gave Hera receipt, and which was 
produced and attached to the affidavit. Thomas, as 
he left the room, said to him, "Now, yon;ve done 
with this woman, but I've not done wicn yon " 
WedeKind on tne lath of this month went to the 
Coroner's oillce and saw Coroner Schirmer, and 
said that he wished to report a case, aud then went 
on to state that some tune previously Mrs. Gallie 
had come to him and offered mm 5100 to prescribe 
some poison that would either kill or slowly kill 
her husband. 
He indignantly refused her offer. 
That a short time since he had occasion to visit a 
patient who Uved In the house occupied by Mrs. 
Gallic, and be said that her husoand had been dead 
two mouths. He then Inquired the particulars 
and learned that 
the man had died nnder 
symptoms tnat appeared to him very suspicious. 
That he tnen wrote to Mrs. Gallic and told 
her that he should go and report the case to the 
authorities. She tlien called irpon mm and offered 
him money to keep quiet, and he had told her that 
he would not take 5100,000. He then said that he 
had taken Sl.ooo ana had given Mrs. Game a re- 
ceipt Coroner-Schirmer then told him to call again, 
and in the meantime the Coroner consulted with the 
District Attorney and the result was that oh the 
complaint of Mrs. Gallie Wedekind was arrested for 
obtaining $1,000 by threats. A preliminary exami- 
nation in the case took place yesterday afternoon, 
and the prisoner was temporarily committed to 
await a further examination to-day.

How Thieves and Burglars Get on tlio i'orce— 


A Police Captain on Trial. 


At the hearing of complaints against officers yes- 


terday, by Commissioner Bosworth, some rich de- 
velopments were made as to the modus operanai by 
which thieves and burglars obtain appointments on 
the police force. 


Captain Steers, one of the oldest and most efficient 


oaptains in the district, was placed on trial for neg- 
lect of duty. The charges were made by Chief Clerk 
Beth C. Hawley. and alleged that the captain 
failed to make proper investigation into the charac- 
ter and antecedents of an applicant—a certain, 
Matthias McCosker—for appointment on the force 
and for reporting that he bore a eood cnaracter. It 
Is proper to state here that in Ko-vem^er a man 
known well by the police as "Count McClnskey," a 
convicted ielon, was appointed on the force and as- 
signed to Steers' (Twenty-eighth) precinct nnder the 
name 
of 
Matthias McUosker. 
The

that 
he reported 
for duty at the 
station 
tiouse he was recognized as the "Count," who had 
seen confined m the Xew Jersey State Prison at

Trenton for burglary, but, it is said, was pardoned 
out. Captain Sieers, to save himself, as the man 
was appointed on his report, at once reported to 
Mr. Hawley. The trial yesterday elicited the above 
.acts. It also appeared that on securtu0" the usual 
papers from the clerk's office, instructing him to 
make secret and diligent inquiry into the antece- 
dents and character of McClosker, Steers, who is 
"fat. fair and over fifty," entrusted the job to officer 
West, who has been a policeman, in the ward for 
twenty-eight years, and ordered hnn to report the

to Sergeanc Ferris.

who had petitioned for McCosker's appointment, and 
on their report stated to Ferris that he bore an excel- 
ent character. Ferris was not yet satisfied, aud 
.earning that McCosker had been in the emplov of

visit tae depot, see Superintendent Root or others 
and report. West reported that he had made in- 
quiry, and McCosker bore a good character. Upon 
this Caotain Steers reported McCosser as a fit per- 
son for appointment, and he was placed on the force 
November S. ou tne 9th his true character was re- 
lorted to the Central Olilce, and ha immediately sent 
n his resignation.

with luxuriant blacu slue-whiskers, has been on a 
hunting excursion looking up the "fat" sen. '/hi* 
spare individual is Sergeant B. L. Phillips, in charge 
of the court squad at Yorkvllle Police Court, and 
his reason for hunting up the representatives of the 
"fat" class was to present to them certain warrants 
Issued against them by Justice Kelly, charging them 
with breaking a certain ordinance of the Board of 
Health. In the KBEAID two or three arrests of fat 
Boilers by the sergeant have already been re- 
corded, and more have to be recorded as hav- 
ing taken place yesterday.

Yesterday aiternoon the owners of five of these 
obnoxious establishments were arraigned, belore 
Justice Kelly, at the YorEville Police Court, b) -Ser- 
geant Phillips, on warrants Issued by tiie Justice. 
These warrants were granted cpoa affidavits made 
by Messrs, iymiatn H. Gnllck and Silas W. Pearsall, 
both of whom are employed as inspectors by the 
Board of Health. AS these affidavits will snow the 
-offence charged against the defendants, and- tha 
ordinances which, it is claimed, have been violated, 
we publish one, all tae others being similar m 
phraseology. The following B tae one made against 
Pasnek Thorp:— 


Oily andCtnnlyof&eu fork a— Wflltem H. GulieK, teina 
sworn, deposes ihat he IE a special inspector employed by and 
under the direction of tte Metropolitan Board of Health. 
Tne following ia an ordinance duly passed by tbe said Board 
ana paDiisuea in the manner and daring the time required by 
law. to wit; — 
"On and after the 1st day of October, 1S69, no person shall 
boil any offal, swill or bonea, nor any fat, tallow or lard 
(except at once npon the same beLmj taken from the animal 
and while the same is fresh and otherwise inoffensive) ; nor 
shall the bwtiness of bone crashing, bane boili&s, hone 
grinding, bone burning, shell burning, fat cleaning, 4ior tha 
skinning of or making of glue from any dead animals, or 
parts thereof, nor the storage or keepiac of scrap, fat or 
grease or offensive animal matter, be permitted or conducted 
at any place within the city of New York; south of llOta 
street, nor in the built np portions of the city of Brooklyn; 
nor shall any business hereinbefore mentioned be conducted 
at any place in the city of Kew York north of said street, nor 
at any p'ace in the city of Brooklyn, without a. special permit 
from this Board; nor shall the business of boiling or render- 
Ing the fresh lard, fat or tatluw aforesaid be conducted within 
either of said cities without a like special permit irom this 
Board; and such permit roust be applied for In writing 
specifying the nature and precise location of the proposed 
business, aad such application will not be acted upon until 
the second regular mestins, two wee&s after such applica- 
tion.'* 


!Fhat the 3aid ordinance was in force and binding in tha 
city of New York at ttie times hereinafter set forth. That at 
various times between the 31st of October and the lOUi of 
1 November, 1889, at premises situated on the north side of 
East Thirty etehth street, west of Eleventh avenue, in the city 
of Mew Yorlc, PaEnctc Thorp did fenowingly and wilfully vio- 
late the said ordinance in this, that on several days la tf o- 
'veraber, 1859, he did then and there boil fat, tallow or lard 
(the same not bairn; so used or boiled at once upon being 
taken from the animal, norwhUe fresh and otherwise inof- 
fensive) without a special permit from said Board. And de- 
ponent further deposes and charges that at various times 
between the Slst of October, 1669, and the 10th of November, 
18S9, the said Patrick Thorp did further fcuowlngly and wit- 
fully violate the said ordinance in this, that at said prem- 
ises, on certain days in November, he did keep scrap, fal^ 
greasa and offensive ani mal matters without a special per- 
mit from the said Board. 


THE ARBEST3. 
The persons arrested were Messrs. Samble & Mc- 
Neil, Henry wiel and Felix Wiel, Michael Donohue. 
Patrick Donohue and Michael Donohne, Jr., Patrick 
Thorpe and Prank JSgner. All ortnese persons, witn. 
the exception or Felix Wiel, appeared before tbe Jus- 
tice and gave bail to answer the charge made against - 
them at the Court of General Sessions, Justice Kel- 
ly stating that he would name the day Ior a prelita- 
liury examination this afternoon. 


TUB ARBAIGNlfBSTS. 
The Urst persons arraigned were Michael and Pat- 
rick Donohue and Michael Donolrae, Jr., who ran & 
fat-boiling establishment at J«o. 613 West Thirty- 
eighth street, and, also, are proprietors of a fat and 
hide honse on Fortieth street and Ninth avenue. 
The establishment of the Dononues is a large one, 
employing abont twenty men, and is fitted with new 
machinery, valued at about $30,000. Justice Keiley 
stated to the defendants that they :were charged 
•with breaking an orainanoe ot the Board of Health. 
Michael Donohue became spokesman of the party. 
Donohne— I am one tr the Board of Supervisors as 
Wmie Plains, and am busily engaged In canvassing, 
We are not prepared for trial. I was telegraphed to 
come to this city on this business this morning. We 
don't look like criminals. 
Justice— You know the lady said looks were very 
deceiving. 
Colonel Hastings — I appear for the Board 
of 
Health, antt we are determined to press tftesa 
cases. 1 aoi ready to go on with them, and all iha 
resources of the Board will be used to prosecute this 
matter. 


Justice— I shall demand you all three to give bail 
in $500 to appear before the General Sessions ror 
trial by jury, and will give you a preliminary exami- 
nation the week after next. 
Mr. JJonohne stated that his Board of Supervisors 
met the week after next, and Counsellor Uesblt, wno 
appeared for the defence, asked for an adjournment 
beyond Che time mentioned by the Justice. 
Justice Kelly— This nuisance, as I understand it, la 
still solas on, and these establishments will work 
nntu some decision Is arrived at.

Mr. Weil, ST., 
gave bail in |500 to answer npon the day which hia 
Honor shall ns. 
Frank Egner was then arraigned, the proprletoe 
of a fat-boiling nuisance at No. 2S Abattoir place. 
West Thirty-ninth street near the North nver. Mr. 
Sesbit suggested on the part or the defence that tola 
case should take the same course as the others. 
Colonel Hastings hoped Justice Kelly would res- 
cognize the fact that when last inspected an th«sa 
places were working lu open violaiton of the law. 
These establishments were imltfnl sources of nuls- 
ance on the west side of the city, and large iiaui- 
bers of citizens were daily outraged by the otfeusive 
business w&ich the defendatns carried on. Tnese 
persons were looking anxiously to his Honor to 
enforce the law and remove these pestilential 
nuisances. 
Justice Kelly said he should consult with Colonel 
Hastings as to the flxrns: an early day to hear the 
cases. Eguer was neid in $500 to answer. 


Tne last, though by no means the least, case called 
•as that of Messrs. Arthur Gamble and William H.

-ery complete, mucli of it being new, and is of tha 
estimated value of $CO,ooo. These gentlemen, Ilka 
their predecessors m trouble, pnt in §500 bail eacij 
to appear when Justice Kelly shall want them.

A case was nnfler examination before Coroner 


Flynn, yesterday afternoon, concerning the death. 
of John McGrath, late of 69 Watts street, who aad; 
been suffering from a complication of diseases. Ha 
had been attended by several physicians, Unt tha 
last one in attendance was Dr. Marvia S. Buttles 
No. 41 St. Mar£:s place. He was called iu haste, and 
toot his assistant with him. Mrs. McGrath was de- 
spatched for some chloroform, to be used in case the 
Doctor thought advisable. Dr. Buttles examined; 
tue patient, and while turning him in bed he expired, 
none of the family being in the room at the time. 
Mary McGrath, the daughter at deceased, sixteen. 
years of age, testified that on returning from her vrotK 
she met Dr. Buttles and learned from him tuat her 
lather was dead; she asked ir he had taken chloro« 
form, and the doctor replied that tiie patient hail 
died while being moved In bed, and that he had 
taken no chloroform; after death Dr. Battles gave a 
certificate that McGrath had died from dysentery 
and debtniy. 
Dr. Butaea was examined nnder oath In his own 
behalf, and deposed most emphatically taat he had 
nH given deceased a particle of chloroform; that ha 
died while himself aud his assistant were moving 
him in Ced; that ne had occasionally given chloro- 
form, but never without first critically examining 
his patient to see If ho had sufficient vitality left ;o 
endure ic. 
Dr. Thomas C. Flnnell made a post mortem exa- 
mmatlon on the body of deceased aad found that ha 
had died of syncope; that his heart, liver and other 
internal organs were wonderfully creased, and that 
ho was lu such a condition that he was liable to dio 
at any time from the slightest cause. 


The case was then snbmlKcd to the jnry, who ren- 
dered the following verdict:— "That John McGrath. 
came to his death by syncope, whether irom tha 
administration of chloroform or nnt, from the testi- 
mony «he jury are unable to determine.

The publication In the HERALD of the isth hit. of 


the letter written by the unfortunate prisoners who 
were massacred at Jiguani, before tneir removal 
from the prison here, and in which they Implored 
fcelp from the consuls, has caused some little sensa- 
tion amor.c those who taste such forbidden fruit as 
the foreign papers. The voice of the dead men, 
whicii the Spanish anthoncies tried so hard to stifle, 
still finding utterance, though, far from the scene of 
crime, cheers the depressed Cubans and may be 
of service in checking the atrocities 
of the 


Spaniards, though this latter 
is exceedingly 


problematical, 
as 
they 
have 
long 
been 


beyond any sense of shame, 
and cherish a 


supreme contempt for public opinion at homo and 
abroad. For some time past Taimaseda's columns 
nave been hard at work, and the only tangible re- 
sell, as Known here, has been the daily arrival of 
sick and wounded, principally the former, as the 
cholera, smallpox and vomito, aided by dysentery 
and low fever, are making feartul havoc in the 
Spanisn ranks. Indeed, sickness has almost en- 
tirely cleared out the troops from Aserradero. Three 
days ago thirty-three were brought in by a schooner, 
three bodies having been thrown overboard on the 
passage. 


To-day the official paper publishes a report of 


operations, claiming the complete defeat and disper- 
sion or the enemy an<l the clearing up of the coun- 
try beyond Palo PIcado and Juan Faron, can sing a 
loss to the insurgents of 120 tilled, among whom are 
Brigadier Tamayo, Captain. Gouchetand two Ameri- 
cans named Harry Clcvlvey(ln another despatch 
Henry Chase), and William Crosland, respectively 
chier-or-staff, and quartermaster general to Jordan. 
These two were captured alive, but very much wore 
out with Hunger ana fatigue, and, In fact, in such a 
deplorable condition that their humane captors, 
•with true Spanish generosity, red thorn for a counle 
of days to put a little life into tiiem and then 
Knocked it out again, by tke usual four shots in the 
back. 


Among the dead in the engagement on the estate 
Fllipmas, near Guantanamo, mentioned m my lasc, 
•was tue.fcjpanish chiel i'ancho Perez, cousin to Migu- 
el 1'erez, who commands a horde of very irregular 
cavalry, which has done very good service to the 
government; in ttie Guantanamo district. It Is re- 
ported that Colonel Hidateo, in command or. one of 
the columns, captured two Yankees recently and 
shot them, bus I have been unable to iearu their 
names. 


General Valmaseda is very confident as to the re- 
sults ct ins operations and believes that he has got 
tne insurgents pretty well surrounde.l. It remains, 
However, to be scan whether they will not light bet- 
ter tiiaa heretoiore, as indeed 1 iwUeve tliey are do- 
ing, m which case their numerical superiority may 
enab;e thoia to keep the Spaniards ia cliecic. Goi- 
counais eagerly looted for and reports of his land- 
tog are circulated at times, but from purely Insur- 
gent sources and with the idea or creating a diver- 
sion in tiicir favor. 


The Spaniards say that in the various emracc- 
ments which have taken place the insurgents muti- 
late the Spanish dead which lall into their hands. 
On Sunday last a. young man named Arthur casl- 
majou was found on the estate "Esperanza," near 
ijuaiuanamo, and on his person letters or marque 
and various documents and despatches Irom Ces- 
pcdes.

Cazamajon will proceed in the character of a privateer, un> 
tier the banner of Cuba,.against all ships that By the Spanish 
Hag, being strictly eubjec\ to International law as established 
autl recognized by civilized nations, 
(jiven under my hand and seal on the 8th day of July, 1869. 
The President, CARLOS M. DE CESPBDES.

Seuor Cazamajon, herein mentioned, was a young 
man about twenty-five years of age, aud though a 
native of this island had passed by far the greater 
portion of his life In the United States. He was 
essentially an American in all his habits and charac- 
teristics, lie was a civil engineer by profession, 
having been educated In Philadelphia, where many 
or his friends reside. He served during the war in 
the Engineer and Quartermaster's Departments, 
mostly in the Western army, and after the war was 
employed by General Ingalls when that distinguished 
officer was stationed in New Tork. He was a young 
man of .much intelligence, speaking several lan- 
guages with great flueucy, but was niucn too care- 
less of habit, frank and open ror a conspirator. His 
untimely end will be deeply regretted by a large 
circle or friends and acquaintances m the states. 
Dates irom Mansamllo state that tae expedition 
from that city up the Cauto river had arrived at tne 
landing of that name, whence the officer in command 
makes his report, lie had lelt 15,000 rations at Guano 
for use of troops there. The channel of tne river had 
been examined with, great care for the distance of 
twenty-live leagues, and tue trenches and other 
worts on the banks which had been erected to im- 
pede Spanish vessels occupied by the troops.

The mutiny of the Guias de Valmaseda near Cieu- 
fuejjos recently turns out to be of more importance 
than was at first supposed. It is now stated that 
the authorities found it necessary lo shoot some 
seventeen of them before discipline was restored. 


We have another example or tne disobedience or 
the volunteers to the constituted authorities, in tiie 
city 01 oardenas. eleven months since, Esuiban 
I'arodi and a Seuor Mora were imprisoned, charged 
with treason. They were tried by tne court there 
and sentenced to a term of imprisonment. The mat- 
ter came before the superior iriouual here, by whom 
tueir release was ordered. Upon the arrival ol tne 
order tne volunteers opposed its evocation and 
imprisoned tue Mayor, who was endeavoring to 
remonbtnite with them ror opposing tue orders or 
the legitimate authorities ana all tne members of 
the court, whose duty it was to carry out the behests 
ol the superior tribunal. A deputation of the vomn- 
teers arn red licre on Tuesday last to represent the 
matter to the Captain General. He was telegraphed, 
to lu his absence and directed that the matter be 
held ra abeyance until his returu. It is understood 
the volunteers charge the court in Havana wittt. hav- 
ing yielded to undue influences. The Governor of 
-Matauzas, within whose command ine city of Car- 
denas H, recently visitcit that pluce, accompanied by 
a number ol oiilcials and a squadron of the first bat- 
taiun of volunteers ol tue lormer place. He was 
received with brilliant demonstrations and made a 
pariottc address. Tlie occasion ol tue visit is not 
mentioned, but it doubtless had some reicrence to 
the troubles there. 
In a recent despatch I mentioned the shooting or a 
number or inaoceut peisons in Colon by tue members 
ol au orgnni/.aiiou called the "Ciiapei£orri3.T' Tlie 
details nave .since been luruishea me. The^e people 
resided between iiouibu and Colon, and were cued 
to appeur at Roque.

La Kazan da Pueblo, ot Merida, of 
the 3d mst. says the merchants in that city were 
subscribing for the beneilt of the sirflerers. EI u-is 
of llenda gives the following particulars or the dis- 
aster, taKeii from a Campeachy paper:— 


The inundation from, which we are suffering has 
beeu immense. Alter several days ol constant ram 
on Tuesday last (the iMtn) a norther was threatened' 
All the evening it was ramies m torrents until the 
streets were completely full. The ram linaily ceased 
aud tbe streets became nearly dry, but about hair- 
paat niue o'clock m the evening, when nearly 
all the 
families had retired, 
suddenly was 
heard the noise of the fearful torreni which was 
precipitated with fury against the town, and a 
moment alterwards, when the people rose to see 
rrom whence proceeded the tumult,' they round it 
impossible for tnem to get away, for the streets had 
again changed to a river, which swept away any un- 
fortunate person who attempted to ford or rather 
to swim them. So ranid was the current that only 
tune was given to get upon the tables and other 
articles ot inmiture in the houses. As soon as it 
was teen that 0>e unfortunate families were in dan- 
ger brave persons in boats and canoes gave their aid 
to those needing it. Campeachy, which was another 
Venice, saw floating ou the waters in its streets 
numbers or little boats, manned by noble citizens 
trying to liberate irom their dangerous position 
their esteemed and thankful neighbors. Notwith- 
standing the efforts made we have to lament the loss 
of se\cral persons, victims ot the nood. 
The 
greater part of the people qf the suburbs have 
loot all they nad and are completely ruined. 
In llultonchac there is not a house lett standing. 
Tlie Lcrma road is not passable 1'or carriages on ac- 
count of the stones which the current has left there. 
The little graveyard has disappeared, and from tne 
large one many bodies weie dislodged and were 
iloating on the beach. Up to yesterday eleven 
bodies of the drowned had been found, among mem 
those or the wile ana two children ol Chelo Muuoz. 
Of this family only one child and a servant, both half 
drowned, could be saved. At present it la impossi- 
ble to say how many have been drowned, as the 
suburbs are still lull of water. From yesterday till 
to-day the water has not fallen an Inch at the bridge 
of Ouadaloupe, and through the bridge of earta 
there is an inward current, which proves that there 
is much water behind. Yesterday (the 27th) the rain 
lasted four hours, but not so violent as the day be- 
fore. To-day the weather 13 cloudy and ominous. 
The bridge of ban Francisco is threatened with de- 
struction and is impassable to carnages Tho cm- 
rent has talcen away ouo side, and the dead wood of 
Uic DI iciiie aud the water is p.issiiig over the latter 
In a word, the losses are incredible, and behind it all 
comes hunger, which to-day is making its acuear- 
auce, lor tnere is nothing lo eat,

Your explana- 
tion of the affair is rather an aggravation tnan a 
palliation; in one word, it is unbecoming the char 
acter and conduct ol a man. 1 shall follow the ad- 
vice of this jury, aad send yon to tne State Prison, 
at hard labor, ior the term or ffve years. 
Samnel Strause, who was jointly indicted with 
Magnus Levy, pleaded guilty to grand larceny. On 
the 12th of September the prisoner aud his confeder- 
ate hired a furnished room In Varick place, and after 
sojourning there for a ment suddenly left, taking 
with them $185 worth or "clothing.

Alleged Blackmailing Operation—A Husband 


in tbe Way—His Snddea Departure from 
ihsa "Vale of TBHTS"—The Amnnrs of <t Ger- 
man .Physician. 
A German physician and a widow made a public 


appearance at the Tombs, before Judge Hogan, yes- 
terday, and the domestic complication which the 
narrative of his love has revealed shows how, now 
anci tnen, there crops up in daily life incidents that 
are quite equal to the creations of the sensational 
romance writer. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Gallie, a German, who Is a widow, 


the mother of four children, and resides at Ko. 185 
Clinton street, made the acquaintance, abont a year 
ago, of Mr. August Wedekind, a German physician, 
residing at No. 36 Orchard street, through Ms vlsit- 
inirat the hoEse at which she, her husband and 
children lived. 
His visits to this house were 
professional to a woman who resided there, 
and they became daily visits to this house. 
During those visits, Mrs. Game states nnder affida- 
vit, ne TOOK improper liberties with her. He also, at 
different times, endeavored to induce her to leave 
her husband, with whom she was then living, and 
place herself nnder his care. She refused, out'he 
continued his visits and his inducements to her to 
leave her hnsbaiid. Dnnng these visits her has- 
band was taken sick. He then told her that If she 
would come to his oOlce he would do something to 
help her, provided she would employ him as her 
physician, and she believed tuat he meant aE the 
time that be would prescribe something that would 
cause her husband's death. She afterwards called 
upon Wedekind at hta office, and he then told her 
that he had looked over all his books, but could not 
find anything m them but that which woaia 
be detected either 
by the 
taste 
or 
by 
the smell. 
He wished her to go to some 
of 
the 
drug stores and 
Bee if she could 
not find something that would answer the purpose. 
She then left his office, aud her, husband subse- 
quently recovered from his illness. Some five or six 
weeks alterwards her hnsnaud was again taken 
sick, and alter an illness of three weeks he died. 
Durtnsail the time of his sickness he took no. other 
medicines than those prescribed by his regular phy- 
sician. Alter tne death of the husband WedeEInd 
continued, his visits. He urged her to go and IJye 
with him; said he did not care for his wife; o'hly 
cared for her, and on various occasions asked her 
for the loan of money. On the 10th of this month 
she received a letier'from him saying that if she did 
not come1 to see him at his office he would give her 
trouble. She wenl tuere, and he told tier thac-uehad 
written tiie letter, and that.if she did noK pay him 
$2,000 ne would cause her arrest and have her name 
in ail the newspapers and make people believe 
tnat she had poisoned her husband. She ba- 
came alarmed at hia threats and decided to 
otter him and pay him $l,ouo, which he agreed to 
accept. There was no foundation, she said, for his 
accusations. She then went to Mr. Christian Thomas, 
ol Seventy-first street, to borrow the $1,000, he being 
the guardian of her children, aud at his solicitation 
sbe told him what she wantca the money for. He 
accompanied her to the office of Wedeiuiid and 
oifered Dim the $1.000 on condition that he gave 
her a receipt. He asked her whether a receipt with 
his initials would not be sufficient. He tnen wrote 
out two receipts, but Mrs. Gallie refused to take 
them. On the suggestion of Mr. Thomas she refused 
to take any receipt without there being aillxed to it 
the proper internal revenue stamp. Wedekind then 
took Mrs. Gallic into an adjoining room, and when 
they returned he gave Hera receipt, and which was 
produced and attached to the affidavit. Thomas, as 
he left the room, said to him, "Now, yon;ve done 
with this woman, but I've not done wicn yon " 
WedeKind on tne lath of this month went to the 
Coroner's oillce and saw Coroner Schirmer, and 
said that he wished to report a case, aud then went 
on to state that some tune previously Mrs. Gallie 
had come to him and offered mm 5100 to prescribe 
some poison that would either kill or slowly kill 
her husband. 
He indignantly refused her offer. 
That a short time since he had occasion to visit a 
patient who Uved In the house occupied by Mrs. 
Gallic, and be said that her husoand had been dead 
two mouths. He then Inquired the particulars 
and learned that 
the man had died nnder 
symptoms tnat appeared to him very suspicious. 
That he tnen wrote to Mrs. Gallic and told 
her that he should go and report the case to the 
authorities. She tlien called irpon mm and offered 
him money to keep quiet, and he had told her that 
he would not take 5100,000. He then said that he 
had taken Sl.ooo ana had given Mrs. Game a re- 
ceipt Coroner-Schirmer then told him to call again, 
and in the meantime the Coroner consulted with the 
District Attorney and the result was that oh the 
complaint of Mrs. Gallie Wedekind was arrested for 
obtaining $1,000 by threats. A preliminary exami- 
nation in the case took place yesterday afternoon, 
and the prisoner was temporarily committed to 
await a further examination to-day.

How Thieves and Burglars Get on tlio i'orce— 


A Police Captain on Trial. 


At the hearing of complaints against officers yes- 


terday, by Commissioner Bosworth, some rich de- 
velopments were made as to the modus operanai by 
which thieves and burglars obtain appointments on 
the police force. 


Captain Steers, one of the oldest and most efficient 


oaptains in the district, was placed on trial for neg- 
lect of duty. The charges were made by Chief Clerk 
Beth C. Hawley. and alleged that the captain 
failed to make proper investigation into the charac- 
ter and antecedents of an applicant—a certain, 
Matthias McCosker—for appointment on the force 
and for reporting that he bore a eood cnaracter. It 
Is proper to state here that in Ko-vem^er a man 
known well by the police as "Count McClnskey," a 
convicted ielon, was appointed on the force and as- 
signed to Steers' (Twenty-eighth) precinct nnder the 
name 
of 
Matthias McUosker. 
The 
ni<*ht 
that 
he reported 
for duty at the 
station 
tiouse he was recognized as the "Count," who had 
seen confined m the Xew Jersey State Prison at 
< 
Trenton for burglary, but, it is said, was pardoned 
out. Captain Sieers, to save himself, as the man 
was appointed on his report, at once reported to 
Mr. Hawley. The trial yesterday elicited the above 
.acts. It also appeared that on securtu0" the usual 
papers from the clerk's office, instructing him to 
make secret and diligent inquiry into the antece- 
dents and character of McClosker, Steers, who is 
"fat. fair and over fifty," entrusted the job to officer 
West, who has been a policeman, in the ward for 
twenty-eight years, and ordered hnn to report the 
results 
to Sergeanc Ferris.

quiries of Thomas Bogan, liquor dealer, corner

King streets, 
and 
others, 
who had petitioned for McCosker's appointment, and 
on their report stated to Ferris that he bore an excel- 
ent character. Ferris was not yet satisfied, aud 
.earning that McCosker had been in the emplov of

visit tae depot, see Superintendent Root or others 
and report. West reported that he had made in- 
quiry, and McCosker bore a good character. Upon 
this Caotain Steers reported McCosser as a fit per- 
son for appointment, and he was placed on the force 
November S. ou tne 9th his true character was re- 
lorted to the Central Olilce, and ha immediately sent 
n his resignation.

More of the Fat Boilers Arrested— Their 


Arraignment Before Justice Kellj— Tbey 
Are Held to Answer. 
For the flrst two or three weeks a thin, small man, 


with luxuriant blacu slue-whiskers, has been on a 
hunting excursion looking up the "fat" sen. '/hi* 
spare individual is Sergeant B. L. Phillips, in charge 
of the court squad at Yorkvllle Police Court, and 
his reason for hunting up the representatives of the 
"fat" class was to present to them certain warrants 
Issued against them by Justice Kelly, charging them 
with breaking a certain ordinance of the Board of 
Health. In the KBEAID two or three arrests of fat 
Boilers by the sergeant have already been re- 
corded, and more have to be recorded as hav- 
ing taken place yesterday.

nuisance created by the persons carrying on- the 
"fat" business, and injustice Kelly tney have found 
a ready and willlnjr coadiator. 
Yesterday aiternoon the owners of five of these 
obnoxious establishments were arraigned, belore 
Justice Kelly, at the YorEville Police Court, b) -Ser- 
geant Phillips, on warrants Issued by tiie Justice. 
These warrants were granted cpoa affidavits made 
by Messrs, iymiatn H. Gnllck and Silas W. Pearsall, 
both of whom are employed as inspectors by the 
Board of Health. AS these affidavits will snow the 
-offence charged against the defendants, and- tha 
ordinances which, it is claimed, have been violated, 
we publish one, all tae others being similar m 
phraseology. The following B tae one made against 
Pasnek Thorp:— 


Oily andCtnnlyof&eu fork a— Wflltem H. GulieK, teina 
sworn, deposes ihat he IE a special inspector employed by and 
under the direction of tte Metropolitan Board of Health. 
Tne following ia an ordinance duly passed by tbe said Board 
ana paDiisuea in the manner and daring the time required by 
law. to wit; — 
"On and after the 1st day of October, 1S69, no person shall 
boil any offal, swill or bonea, nor any fat, tallow or lard 
(except at once npon the same beLmj taken from the animal 
and while the same is fresh and otherwise inoffensive) ; nor 
shall the bwtiness of bone crashing, bane boili&s, hone 
grinding, bone burning, shell burning, fat cleaning, 4ior tha 
skinning of or making of glue from any dead animals, or 
parts thereof, nor the storage or keepiac of scrap, fat or 
grease or offensive animal matter, be permitted or conducted 
at any place within the city of New York; south of llOta 
street, nor in the built np portions of the city of Brooklyn; 
nor shall any business hereinbefore mentioned be conducted 
at any place in the city of Kew York north of said street, nor 
at any p'ace in the city of Brooklyn, without a. special permit 
from this Board; nor shall the business of boiling or render- 
Ing the fresh lard, fat or tatluw aforesaid be conducted within 
either of said cities without a like special permit irom this 
Board; and such permit roust be applied for In writing 
specifying the nature and precise location of the proposed 
business, aad such application will not be acted upon until 
the second regular mestins, two wee&s after such applica- 
tion.'* 


!Fhat the 3aid ordinance was in force and binding in tha 
city of New York at ttie times hereinafter set forth. That at 
various times between the 31st of October and the lOUi of 
1 November, 1889, at premises situated on the north side of 
East Thirty etehth street, west of Eleventh avenue, in the city 
of Mew Yorlc, PaEnctc Thorp did fenowingly and wilfully vio- 
late the said ordinance in this, that on several days la tf o- 
'veraber, 1859, he did then and there boil fat, tallow or lard 
(the same not bairn; so used or boiled at once upon being 
taken from the animal, norwhUe fresh and otherwise inof- 
fensive) without a special permit from said Board. And de- 
ponent further deposes and charges that at various times 
between the Slst of October, 1669, and the 10th of November, 
18S9, the said Patrick Thorp did further fcuowlngly and wit- 
fully violate the said ordinance in this, that at said prem- 
ises, on certain days in November, he did keep scrap, fal^ 
greasa and offensive ani mal matters without a special per- 
mit from the said Board.

The persons arrested were Messrs. Samble & Mc- 
Neil, Henry wiel and Felix Wiel, Michael Donohue. 
Patrick Donohue and Michael Donohne, Jr., Patrick 
Thorpe and Prank JSgner. All ortnese persons, witn. 
the exception or Felix Wiel, appeared before tbe Jus- 
tice and gave bail to answer the charge made against - 
them at the Court of General Sessions, Justice Kel- 
ly stating that he would name the day Ior a prelita- 
liury examination this afternoon. 


TUB ARBAIGNlfBSTS. 
The Urst persons arraigned were Michael and Pat- 
rick Donohue and Michael Donolrae, Jr., who ran & 
fat-boiling establishment at J«o. 613 West Thirty- 
eighth street, and, also, are proprietors of a fat and 
hide honse on Fortieth street and Ninth avenue. 
The establishment of the Dononues is a large one, 
employing abont twenty men, and is fitted with new 
machinery, valued at about $30,000. Justice Keiley 
stated to the defendants that they :were charged 
•with breaking an orainanoe ot the Board of Health. 
Michael Donohue became spokesman of the party. 
Donohne— I am one tr the Board of Supervisors as 
Wmie Plains, and am busily engaged In canvassing, 
We are not prepared for trial. I was telegraphed to 
come to this city on this business this morning. We 
don't look like criminals. 
Justice— You know the lady said looks were very 
deceiving. 
Colonel Hastings — I appear for the Board 
of 
Health, antt we are determined to press tftesa 
cases. 1 aoi ready to go on with them, and all iha 
resources of the Board will be used to prosecute this 
matter. 


Justice— I shall demand you all three to give bail 
in $500 to appear before the General Sessions ror 
trial by jury, and will give you a preliminary exami- 
nation the week after next. 
Mr. JJonohne stated that his Board of Supervisors 
met the week after next, and Counsellor Uesblt, wno 
appeared for the defence, asked for an adjournment 
beyond Che time mentioned by the Justice. 
Justice Kelly— This nuisance, as I understand it, la 
still solas on, and these establishments will work 
nntu some decision Is arrived at. I am determined 
to have it suppressed. 


After some further discussion the Justice stated

Colonel Hastings hoped Justice Kelly would res- 
cognize the fact that when last inspected an th«sa 
places were working lu open violaiton of the law. 
These establishments were imltfnl sources of nuls- 
ance on the west side of the city, and large iiaui- 
bers of citizens were daily outraged by the otfeusive 
business w&ich the defendatns carried on. Tnese 
persons were looking anxiously to his Honor to 
enforce the law and remove these pestilential 
nuisances.

A case was nnfler examination before Coroner 


Flynn, yesterday afternoon, concerning the death. 
of John McGrath, late of 69 Watts street, who aad; 
been suffering from a complication of diseases. Ha 
had been attended by several physicians, Unt tha 
last one in attendance was Dr. Marvia S. Buttles 
No. 41 St. Mar£:s place. He was called iu haste, and 
toot his assistant with him. Mrs. McGrath was de- 
spatched for some chloroform, to be used in case the 
Doctor thought advisable. Dr. Buttles examined; 
tue patient, and while turning him in bed he expired, 
none of the family being in the room at the time. 
Mary McGrath, the daughter at deceased, sixteen. 
years of age, testified that on returning from her vrotK 
she met Dr. Buttles and learned from him tuat her 
lather was dead; she asked ir he had taken chloro« 
form, and the doctor replied that tiie patient hail 
died while being moved In bed, and that he had 
taken no chloroform; after death Dr. Battles gave a 
certificate that McGrath had died from dysentery 
and debtniy. 
Dr. Butaea was examined nnder oath In his own 
behalf, and deposed most emphatically taat he had 
nH given deceased a particle of chloroform; that ha 
died while himself aud his assistant were moving 
him in Ced; that ne had occasionally given chloro- 
form, but never without first critically examining 
his patient to see If ho had sufficient vitality left ;o 
endure ic. 
Dr. Thomas C. Flnnell made a post mortem exa- 
mmatlon on the body of deceased aad found that ha 
had died of syncope; that his heart, liver and other 
internal organs were wonderfully creased, and that 
ho was lu such a condition that he was liable to dio 
at any time from the slightest cause. 


The case was then snbmlKcd to the jnry, who ren- 
dered the following verdict:— "That John McGrath. 
came to his death by syncope, whether irom tha 
administration of chloroform or nnt, from the testi- 
mony «he jury are unable to determine. We con-

greatly facilitate and cheapen the mode of 
operation. It will equalize values, and make 
a producing country like America more inde- 
pendent of the rest of the world. It will 
prevent also, to a great extent, over-trading, 
and tend to keep exchange nearer par. 


The same observations apply'to the different 


sections of the same country. The merchant 
of St. Louis or New Orleans can telegraph 
that he has shipped produce to New York 
and draw against it without 
waiting for 


the mails, or, if in debt, he can make his 
deposit and operate in the same way, to the 
saving of tune and advantage of the New 
York capitalist. The whole tendency is to 
make a great commercial and financial centre 
like New Tork tie clearing house for the 
whole country, just as the Cleanng House for 
the banks here now regulates and adjusts 
from day to day the financial operations of the 
city. This in time most make the commercial 
centre of the greatest producing country on the 
glofce, wriich is New Tork, the financial centre 
for all nations. 
The consequence will be that 


much less currency will be ' required for the 
transaction of business. The use of the tele- 
graph will in a great measure supersede the 
necessity of currency. In fact, currency of a 
small denomination will foe necessary for local 
use only. Transactions to the amount of 
hundreds of millions can be adjusted at the 
financial centre by a balance of a few millions, 
just as the New York Clearing House now 
regulates the vast financial operations of the 
city by a very small balance. Indeed, we can 
hardly conjecture at present the mighty revo- 
lution the telegraph is destined to effect in the 
financial affairs of this country and the world. 
It is evident, therefore, that the government 
ought not to leave this wonderful agent under 
the control of individuals or private corpora- 
tions, but should take charge of it for the 
safety and benefit of commerce and the people.

TUe Wonders of the Telegraph—Its Inilu- 


cncc Upon ITinanciol Affairs. 


Judging from the wonderful effects of the 


magnetic telegraph within the term of a few 
years since it was discovered and came into 
use we may form some idea of what will be 
the results hereafter. Twenty-five years only 
have passed since the first spark of intelli- 
gence was flashed over the first wire between 
Washington and Baltimore. Now there are 
hundreds of thousands of miles of wire 
stretching like a vast network over all the 
civilized portions of the world and penetrating 
to the most remote regions. Nations and con- 
tinents, separated by vast oceans, are brought 
into instant communication with each other. 
Space and time are annihilated, and soon the 
dream of the immortal poet will be realized, 
when 
a 
girdle round 
the 
earth 
will 


convey intelligence 
the 
whole 
distance 


in a few minutes. There remains only the 
space between the western shores of America 
and Russia in Asia to complete the circuit, and 
that liijk will soon be made, foi our commerce 
with China, Japan and the East generally 
demands it, and it is known to be practicable 
by the way of the Aleutian Islands. 


The surprising effects of the telegraph are 


seen in all the social, political, intellectual, 
commercial and financial movements of the 
age. 
To recount them all would fill a volume. 


Some, however, may be noticed. Look, for 
instance, at the effect upon and through the 
press, which may be called the ally of the tele- 
graph in promoting the rapid progress of the 
times. News of all remarkable events in 
every quarter of the globe is flashed across 
continents and under oceans to the great 
journals of New York and of other countries, 
and is spread from thence through the country 
press over the length and breadth of the land. 
"We know as well here, or better, perhaps, 
than the people of Europe and those near the 
spot, what transpires from day to day and hour 
to hour at the Isthmus of Suez. Every reader 
of the HEBAHD is folly informed of the incidents 
connec ted with that great event—the opening 
of the Suez Canal—without waiting for the 
mail, though we get through the agency of 
steam, power full and graphic details a few 
days afterwards. So also of the interesting 
pilgrimage of the Empress Eugenie to the East. 
In warsj and even in those at remote parts of 
the world, as, for example, in the Abyssinian 
war, all great or decisive movements are made 
known instantly. The action of governments 
on every important question is telegraphed 
and published daily for the information of the 
public. The people of the United States are 
kept informed of what is transpiring in Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Spain, Italy and other 
countries as soon as events occur. Indeed, 
the telegraph, in connection with the press, is 
the great agent of modern civilization to 
diffuse information and to educate the people. 


But in nothing is the influence of the tele- 


graph destined to be more remarkable than 
upon the monetary or financial affairs of the 
world. In former times, and even up to the 
present day, to some extent, the centres of 
capital in Europe have controlled the exchange 
and trade of this country aflft other countries. 
In this way the balance of trade, and conse- 
quently of exchange, has been against us, ex- 
cept under occasional and exceptional circum- 
stances. Every one who wanted to transmit 
funds to Europe has been compelled to pay a 
large premium to European, capitalists for 
exchange or the costs of transmitting specie. 
The time it required to do this and the con- 


Politics—Possible Trouble Foreshad- 


owed in Albany. 


The democratic majority in the Albany 


Legislature will have full control over the 
legislation of the coming session, which com- 
mences in January, and there may not be such 
even sailing by the leaders of the party as 
many suppose. It is sometimes as difficult to 
manage a majority as to resist one. If, for 
instance, there should occur any disaffection 
in the ranks, any difference of opinion as to

Beecher'a Thanksgiring Horoscope. 


The very liberal parson who is a power in 


the neighboring City of Churches, where the 
elections are more corrupt than they are even 
in this city, has taken an account of the stars 
that unite in the destiny of the republic, and 
gave us a vague statement of the result in his 
Thanksgiving discourse.

Count d'Eu, the Brazilian com- 
mander, is dividing his army and sending off 
expeditions to occupy the country iu the neigh- 
borhood of Eosario, where he is accumulating 
his supplies. He contemplates in a short time 
advancing on Lopez in that chieftain's strong- 
hold at San Joaquin, the result of which 
movement we have yet to learn. From pre- 
sent prospects an energetic campaign is about 
being entered upon, and what may be the result 
it is impossible to tell. 


SPEODS PAYMENTS.—Attorney General Hoar 


has struck a. brilliant idea on the question of 
restoring the metallic basis to our currency. 
He says that volunteers and greenbacks should 
be regarded "alike as necessities of war, to 
be dispensed with as fast as possible on the 
return of peace." 
The sentiment thus ad- 


vanced is simply a truism; for there is hardly a 
person in the country who does not know that 
the greenbacks will be dispensed With as soon. 
as the laws of trade will permit and specie 
payments restored the moment commercial 
exchanges exhibit the slightest balance in our 
favor. It took England from 1797 to 1819 to 
restore the specie basis, and whether it takes 
this country a longer or a shorter period, it 
will be done as soon as the business interests 
of the country will warrant, and not before. 


Custom ITouio Reforms. 


Simultaneously with the investigation of the 


drawback frauds the Secretary of the Treasury 
has effected an important Custom House reform. 
He has ordered that the Twelfth division of the 
Custom House in this city, which has had special 
charge of the shipment of merchandise to the 
Pacific coast, be abolished. Collector Griu- 
nell has, therefore, been directed to discharge 
the persons employed in that division. Their 
particular duty has consisted in cording and 
sealing all packages of goods consigned to 
California and other points on the Pacific 
within the United States. The object of these 
precautions -was to prevent the possible com- 
mission of fraud while the goods should be in 
transUu across foreign territory, by the sub- 
stitution of dutiable merchandise in place of 
goods free of duty shipped from this port. But 
experience has shown that this system not 
only fails to secure the desired protection, but 
opens the door to fraud. 
The patronage 


involved and the tempting opportunities for 
private speculation supplied additional rea- 
sons for abolishing the system, which, more- 
over, cost more than it saved. New regula- 
tions have been adopted which seem to furnish 
more effectual safeguards against fraud. There 
are so many loopholes for fraud in the Custom 
House that we are glad to hear of reform 
where there is still plenty of room for it. 


NAPOLEON AND THE AMEHIOAIT MINISTER.— 


It appears that at the late meeting at Com- 
pifcgne between Napoleon the Third and Mr. 
Wauhburne, the representative of the United 
States in Paris, the Emperor was particularly 
gracious. Why not ? Having withdrawn from 
Mexico in order to restore the ancient relations 
of friendship between the United States and 
France those ancient relations are restored. 
We are inclined to think, too, that in reference 
to Cuba the Emperor is prepared to submit to 
the course of events, and that in a diplomatic 
way he wished at Compiegne to convey the 
impression to Mr. Washburne that whatever 
may have been the imperial understanding 
with General Prim at Vichy in regard to Spain 
it had nothing to do with the "manifest 
destiny" question in Cuba. 
At all events, 


we cannot doubt that the late cordial recep- 
tion of Mr. Washburne by Napoleon means the 
maintenance of the entente cordiale re-estab- 
lished between the United States and France. 


Inflammable 
JSase-i—The Milwaukee 
Dis- 


aster. 


"Brilliant oil" ia entitled to the distinction 


of being the worst of the many infernal com- 
pounds sold for use in lamps. Its terrific 
effects may be seen in the simplest considera- 
tion of the circumstances of the calamity in 
the Milwaukee theatre. Although the fire 
completely destroyed the theatre, yet it was 
put out, and persons went into the ruins and 
hunted for the dead bodies in an hour from the 
time the fire broke out. Such rapidity in the 
progress of a conflagration is without prece- 
dent. To what was the rapid march of the fire 
due? Only the contents of a single lamp were 
scattered 
on the 
stage, 
and the 
fire 


from the burning oil scarcely had 
time 


to communicate with the wood over which it 
was flowing before the whole building, even in 
its remote parts, was filled with flame. This 
flame was a burning vapor from the oil that 
spread itself in all the house, so that the 
people breathed fire. The safety of all these 
oils ia judged by the temperature at which 
they will give off certain vapors. 
The safe 


point must be a temperature considerably 
higher than that of the air—say one hundred 
and ten degrees. But it is said that the oil 
used on the occasion of the disaster would 
vaporize at sixty-flve degrees. We have only 
to imagine the rapidity with which the same 
oil would vaporize with fire applied to under- 


A MODELSWITOHMAN AND HlS TlME TABLE.— 


It appears by the evidence elicited by the Coro- 
ner's investigation into the causes of the 
dreadful catastrophe on the Western Pacific 
Branch Railroad the other day, that the switch- 
man, who was carefully furnished by the com- 
pany with a time table for his guidance as to 
the running of trains, -could not read's word of 
his time table nor anything else—in short, that 
the poor fellow could neither read nor write. 
Now, this is not the man's fault, but his misfor- 
tune. But what censure is too severe for the 
company who employed such a person in this 
responsible position, with' hundreds of lives 
daily in his hands ? Wo fear that there are a 
good many more switchmen to whom the time 
tables are just as'worthless and incomprehen- 
sible as to this California pioneer in the busi- 
ness. 


THE CRISB or CDBA.—Spain is sending over 


thousands of reinforcements to the arioy of the 
Captain General for the subjugation of Cuba. 
The Cubans have actively commenced the burn- 
ing of the sugar plantations as the surest way 
of reaching the vulnerable heel of Spain. Both 
sides are evidently impressed with the idea 
that if the Cubans are not conquered before 
the meetins of the United States Congress the 
independence of the island will follow, and we 
are more than half way of this opinion. The 
members of both houses of Congress under- 
stand the universal sentiment of this country 
in regard to Cuba, and when they meet we 
shall have some effective expression of this 
public sentiment. Meantime, the Spaniards 
will do their best to subjugate the Cubans, but 
the time is short and the advantages are on 
the side of independence. 


ANOTHER COKONBB'S CASE.—The freedom 


with which our city officials defy public opin- 
ion, law, decency and humanity is once more 
seen in the action of a coroner. There is no 
difference between the case of Jackson in 
Battery place and that of Lee in an uptown 
groggery called the Bank Coffee House. Lee, 
also, without any provocation or excuse that 
will stand the slightest examination, drew his 
pistol and shot a man dead. He was found 
guilty of the homicide by the Coroner's jury, 
and before his victim is buried he is admitted 
to bail. This is one more act directly tending 
to render life unsafe in our city—removing the 
little safeguard that even the pretence to punish 
murder might sive. 


Ncn York and JTpr ThanUaglvInK Chnritiatr* 


If there be one feature in the character of 


the New York people more prominent and 
more creditable than another it is the libe- 
rality with which they expend then- wealth ia 
the cause of charity. There is no city in tho 
world which exceeds New York in this respect. 
Charitable institutions of all kinds are sus- 
tained in the most liberal manner, without 
any regard to religious predilections or politi- 
cal relations. 
The broad charity which, 


Christ lived to preach and died to leave as a 
legacy finds its fullest recognition among our 
people. But it is on Thanksgiving Day, per- 
haps, that this noble spirit is most exemplified 
in the many private acts of almsgiving which 
sanctify the Christian character of our people. 
It is then more than at any other time that 
these beautiful words are verified:—"I was 
a hungered, and ye gave me meat; I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me drink; I was a 
stranger, and ye took me in j naked, and ya 
clothed me; I was in prison, and yo visited 
me. Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these ye have done it unto me." 
The story of our Thanksgiving ceremonies 
and the deeds which marked them went hand 
in hand with these ceremonies, as we published 
them yesterday, 
in our public asylums, 


our orphan's homes, our widows' sites of 
refuge, and even in our prisons, is attestation 
enough that the people of New York are not 
unmindful of the apostle's a'dmonition that of 
the three cardinal virtues, faith, hope and 
charity, "the greatest of these is charity."

Soldiers niardered by the Sionx—A Renegade 


White Trader Inciting: Indians to Hostilities— 
Burains of Annuity Goods at tUe C'Ueyeane 
Ascacy. 


WASHINOTON, Nov. 19,1369. 


Official information has been received here rrom 


Governor Campbuti, or Wyoming Territory, under 
the date or the 15th mst., in which the tollowlng re- 
port is made or a recent raid or Sioux Indians in the 
vicinity of Fort Fetterman on the night or the 28th 
ult.:—A hunting party, consisting or three men be- 
longing to Company K, or the Second United States 
cavalry, named JlcKenna, McAllister and Went- 
worth, were attacked about fifteen miles rrom Fort 
Fettermanby a party or abaut sixty Sionx, or Bed 
Cloud's band, and McKenna and McAllister were in- 
stantly killed. Wentworth, who was an old hunter 
ana accustomed to deal with Indians, escaped and 
came to the lore next morning. Upon 'Wentworth's 
report or the racts Captain Wells, the commanding 
ofllcerat Fort Felterman, instantly despatched Cap. 
tami-ugene with his company (K, Second cavairp) 
in pursuit or lha Indians, but tner were tumble to 
overtake them. They round the bodies or the soldiers 
The Indiana had loll without either scalpinir or 
mutliauug them, and their guns, ammunition and 
equipments were all undisturbed. One ot the horses 
belonging to the soldiers had been shot and lort- 
the otlier three were taken off by the Indians. Black 
Coal and another Aranahoc cnior or Medicine Man's 
baud accompanied Captain Eugene's company aa 
guides. All agresd that these Indians are some or 
Ked Cloud's ba:ul, about sixty in number. 


It is supposed by many tual John lUchard, Jr 
lale Indian trader at; Fort Fetterman, was the loader 
ol ihe baud. Richard had previously murdered a 
soldier at Port j-'cttennan and escaped to the 
Indluus, and reported to tnem that he had been at 
great expense to get permission to trade with them 
uud alter begot ail ic^dv the permission was taken 
rrom him, as it was the intention or the whites 
not to permit the Indians to have rood or arms and. 
as soon as they were completely exhausted to mas- 
sacre all the Indians on the plains. The Chcvennes 
nnd Arapanoes botii claim that Kicliard told ttis 
story to them.

A RGU3E-ATIVE EHTL1TAIBIHEIIT. 


A respectable audience, in quality and numbers, 


gathered last evening at 900 Broadway to listen to an 
exposition or arithmetic by Proressor II. Ernst. 


Arithmetic, he said, originated with Abraham 


during the descent or the Jewish tribes into the land 
or Egypt, as recorded by Josephus. In later days 
tho Hebrews, Greeks and Romans had a separate 
system or enumeration or their own. The Greeks, 
always superior m art and science to tlielr contem- 
poraries, employed characters to represent flfures or 
a peculiar kind. They used the letters or tueir alpha- 
bet, having nine to represent the units, nine to repre- 
sent the tens, and nine more to stand ror the Hundreds 
Large numbers were expressed by combination 
In 
the thirteenth century the Arabs gave arithmetic 
an impetus, and in 1424 the science aoproachea Its 
present degree or perfection, m the "discovery or 
printing. Its success culminated with thevjstand 
important discoveries made in the science or algebra, 
which opened to this branch or mathematics a. 
clearer field than it haa ever berore occuolea. 


Arter continuing briefly to describe the" growth or 
arithmetic, tlie Proressor gave some practical illus- 
trations or a ligntningsystcm or calculation wiuch 
he said, abridges many of the lengthy formula now 
in use m mercantile houses and otner places 
The Proressor's efforts were not appreciated 
He 
stood constantly with his back to the audience and 
mumbled his explanations with such feeble articula- 
tion that no one Knew what he \vas about. As he 
was considerably embarrassed.it is charitable to 
presume that this was an oversight. His operations 
were very unsatisfactory to those who have even the 
remotest confidence in that revered old heirloom 
the multiplication table, ana Ills innovations did not 
scriKe his auditors as possessmgany merit that could 
be named rapidity. Passing rrom one point to an- 
other, tae.Proiessor did not gain any converts.

White Trader Inciting: Indians to Hostilities— 
Burains of Annuity Goods at tUe C'Ueyeane 
Ascacy. 


WASHINOTON, Nov. 19,1369. 


Official information has been received here rrom 


Governor Campbuti, or Wyoming Territory, under 
the date or the 15th mst., in which the tollowlng re- 
port is made or a recent raid or Sioux Indians in the 
vicinity of Fort Fetterman on the night or the 28th 
ult.:—A hunting party, consisting or three men be- 
longing to Company K, or the Second United States 
cavalry, named JlcKenna, McAllister and Went- 
worth, were attacked about fifteen miles rrom Fort 
Fettermanby a party or abaut sixty Sionx, or Bed 
Cloud's band, and McKenna and McAllister were in- 
stantly killed. Wentworth, who was an old hunter 
ana accustomed to deal with Indians, escaped and 
came to the lore next morning. Upon 'Wentworth's 
report or the racts Captain Wells, the commanding 
ofllcerat Fort Felterman, instantly despatched Cap. 
tami-ugene with his company (K, Second cavairp) 
in pursuit or lha Indians, but tner were tumble to 
overtake them. They round the bodies or the soldiers 
The Indiana had loll without either scalpinir or 
mutliauug them, and their guns, ammunition and 
equipments were all undisturbed. One ot the horses 
belonging to the soldiers had been shot and lort- 
the otlier three were taken off by the Indians. Black 
Coal and another Aranahoc cnior or Medicine Man's 
baud accompanied Captain Eugene's company aa 
guides. All agresd that these Indians are some or 
Ked Cloud's ba:ul, about sixty in number. 


It is supposed by many tual John lUchard, Jr 
lale Indian trader at; Fort Fetterman, was the loader 
ol ihe baud. Richard had previously murdered a 
soldier at Port j-'cttennan and escaped to the 
Indluus, and reported to tnem that he had been at 
great expense to get permission to trade with them 
uud alter begot ail ic^dv the permission was taken 
rrom him, as it was the intention or the whites 
not to permit the Indians to have rood or arms and. 
as soon as they were completely exhausted to mas- 
sacre all the Indians on the plains. The Chcvennes 
nnd Arapanoes botii claim that Kicliard told ttis 
story to them. Kiclmrd is a quarter breed or Red 
Cloud's brud or the Sioux, ae is a mau or some 
education, considerable intelligence and industry

the thirteenth century the Arabs gave arithmetic 
an impetus, and in 1424 the science aoproachea Its 
present degree or perfection, m the "discovery or 
printing. Its success culminated with thevjstand 
important discoveries made in the science or algebra, 
which opened to this branch or mathematics a. 
clearer field than it haa ever berore occuolea. 


Arter continuing briefly to describe the" growth or 
arithmetic, tlie Proressor gave some practical illus- 
trations or a ligntningsystcm or calculation wiuch 
he said, abridges many of the lengthy formula now 
in use m mercantile houses and otner places 
The Proressor's efforts were not appreciated 
He 
stood constantly with his back to the audience and 
mumbled his explanations with such feeble articula- 
tion that no one Knew what he \vas about. As he 
was considerably embarrassed.it is charitable to 
presume that this was an oversight. His operations 
were very unsatisfactory to those who have even the 
remotest confidence in that revered old heirloom 
the multiplication table, ana Ills innovations did not 
scriKe his auditors as possessmgany merit that could 
be named rapidity. Passing rrom one point to an- 
other, tae.Proiessor did not gain any converts.

Allo u£ betore last melit it became a 
drejdcd ta>f£ *;o attempt to walk the streets, covered 
ankle deep wi/r-b slush,"sviule the wind came around 
corners -abd tnrough alleys with such force that 
skirts were in imminent danger of inverting, and 
umbrellas 
became balloons and nearly toot 
the holdrrs -off their feet. Many human forms di-

xnents^ s^d assumed the recambent position w~ith a 
sudden sht ick to the dorsal vertebra, not even the 
lair axtf gentle sex being exempt from such Kis-

loot and lf;g coverings, they were m a state of cling- 
ing sloppsness miserable to contemplate. 
This mornms the nrospect was dismal, and few

TIIK STKCZT CARS. 


These useful but mneu abused means of trans- 
portation were greatly delayed in starting out tins 
morning, aud crowds of would-be passensers rooted 
It through the slush or piled the omnibuses.

THE TELEGRAPHS. 
The heavy snow, driven by the wind, made sad 
Savoc with the countless telegraph wires radiatmir 
Irom the city, tc-aricg tuera down and twisting them 
together so that communication was stooped bv 
Borne lines early yesterday morning, and by mid- 
night every line in the city was useless except one 
•wire of the new Pacific and Atlantic line, which 
nou.y withstood the storm and kept no communica- 
noii asiaras Logansport. ahis morning, with this 
exceauoa, the hundred or more instruments in the 
•Wca'wrn Union, Atlantic ana Pacific, Great Western 
an\l Pacific and Atlantic offices, and the various rail- 
ruad offices, were all silent, ami the telegraph mana- 
gers, lull of trouble, were planning wndly about, 
sending out troops of men to do the best they could 
to fieht the elements and restore communication 
tvitu me outer world. 


THE RATLKOAP3. 


The damp and Heavy ctiaracter of the snow and 
the seventy of the wind have made some trouble 
*witu tue railroads, thougn probably ail trains start- 
ing out to-day will get tnrough. The telegraph wires 
•were blown dowu on the Illinois Central Kailroad 
line, auu this lack of means of communication Has 
causea delay in the safe running of trams. Tha 
Etorm extended pretty generally along the Cnica^o 
branch, but the snow has not matenailv {retarded 
the progress of trams. The passenger" tram due 
uereai, eignt o'clock this moruiughad uotarrned up 
to eleven A- M. All outward bouud trams nave de- 
parted on time. The detention will not prove very 
serious, aud trains will probably be on tune this af- 
ternoon. The track, so far as can be learned is in 
gooc order. Trams mil be run as regularly as pos- 
Eible until the wires are repaired. 


Similar trouble exists on tue Michigan Central, 
the detention of trains being caused uv the mter- 
ruptlou to telegraphic communication. The Pacific 
express was two hours and twenty minutes late 
cwinpr to the breakage of the telegraph. This is me 
only detention that has been cau&yd, all the other 
Trains arriving nearly on schedule time. The storm 
extended along tue whole line. At half-past ten 
this morning it was reported to the line operator 
that snow was falling at Kalamazoo, but tne heavy 
wind had abated. All eastward bound freight and 
passenger trains have departed oti time. The snow 
ias caused uo particular trouble. Workmen have 
been sent to repair the telegraph. 


The wires are also down on the Chicago, Burlln"- 
ton and liuincy, and some slight detentions nave 
ensued therefrom. The telegraoh Hue was broken 
flown yesterday, and great caution is necessary in 
running the trams. The train due at six o'clock 
this morning did not arrive until half-past tec. The 
Xreigui trains uue this morning are all behind, ".The 
ontward bound trams have been despatched accord- 
ing to schedule time. The storm has, as near as 
can be ascertained, prevailed along me whole line 
tiie track is reported in cood condition. 


The heavy storm of snow and ram caused two acci- 
dents to ireight trams on the Cmcago and Alton Kail- 
. xoad. About six o'clock last evening an outward 
Ixiund ireight was thrown from the track about 
three miles outside the city limits by tne spreadmc 
of the rails, the road bea having been sunk by 
the heavy ram. sis cars aad the engine were 
thrown into the ditch, several of the toriner being 
badly smashed and the latter being turned wronc 
side up. ihe engineer, fireman and brakeinen nai? 
rowly escaped with then: lives. The express tram, 
<iue at half-past seven o'clock last evenmo- was d°- 
layed three uours. Tne tract had to be relaid for 
, some distance. 


A freight tram on the same road ran off the tract 
under similar circumstances as tue above, at Bridge- 
port, yesterday morning, and four cars were thrown 
into the ditch and damaged. The morning express 


s south was delayed an hour. Trains are running on 
time now, as usual. 
Ihe various divisions of the Chicago and North- 
irescern Bailroad appear in running shape, although 
the storm exteadeu over all the lines aad worked 
. havoc with the telegraph wires. The passenger 
Hams leave on time to-day. 


The trains or ine Fort Wayne, Michigan Southern 
Bock Island and other roads all met with more or 
less difficulty.

A gal" of uuprcce^leiited fury has raged for the 
past two days an tairougn the surrounding country. 
It is pot oiiiy tlio severest storm tnat has been ex- 
perienced this fall, but formally years no storm has 
been characterised with such violence. It begaa to 
t)lo«7 hard during Tuesday evening— at first irom the 
southeast- It 'lowicd over tue lake ana swept 
through the streets, Firikiug down chimneys, break- 
lag olf branches, uprooting trees, •wrenching signs 
from their hinces. shutters from buildings and deal'- 
«nlug the ear with its wild muttermcs. Yesterday 
mornmiritshiiied its course ijna whistled strongly 
irom the southwest, but with slightly abated fu*y. 


Thefull«xteutof the storm can fiarcUy be deter- 
mined at present. Telegraph poles have been blown 
dowu and communication vrittt many points inter- 
rupted. The slants of the forest have been thrown 
across railroad tracks and the arrivsl of trains de- 
layed. Kear Erie seven telegraph poles Dad been 
thrown- Irom their position, snapping the wires In 
two. 
Mr. Wright yesterday sent out six men on the. 
Toledo Kailroad to repair the lines, which were, 
broken m many places. Between Chicago anrj 
Cleveland the lines were down at several placf.s. 
The only way to send despatches to that city way, by 
teiegraphlne to Buffalo, from there to Detroit tsv the 
Canada line and thence to Chicago. 
la this city Judge Cleveland's barn, in the T ear of 
his residence, uas Euclid avenue, was blown -ever on 
a new building, completely destroying the former 
structure aad damaging the new tenement to some 
extent. On Xorth Perry street a frame dwelling was 
unceremoniously seized by the storm lang and 
tipped over on the dwelling house of offlcer Dunn. 
Sir. Dunn's chimney was demolished bv one fell 
swoop. Xo personal injuries were received. 
Yesterday awmugs were rent to twain and torn 
irao tatters in various parts of the city, while some 
were picked UD by the wind and borne some distance 
before falling. A flag pole on the west side was 
brosea m two, and tue upper splice of the one on 
the southwest corner of the square was broken from 
its fastenings. A large sign on the corner of Supe- 
rior and fceueca streets was sent down with a crash. 
The damaire occasioned to the new rtnk on 


Bucud avenue was probably the most serious met 
with in the citr. 
A heavy brick wall, sixteen 
incces thick, constructed in accordance witn every 
sound ruieof masonrv, was thrown to the ground 
by the violent storm. The wall was perhaps fifty 
feet high and about eighty wide, having no braces 
or trusses to support it, and but one or two aper- 
tures through winch the wind could pass. From 
tne rear the wma nad a clear sweep at tue wail, 
and st reflects no discredit whatever on the builders 
that it yielded to the pressure and fell. 


The storm passed through Walnut, Chestnut and 
Muirson streets, causing violent results among the 
shade trees. Limbs were broken and harled a dis- 
tance of 100 yards. Trees were unrooted and blown 
by the wind fifty feet from wherethey grew. 
Last night a sailor was seen staggering up street 
and loudly thanking God that he was once inore on 
dry land. His language called to mind one of Bui- 
wer's characters, who, in the aiidst of a, storm at 
sea, wished that he "was only on dry land, with 
somebodj kicking him violently.1' The kicking was 
desirable to make sure or his footing. The sailor in 
question said he had been nine days coining from 
Chicago, on a barK loaded with wheat, and '-wather' 
coming in all the tim-e. He declared that he would 
"go no more a-sailing while there was a bit of work 
on land." 


Tlie Storm in Brjfiklo and on the 


[From the Buffalo Courier, Nov. IS.] 
About noon of Tuesday a violent gale of wind 
commenced at Chicago aud was accompanied by 
snow. Telegraph wires were blown flown in all di- 
rections, and yesterday the Garden City was almost 
completely isolated irom the rest of tlie world, as 
far as telegraphic communication is concerned 
The storm travelled eastward, and reached this sec- 
tion of the country at an early hour vesterday 
morning. The wires were badly broken be- 
tween Cleveland and Toledo, between Buffalo 
and Cleveland and in all directions from Kew York. 
city. Up to noon yesterday mere waa no telegraphic 
communication between this city and New York, 
out abont tuat hoar one line was got into worMnst 
order and later in the day other wires were availa- 
ble. The storm was the most severe or the season 
All Gay yesterday and up to a late hour last night 
the wind blew a perfect hurricane. The violence of 
the gale was such that to stand up in the street or 
advance against it was a difficult ooeration. The 
lighter class or portable articles were "piwned about 
in a lively manner, fences laid prostrate, limbs of 
trees torn cfl; <tc. 


About tlie dock the reene wag an excitinn- one. 


On Tuesday the water in the erect, harbor and slips 
was unusually low; but early yesterday monuni-iue 
wind drove it back and raised ft higher tnaa ifliad 
been for years past. About half-past nine o'clock 
the water w:ts almost level with the dock, and 
a.though it fell somewhat afterwards, was very hin-u 
all day. The wind came m violent gnstg, throwing 
water and spray around In grand stjle. Ttie waves 
dashed over the dummy and over the breakwater; 
in short, the waves were moifctaln high. In the 
canal the water was level with the tow path gener- 
ally, ana In many places overflowed it. Tne under 
ground story ol tlie buildings along the Commercial 
street slip were flooded and the occupants forced to 
beat a precipitate retreat. At Black; Kock the water 
«as six feet higher tuau on Tuesdav; the break- 
water and towpath were overflowed, but no mate- 
rial damage was done. Several fences were blown 
down.' The hickory pole at the corner of Fifth and 
Pennsylvania streets was uprooted; the watermams 
m Pennsylvania street, between Xiagara anil Seve- 
cntd streets, and at smii and Hudson street, bur.-it. 
owing to the unusual pressure upon them. A sheet 
of iron oil the Siurees elevator was blown across 
the creek ad if It had been a shingle, and lodged 
on Washington street— a good evidence that the 
storm was a very violent one. 
The flats were entirely overflowed, and communi- 
cation between the inhabitants thereof and with 
the mainland was during the day carried on by 
means ol boats. 


The Carnage done in tne city, so far as we can 
learn, is comparatively trifling. We wish we could 
say the same of the lake, but there is every reason to 
fear that such Is not the case. It must have been 
utterly impossible for any vessel on the lake to do 
more thau ran before tne wind. Fortunately there 
are not near so many vessels outside as there were 
a week aco last Priday, me day of the last severe 
storm. Then, again, the gale did not come on sud- 
denly, so that if captains were careful thev had 
time to Drepaie in a measure for ft Xo vessel of 
any description leic here yesterday;!! some six or 
eight cleared on Tuesday evening. Two of the num- 
ber, the \V. G. Keith and Eilderhouse. caine back 
yesterday. The tug \V. A. Moore cleared for De- 
troit the same evenlne, with the barge Empire and 
another uarge in tow. She had to return and on 
her way back ran on Windmill PomL The tug 
Dragon went to her assistance, and both tugs and 
barges came in all right about eleven o'clock ycster- 
aay mornmir- 


About noon yesterday a portion of the crew of the 
schooner Hippogriff arrived here in the yawl boat 
for assistance for that vessel. They reported the 
Hippogriar at anchor off sturgeon Point, with her 
sails split and leaking. She was lying easy how- 
ever. The tugs Bryant and Perew started lor her 
but after proceeding eight miles returned, as thev 
could not reach her before dark, owmu to the 
heavy sea. They got back about three o'clocE 
The captains of the tugs say that they cad a 
very rough time of it; and we have not the slightest 
doubt that such was the case. When two such 
staunch tugs as the Bryant ana Perew found ft so 
hard to mate headway, some Idea can be formed of 
the task which tlie sailors of the Hippognff had in 
pulling the eighteen miles in the yawl. The wonder 
is that they reached here safely. The commander of 
the Hippognff, Captain SoDle, the second mate, the 
cook and two of the crew remained on board ol' her. 
She is loaded with 20,000 bushels of wheat from Chi- 
cago lor this port.

These are inde 
pendent of the wires belonging to railroads and arc 
all devoted to the accommodation of the public 
Jlost of them come from the West and South 
crossing the Hudson by means or cables, abovi 
Jersey City, and the rest are divided between 
the routes of the Hudson Elver, Harlem aad Xew 
Haven railroads. Tnese lines include over 130,000 
miles or wire in this country alone, aud more thai 
5,COO offices, and some idea of the amount, of work 
performed by them may be formed from the fac* 
that the tolls on press despatches transmitted by 
a single company last year, at the rate of two and 
three-tenths mills per word, amounted to nearlj 
41,000,000, and the gross receipts of the same com- 
pany for the year to 57,316,918. 


THE HUDSON KIVER CABLES 


form an interesting feature of the telegraph in Xew 
York. These cross the river at the foot of Filteeuth, 
Thlrty-ninta, Fifty-fifth, Fifty-ninth and Sevcnty-sei 
ond streets, and are each from seven to eight tons in 
weight. Most of tnem are composed oftwelve strands 
of No. 4 wire enclosing three telegraph wires. Tliey 
are fastened to tne docKs with chains, and are suffi- 
ciently strong to resist tue strain of vessels which 
anchoring near them, sometimes drag their acciiors 
and hook into a cable. Watcnraen arc employed to 
keep guard a; tne piers where the cables land, and to 
give notice whenever a vessel gets foul of tne wires. 
In such cases it generally becomes necessary to un-

duced, nearly a hundred have already bueu put up 
in the city, and the prooaonitles are that the num- 
ber will be more than doubled in the next twelve 
months. The^e lines a.re erected bv private indi- 
viduals between their residences aud'places of busi- 
ness, and not only extend m all directions through- 
out 
the city, 
but cross mto Brooklyn and 


New Jersey, 
one private line 
being seven- 
teen 
miles m 
length. 
The only peculiarity 
of the private lines consists in the instruments 
used for the transmission of messages. These are 
somewhat similar to the alphabetical dial instru- 
ment commonly used in police stations, and ara so 
simple in their operation that aaycerson able to 
read can be taught, 111 a few moments, to send and 
receive messages. Xo skilled operators are neces- 
sary, and the only expense involved in the private 
telegraph is tnat of putting up the wire, the price of 
instruments aad the triamg cost of keeping the line 
in repair. The parlies engaged m the business ur 
erecting private lines have already planted poles in 
maaj parts of the city, so mat the trouble and ex- 
pense of stretching additional wires Is very much 
lessened.

The nartv taking an instrument may 
transfer it to his successor on the premises or to any 
one else who desires to connect himself by telegraph 
with the Gold Room, but it cauuot be disposed ol a 
private property. 


The stock indicators are worked from a centra 


office over the Gold Room, and aro much mor 
Intricate m their uiechaulsm. Indicators InPhila 
delphia are also connected with tUe central office in 
New York, so that the business meu of that city ca 
in their oillccs watch the fluctuations of the stoc 
and gold market just the same as the bankers an 
brokers of Wall street. An attempt was made t 
introduce the indicators in Boston, but business was 
too slow there, and the enterprise had to be abau 
doned. 


NBW FIRE ALAKH TELEGUAFH. 


Among the improvements going on iuNewYor-1 
is the introduction of a new fire alarm telegraph 
with 40Q signal boxes, distributed throughout th 
city, aud 800 miles of wire. The poles are already 
being shipped from the South, and it is expecte>, 
that a few months will suffice to complete the work 
Tne present system renuires the alarm of a lire to b 
given from a police station, and frequently so niuc 
time is necessary to reach the station that befor 
the engines cau be notified aad reach the spot th 
fire attains destructive headway, 'ihe new arrange 
ment of signal boxes scattered near each other in al 
parts of the city will enable a person to sotux 
the llells without calling on the police, and 
to summon the engines without a moment's delaj 
The signal boxes are worlced by means of a srnal 
crank, which, upon being turned siowiy, puts in 
motion an electric apparatus within that commuci 
cates to the Central office the number of the box 
The crank may be turned m either direction, and any 
person, however stupid lietaay be, can give an alarm 
To prevent false alarms from being given by mis 
chievous persons the cranx is enclosed witrun thw 
box and the key of the rtoor placed in the Hands o 
the policeman on that beat, or iu some store adjoin 
ing the box. The other details of the new sv stem d( 
not differ materially from those of the present Ur 
alarm, there aireadr being telegraphic cominunica 
tton between the police stations and tne enjnn 
houses and alarm bells. 


GitOWTH Oi? THIS TELEGRAPH. 
It Is interesting in this connection to glance a 
the wonderfully rapid progress that has been mafl< 
in telegraphic matters since the subject first cam- 
before the- nubile. The first telegraph line estab 
lished for the transmission of despatches was erectC' 
In isss.sbetween London and Birmingham. Franc 
constrncted a line between Paris and Kouen in 1544 
aud m June of the same year Morse put m operation 
the first line in the United States- This ran f'-on_ 
Baltimore to Washington, and the next year 
was extended to Mew York and Boston. In 
1S46 a 
line 
was 
built from New Yors to 


Buffalo aud Harrisburg, aud iu 1S47 lines were con 
structed between Bumilo and Montreal andiron 
Boston to Portland. 
The next year tiie whole 
country became excited upon the subject, and tele 
prapas were put up in every direction. Since tha 
period very great improvements nave been made in 
all branches of telegraphy, not only in the introduc 
tiou or new appliances, but in the instruments then 
used. 
The relay magnet, which then wei^net 
nearly 200 pounds, now weigns only a few ounces 
and the magnetic coils have been reduced fron 
eichteeD inches to one inch in diameter. Ten years 
ago there were only eight wires running south anc 
ten east from New York; now nearly 200 centre in 
this city, and the telegraph is becoming as conimoi 
a raeans of coauaumeatiou as the Post Ufllce. 
The United States are far ha advance of Europe In 
this respect, having more miles of wire and trans- 
mitting a much greater number of messages, a' 
lower rates. Last winter Congress devoted con 
siderable attention to tlie project of establishing 
government, lelefrraph lines, and several bills were 
introduced for that purpose.

Extension of the Wire, in AttNtralasia to tlie 


KorEh and West. 


We borrow, says the Melbourne Argus, from t 


South Australian Register the following epitome of 
a report by Mr. Todd, the superintendent of teie- 
craphs in South Australia, on the extension of the 
telegraph lines to Northern and Western, Australia: 


He observes that the first phase of competition to 
be studied has reference to the overland routes. 
Tnese have now been virtually reduced to two—the 
Northern, or Bnrke Town, aud the Western, or Perth, 
route. Mr. Todd selects, in illustration of the latter, 
the recent proposal made by Mr. Watts on behalf of 
the Direct English, Indian and Australian Tele- 
graph 
Company. 
It specifies the general de- 
sign 
of 
tuo 
projectors witnout 
condescend- 
ing much to details. They would raise a capital of 
£1,050,000, of which £SOO,Oao would be required to 
construct the line, and tne remaining quarter uiil- 


- lion would be invested in colonial bonds as a reserve 
fund. The Australian terminus would be at Perth, 
from which Jlr. Todd suggests an overland line to 
Port Augusta, via the Souud. This, If wholly a land 
line, would coat £116,800—at the rate of £80 per mile 
irom Port Augusta around the head of the BigUt, 
and £SO per mile irom the Souud to Perth. But if a 
section of sta cable were to 
be 
interposed 
between the Sound and Fowler's Bay, the original 
cost would be raised to £192,000, subject, however, 
to a large allowance lor reduced expense in 
working. 


The Northern schemes described lu the report 
are:—First, !ur. Gisborue's, published two years ago; 
second, Captain Sherard Osborno's, as coniaiuai- 
eated to ilr- Verdon; end third, Mr. eraser's, wmch 
is being promoted by the Queensland Koveruuibut, 
Mr. Gisborue's original demand was for £837,000 lor 
a cable irom East Java to the Gulf of Carpen- 
taria—a distance of 1,900 knots. Mr. Todd has 
recently learned irom him thus an extension of tue 
Indian lines irom Rangoon to Singapore is now 
under negotiation, and should it end successfully, 
ue may lot enabled to make a moditied nropoaal to 
the Australian gi.veruiuonts.

Views of Senator Cole, of Calfornia. 
[From the Sau Francisco Bulletin, Nov. U.] 


The following letter, written by Senator Cole to 
gentleman in thia city, discusses the Chinese a,ue& 
tion at length:— 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30,1809. 


SIR—I nave noticed with some interest tae ob 
jections taKen to a letter ot mine, published som 
time ago, in relation to the diversion of Chinese lai 
migration to .Me.xico. In my comparison of th 
two races no relerance was intended to thos 
Siexicaus who would .or could read the letter, bu 
only to that other aud much larger class of whom 
Seuor Florcs spoke iu his late address, delivered a 
Mazatlan. He, himself a Mexican, says:—"liiey ar 
degraded aud worn down by ignorance aud poverty 
They are not fit to be jurymen, voters or eveu eol 
diers." If this class of llexic:m populat.ou is supe 
rior to the Uiuuene it must be iu respect to soui 
other quality ihan thtlr industry aud frugality, o 
which alone I spoke. Should tho industrious, Injre 
nious and economical Cumese go among the.^e peo 
pie, cultivate uieir neglected fields aud wort thei 
ricn mines, it would spur them up to a degree o 
energy wnich they do not now possess.

Individuals who bring them, nor of the people that 
are brought. Every nation has the right, and is 
ustiflable in exercising that right, to warn off 
rrotti its shores, and eveu elect from its borders, 
all vne, coirupttng aad degenerate people, like 
paupers and criminals, and persons infecied with 
contagions disease. But the exercise ot this <iis 
:retiou is a very different 
thing from 
the 


ndincnuiinate exclusion 
of a whole people, 
ana particularly of a people who, as a rule, are 
naustnous, ingenious and irugal. We suajeidftillv 
disputed the niriit of the governments ol China anil 
apan to establish any such policy for themselves, 
although the reason m tlieir case was mucn stronger 
haii m ours, for those countries v.'ere already lull 
even to overflowing with population,-wlulu ours is 
omparativeiy unoccupied, in tiieirs no room was 
eft lor immigration, but the unclaimed territory of 
he I\ew World is almost without Hunt. 
Ilavinii 
rokeu over tue Chinese wall and penetrated the 
orts of Japan we should not now wall ourselves in 
aud shut our ports against those people. 


To adopt the seliish and exclusive policy which 
was so much despised m them would be, on our 
jart, extremely inconsistent, it would justly call 
own upon our heads all the maledictions wuich wa 
lave m the past heaped' upon theirs, and tuuch 
>esides, ior we are supposed to be not ouly more 
beral and more juat, but we nave an abundance 
t room and ample occupation for all that can 
ome. 
The great trepidation that lias lately seized upon 
he Christian world on account ol the appearance of 
few Chinese in California has, i trust, about run 
ts course. A truly missionary spirit would have 
urned it to better account in Christianizing the 
"lowery Kingdom, to which all of them expected to 
eturn. Sucu would have been more m harmony 
/lUionrproiessions of laith. AS it is lew of them 
iil return to their homes with a better opinion of- 
>ur holy religion alter the persecution to winch they 
avo been subjected in tins eminently iree country; 
nd tho labors of the missionaries in China and 
apan will not be facilitated Dy the experience of 
ieir wards m America. 
It has not been charged that the Chinese came to 
ur country to convert our inhabitants from Cnristi- 
aity 'to Buddhism; our, if such were their aims, 
nd they were partially successlul, more alarm could 
ardly be created than is manifested already upon 
ieir coming merely, to labor and to increase our 
wealth and prosperity. 


Bat the fear is not of those who are here, for they 
avo done little if any harm, out of those who may 
ome, and the imagination is drawn upon to the 
xtent of many millions—a swarm as numerous 
s the grasshoppers with which our shores 
lave been once or twice visited. Why these 
eople should come in such great numbers, 
r what should bring them, is never asked. And 
his fear ls< stimulated in the face of the fact that 
wenty -odd years of (treat eold excitement, now 
orever past, nave brought less than the tenth part

Wheu, soon after Napoleon's marriage to Maria 


Louise, the Austrian emperor endeavored to provo 
his son-in-law descended from the Lords of Trevlso, 
the great Corsican is reported to have declared that 
his patent of nobility dated from Millesimo ana 
Monte Kotte. And yet, when we consider the sys- 
tem ot government that obtains In Europe, the 
pride of birth and the value which ig places 
upon the possession of an ancient and distin- 
guished ancestry, It seems quite natural that an effort 
should have been, made to prove Kapoleon some- 
thing more than a rnero "soldier or fortune." But It 
seems to us inexpressibly absurd to even write such 
a boot as the one before us. In the first place we 
hazard the assertion that not the slightest curiosity 
is felt by tiie public to Know from whom General 
Grant is descended. But, granting that any such, 
curiosity does exist, it would be necessary to show 
that his ancestors were persons of distinction, and 
not, as is hero clearly proved, individuals holding 
very ordinary positions in their communities. 


The first thing that strikes one's attention is the 


very large number of persons that aided in the com- 
pilation of this work. The next thing Is'Mr. Mar- 
shall's failure to give a satisfactory history of the 
ancestors of President Grant. We are told at the out- 
set that direct evidence as to the descent of General 
Grant from the ancient Scottish clati of Grants can- 
not easily be procured at this late day, but there can 
be scarce any room for doubt in the minds of those 
who weigh rightly the circumstantial evidence. 
Under the most favorable circumstances, "circum- 
stantial evidence" should bo received with consid 
erable caution, but when it comprises solely tho 
statement of Jesse R. Grant, the father of the Presi- 
dent, and who "mentions in a letter to the writer 
that- his father 'used to tell him he was of Scotch 
ancestry,'" we can hardly regard it as evidence a8 
all. It is true we are given a sketch of the clan of. 
Grams, whose motto 13 "Standfast," bnt it proves 
nothing. All of Mr. Marshall's argument is com- 
prised in the evidence already stated, and in the 
broad sentence "If we suppose that Matthew, or ona 
of his ancestors, came * * * from the imme- 
diate vicinity of Castle Cmaehart."' Kow, this is all 
mere speculation. To leave "scarce any room for 
donbt" valid proof is needed, not suppositon. 


Though failing in showing the President's descent 


from the Scottish clan, Mr. ilarshall has better suc- 
cess m tracing his ancestry, probably to Matthew 
Grant, of Windsor, certainly to Koah Grant, of Tol- 
laud. We find that two of the latter name served 
on the battle field with credit, though not with, 
distinction. 
To ail that Is written, from MatcheW 


dowh to the father of the President, we have no ob- 
jection to offer. 
But wheu Mr. Marshall takes up 


Jesse K. Grant we object, in the name of good taste, 
to his biographical sketch. 
.Not only is there the 


most fulsome puffery throughout, but one part la 
positively ridiculous. 
1C wo wore not certain that 


the following paragraph was seriously penned we 
should assuredly believe it a bit of humorous 
satire:—

morrow. Allo u£ betore last melit it became a 
drejdcd ta>f£ *;o attempt to walk the streets, covered 
ankle deep wi/r-b slush,"sviule the wind came around 
corners -abd tnrough alleys with such force that 
skirts were in imminent danger of inverting, and 
umbrellas 
became balloons and nearly toot 
the holdrrs -off their feet. Many human forms di- 
Ttne lost ttieir equilibrium on the slmpery uave- 
xnents^ s^d assumed the recambent position w~ith a 
sudden sht ick to the dorsal vertebra, not even the 
lair axtf gentle sex being exempt from such Kis- 
Haps. lilo ssy silk hats were soaked with the rainy 
Bnow-<?r s;int "whirling along the gutters, and as for 
loot and lf;g coverings, they were m a state of cling- 
ing sloppsness miserable to contemplate. 
This mornms the nrospect was dismal, and few 
peopis rose at their usual hour unless absolutely 
lorced to do so- A few scattered flakes are coining 
cheerlessly down, though the mercurv stands above 
ihe freezing point, and the snow becomes a seml- 
JiquM, witn no prospect ol furnishing anj enjoyment 
to-owaers ofsleigbs. 


TIIK STKCZT CARS. 


These useful but mneu abused means of trans- 
portation were greatly delayed in starting out tins 
morning, aud crowds of would-be passensers rooted 
It through the slush or piled the omnibuses.

THE TELEGRAPHS. 
The heavy snow, driven by the wind, made sad 
Savoc with the countless telegraph wires radiatmir 
Irom the city, tc-aricg tuera down and twisting them 
together so that communication was stooped bv 
Borne lines early yesterday morning, and by mid- 
night every line in the city was useless except one 
•wire of the new Pacific and Atlantic line, which 
nou.y withstood the storm and kept no communica- 
noii asiaras Logansport. ahis morning, with this 
exceauoa, the hundred or more instruments in the 
•Wca'wrn Union, Atlantic ana Pacific, Great Western 
an\l Pacific and Atlantic offices, and the various rail- 
ruad offices, were all silent, ami the telegraph mana- 
gers, lull of trouble, were planning wndly about, 
sending out troops of men to do the best they could 
to fieht the elements and restore communication 
tvitu me outer world. 


THE RATLKOAP3. 


The damp and Heavy ctiaracter of the snow and 
the seventy of the wind have made some trouble 
*witu tue railroads, thougn probably ail trains start- 
ing out to-day will get tnrough. The telegraph wires 
•were blown dowu on the Illinois Central Kailroad 
line, auu this lack of means of communication Has 
causea delay in the safe running of trams. Tha 
Etorm extended pretty generally along the Cnica^o 
branch, but the snow has not matenailv {retarded 
the progress of trams. The passenger" tram due 
uereai, eignt o'clock this moruiughad uotarrned up 
to eleven A- M. All outward bouud trams nave de- 
parted on time. The detention will not prove very 
serious, aud trains will probably be on tune this af- 
ternoon. The track, so far as can be learned is in 
gooc order. Trams mil be run as regularly as pos- 
Eible until the wires are repaired. 


Similar trouble exists on tue Michigan Central, 
the detention of trains being caused uv the mter- 
ruptlou to telegraphic communication. The Pacific 
express was two hours and twenty minutes late 
cwinpr to the breakage of the telegraph. This is me 
only detention that has been cau&yd, all the other 
Trains arriving nearly on schedule time. The storm 
extended along tue whole line. At half-past ten 
this morning it was reported to the line operator 
that snow was falling at Kalamazoo, but tne heavy 
wind had abated. All eastward bound freight and 
passenger trains have departed oti time. The snow 
ias caused uo particular trouble. Workmen have 
been sent to repair the telegraph. 


The wires are also down on the Chicago, Burlln"- 
ton and liuincy, and some slight detentions nave 
ensued therefrom. The telegraoh Hue was broken 
flown yesterday, and great caution is necessary in 
running the trams. The train due at six o'clock 
this morning did not arrive until half-past tec. The 
Xreigui trains uue this morning are all behind, ".The 
ontward bound trams have been despatched accord- 
ing to schedule time. The storm has, as near as 
can be ascertained, prevailed along me whole line 
tiie track is reported in cood condition. 


The heavy storm of snow and ram caused two acci- 
dents to ireight trams on the Cmcago and Alton Kail- 
. xoad. About six o'clock last evening an outward 
Ixiund ireight was thrown from the track about 
three miles outside the city limits by tne spreadmc 
of the rails, the road bea having been sunk by 
the heavy ram. sis cars aad the engine were 
thrown into the ditch, several of the toriner being 
badly smashed and the latter being turned wronc 
side up. ihe engineer, fireman and brakeinen nai? 
rowly escaped with then: lives. The express tram, 
<iue at half-past seven o'clock last evenmo- was d°- 
layed three uours. Tne tract had to be relaid for 
, some distance. 


A freight tram on the same road ran off the tract 
under similar circumstances as tue above, at Bridge- 
port, yesterday morning, and four cars were thrown 
into the ditch and damaged. The morning express 


s south was delayed an hour. Trains are running on 
time now, as usual. 
Ihe various divisions of the Chicago and North- 
irescern Bailroad appear in running shape, although 
the storm exteadeu over all the lines aad worked 
. havoc with the telegraph wires. The passenger 
Hams leave on time to-day. 


The trains or ine Fort Wayne, Michigan Southern 
Bock Island and other roads all met with more or 
less difficulty.

A gal" of uuprcce^leiited fury has raged for the 
past two days an tairougn the surrounding country. 
It is pot oiiiy tlio severest storm tnat has been ex- 
perienced this fall, but formally years no storm has 
been characterised with such violence. It begaa to 
t)lo«7 hard during Tuesday evening— at first irom the 
southeast- It 'lowicd over tue lake ana swept 
through the streets, Firikiug down chimneys, break- 
lag olf branches, uprooting trees, •wrenching signs 
from their hinces. shutters from buildings and deal'- 
«nlug the ear with its wild muttermcs. Yesterday 
mornmiritshiiied its course ijna whistled strongly 
irom the southwest, but with slightly abated fu*y. 


Thefull«xteutof the storm can fiarcUy be deter- 
mined at present. Telegraph poles have been blown 
dowu and communication vrittt many points inter- 
rupted. The slants of the forest have been thrown 
across railroad tracks and the arrivsl of trains de- 
layed. Kear Erie seven telegraph poles Dad been 
thrown- Irom their position, snapping the wires In 
two. 
Mr. Wright yesterday sent out six men on the. 
Toledo Kailroad to repair the lines, which were, 
broken m many places. Between Chicago anrj 
Cleveland the lines were down at several placf.s. 
The only way to send despatches to that city way, by 
teiegraphlne to Buffalo, from there to Detroit tsv the 
Canada line and thence to Chicago. 
la this city Judge Cleveland's barn, in the T ear of 
his residence, uas Euclid avenue, was blown -ever on 
a new building, completely destroying the former 
structure aad damaging the new tenement to some 
extent. On Xorth Perry street a frame dwelling was 
unceremoniously seized by the storm lang and 
tipped over on the dwelling house of offlcer Dunn. 
Sir. Dunn's chimney was demolished bv one fell 
swoop. Xo personal injuries were received. 
Yesterday awmugs were rent to twain and torn 
irao tatters in various parts of the city, while some 
were picked UD by the wind and borne some distance 
before falling. A flag pole on the west side was 
brosea m two, and tue upper splice of the one on 
the southwest corner of the square was broken from 
its fastenings. A large sign on the corner of Supe- 
rior and fceueca streets was sent down with a crash. 
The damaire occasioned to the new rtnk on 


Bucud avenue was probably the most serious met 
with in the citr. 
A heavy brick wall, sixteen 
incces thick, constructed in accordance witn every 
sound ruieof masonrv, was thrown to the ground 
by the violent storm. The wall was perhaps fifty 
feet high and about eighty wide, having no braces 
or trusses to support it, and but one or two aper- 
tures through winch the wind could pass. From 
tne rear the wma nad a clear sweep at tue wail, 
and st reflects no discredit whatever on the builders 
that it yielded to the pressure and fell. 


The storm passed through Walnut, Chestnut and 
Muirson streets, causing violent results among the 
shade trees. Limbs were broken and harled a dis- 
tance of 100 yards. Trees were unrooted and blown 
by the wind fifty feet from wherethey grew. 
Last night a sailor was seen staggering up street 
and loudly thanking God that he was once inore on 
dry land. His language called to mind one of Bui- 
wer's characters, who, in the aiidst of a, storm at 
sea, wished that he "was only on dry land, with 
somebodj kicking him violently.1' The kicking was 
desirable to make sure or his footing. The sailor in 
question said he had been nine days coining from 
Chicago, on a barK loaded with wheat, and '-wather' 
coming in all the tim-e. He declared that he would 
"go no more a-sailing while there was a bit of work 
on land." 


Tlie Storm in Brjfiklo and on the 


[From the Buffalo Courier, Nov. IS.] 
About noon of Tuesday a violent gale of wind 
commenced at Chicago aud was accompanied by 
snow. Telegraph wires were blown flown in all di- 
rections, and yesterday the Garden City was almost 
completely isolated irom the rest of tlie world, as 
far as telegraphic communication is concerned 
The storm travelled eastward, and reached this sec- 
tion of the country at an early hour vesterday 
morning. The wires were badly broken be- 
tween Cleveland and Toledo, between Buffalo 
and Cleveland and in all directions from Kew York. 
city. Up to noon yesterday mere waa no telegraphic 
communication between this city and New York, 
out abont tuat hoar one line was got into worMnst 
order and later in the day other wires were availa- 
ble. The storm was the most severe or the season 
All Gay yesterday and up to a late hour last night 
the wind blew a perfect hurricane. The violence of 
the gale was such that to stand up in the street or 
advance against it was a difficult ooeration. The 
lighter class or portable articles were "piwned about 
in a lively manner, fences laid prostrate, limbs of 
trees torn cfl; <tc. 


About tlie dock the reene wag an excitinn- one. 


On Tuesday the water in the erect, harbor and slips 
was unusually low; but early yesterday monuni-iue 
wind drove it back and raised ft higher tnaa ifliad 
been for years past. About half-past nine o'clock 
the water w:ts almost level with the dock, and 
a.though it fell somewhat afterwards, was very hin-u 
all day. The wind came m violent gnstg, throwing 
water and spray around In grand stjle. Ttie waves 
dashed over the dummy and over the breakwater; 
in short, the waves were moifctaln high. In the 
canal the water was level with the tow path gener- 
ally, ana In many places overflowed it. Tne under 
ground story ol tlie buildings along the Commercial 
street slip were flooded and the occupants forced to 
beat a precipitate retreat. At Black; Kock the water 
«as six feet higher tuau on Tuesdav; the break- 
water and towpath were overflowed, but no mate- 
rial damage was done. Several fences were blown 
down.' The hickory pole at the corner of Fifth and 
Pennsylvania streets was uprooted; the watermams 
m Pennsylvania street, between Xiagara anil Seve- 
cntd streets, and at smii and Hudson street, bur.-it. 
owing to the unusual pressure upon them. A sheet 
of iron oil the Siurees elevator was blown across 
the creek ad if It had been a shingle, and lodged 
on Washington street— a good evidence that the 
storm was a very violent one. 
The flats were entirely overflowed, and communi- 
cation between the inhabitants thereof and with 
the mainland was during the day carried on by 
means ol boats. 


The Carnage done in tne city, so far as we can 
learn, is comparatively trifling. We wish we could 
say the same of the lake, but there is every reason to 
fear that such Is not the case. It must have been 
utterly impossible for any vessel on the lake to do 
more thau ran before tne wind. Fortunately there 
are not near so many vessels outside as there were 
a week aco last Priday, me day of the last severe 
storm. Then, again, the gale did not come on sud- 
denly, so that if captains were careful thev had 
time to Drepaie in a measure for ft Xo vessel of 
any description leic here yesterday;!! some six or 
eight cleared on Tuesday evening. Two of the num- 
ber, the \V. G. Keith and Eilderhouse. caine back 
yesterday. The tug \V. A. Moore cleared for De- 
troit the same evenlne, with the barge Empire and 
another uarge in tow. She had to return and on 
her way back ran on Windmill PomL The tug 
Dragon went to her assistance, and both tugs and 
barges came in all right about eleven o'clock ycster- 
aay mornmir- 


About noon yesterday a portion of the crew of the 
schooner Hippogriff arrived here in the yawl boat 
for assistance for that vessel. They reported the 
Hippogriar at anchor off sturgeon Point, with her 
sails split and leaking. She was lying easy how- 
ever. The tugs Bryant and Perew started lor her 
but after proceeding eight miles returned, as thev 
could not reach her before dark, owmu to the 
heavy sea. They got back about three o'clocE 
The captains of the tugs say that they cad a 
very rough time of it; and we have not the slightest 
doubt that such was the case. When two such 
staunch tugs as the Bryant ana Perew found ft so 
hard to mate headway, some Idea can be formed of 
the task which tlie sailors of the Hippognff had in 
pulling the eighteen miles in the yawl. The wonder 
is that they reached here safely. The commander of 
the Hippognff, Captain SoDle, the second mate, the 
cook and two of the crew remained on board ol' her. 
She is loaded with 20,000 bushels of wheat from Chi- 
cago lor this port.

THE CONVERGING X.IKES 


from abroad number nearly 200. These are inde 
pendent of the wires belonging to railroads and arc 
all devoted to the accommodation of the public 
Jlost of them come from the West and South 
crossing the Hudson by means or cables, abovi 
Jersey City, and the rest are divided between 
the routes of the Hudson Elver, Harlem aad Xew 
Haven railroads. Tnese lines include over 130,000 
miles or wire in this country alone, aud more thai 
5,COO offices, and some idea of the amount, of work 
performed by them may be formed from the fac* 
that the tolls on press despatches transmitted by 
a single company last year, at the rate of two and 
three-tenths mills per word, amounted to nearlj 
41,000,000, and the gross receipts of the same com- 
pany for the year to 57,316,918. 


THE HUDSON KIVER CABLES 


form an interesting feature of the telegraph in Xew 
York. These cross the river at the foot of Filteeuth, 
Thlrty-ninta, Fifty-fifth, Fifty-ninth and Sevcnty-sei 
ond streets, and are each from seven to eight tons in 
weight. Most of tnem are composed oftwelve strands 
of No. 4 wire enclosing three telegraph wires. Tliey 
are fastened to tne docKs with chains, and are suffi- 
ciently strong to resist tue strain of vessels which 
anchoring near them, sometimes drag their acciiors 
and hook into a cable. Watcnraen arc employed to 
keep guard a; tne piers where the cables land, and to 
give notice whenever a vessel gets foul of tne wires. 
In such cases it generally becomes necessary to un-

duced, nearly a hundred have already bueu put up 
in the city, and the prooaonitles are that the num- 
ber will be more than doubled in the next twelve 
months. The^e lines a.re erected bv private indi- 
viduals between their residences aud'places of busi- 
ness, and not only extend m all directions through- 
out 
the city, 
but cross mto Brooklyn and 


New Jersey, 
one private line 
being seven- 
teen 
miles m 
length. 
The only peculiarity 
of the private lines consists in the instruments 
used for the transmission of messages. These are 
somewhat similar to the alphabetical dial instru- 
ment commonly used in police stations, and ara so 
simple in their operation that aaycerson able to 
read can be taught, 111 a few moments, to send and 
receive messages. Xo skilled operators are neces- 
sary, and the only expense involved in the private 
telegraph is tnat of putting up the wire, the price of 
instruments aad the triamg cost of keeping the line 
in repair. The parlies engaged m the business ur 
erecting private lines have already planted poles in 
maaj parts of the city, so mat the trouble and ex- 
pense of stretching additional wires Is very much 
lessened. Among the private telegraphs in use m 
Sew York are the following:—

conveniences have had the effect of lowering 
oflice rente in Wall and the adjacent streets, as 
when brokers aud bankers depended on messengers 
for their quotations irom (lie Exchange proximity 
to the Exchange commanded a high premium.

THIS amount, however, 
docs not purchase the iustrumeat, but with the 
additional pavraeut of five dollars per week for the 
quotations secures its services as long as they arc 
required. The nartv taking an instrument may 
transfer it to his successor on the premises or to any 
one else who desires to connect himself by telegraph 
with the Gold Room, but it cauuot be disposed ol a 
private property. 


The stock indicators are worked from a centra 


office over the Gold Room, and aro much mor 
Intricate m their uiechaulsm. Indicators InPhila 
delphia are also connected with tUe central office in 
New York, so that the business meu of that city ca 
in their oillccs watch the fluctuations of the stoc 
and gold market just the same as the bankers an 
brokers of Wall street. An attempt was made t 
introduce the indicators in Boston, but business was 
too slow there, and the enterprise had to be abau 
doned. 


NBW FIRE ALAKH TELEGUAFH. 


Among the improvements going on iuNewYor-1 
is the introduction of a new fire alarm telegraph 
with 40Q signal boxes, distributed throughout th 
city, aud 800 miles of wire. The poles are already 
being shipped from the South, and it is expecte>, 
that a few months will suffice to complete the work 
Tne present system renuires the alarm of a lire to b 
given from a police station, and frequently so niuc 
time is necessary to reach the station that befor 
the engines cau be notified aad reach the spot th 
fire attains destructive headway, 'ihe new arrange 
ment of signal boxes scattered near each other in al 
parts of the city will enable a person to sotux 
the llells without calling on the police, and 
to summon the engines without a moment's delaj 
The signal boxes are worlced by means of a srnal 
crank, which, upon being turned siowiy, puts in 
motion an electric apparatus within that commuci 
cates to the Central office the number of the box 
The crank may be turned m either direction, and any 
person, however stupid lietaay be, can give an alarm 
To prevent false alarms from being given by mis 
chievous persons the cranx is enclosed witrun thw 
box and the key of the rtoor placed in the Hands o 
the policeman on that beat, or iu some store adjoin 
ing the box. The other details of the new sv stem d( 
not differ materially from those of the present Ur 
alarm, there aireadr being telegraphic cominunica 
tton between the police stations and tne enjnn 
houses and alarm bells. 


GitOWTH Oi? THIS TELEGRAPH. 
It Is interesting in this connection to glance a 
the wonderfully rapid progress that has been mafl< 
in telegraphic matters since the subject first cam- 
before the- nubile. The first telegraph line estab 
lished for the transmission of despatches was erectC' 
In isss.sbetween London and Birmingham. Franc 
constrncted a line between Paris and Kouen in 1544 
aud m June of the same year Morse put m operation 
the first line in the United States- This ran f'-on_ 
Baltimore to Washington, and the next year 
was extended to Mew York and Boston. In 
1S46 a 
line 
was 
built from New Yors to 


Buffalo aud Harrisburg, aud iu 1S47 lines were con 
structed between Bumilo and Montreal andiron 
Boston to Portland. 
The next year tiie whole 
country became excited upon the subject, and tele 
prapas were put up in every direction. Since tha 
period very great improvements nave been made in 
all branches of telegraphy, not only in the introduc 
tiou or new appliances, but in the instruments then 
used. 
The relay magnet, which then wei^net 
nearly 200 pounds, now weigns only a few ounces 
and the magnetic coils have been reduced fron 
eichteeD inches to one inch in diameter. Ten years 
ago there were only eight wires running south anc 
ten east from New York; now nearly 200 centre in 
this city, and the telegraph is becoming as conimoi 
a raeans of coauaumeatiou as the Post Ufllce. 
The United States are far ha advance of Europe In 
this respect, having more miles of wire and trans- 
mitting a much greater number of messages, a' 
lower rates. Last winter Congress devoted con 
siderable attention to tlie project of establishing 
government, lelefrraph lines, and several bills were 
introduced for that purpose. Tne tlrstwas intro 
duced by Mr. Washbarce, of Illinois, and provided 
for the construction by government of a line o

A third bill authorized certain parties to construct 
under the supervision or tlie Postmaster General

One cent per word, 
ounting date, addrass aud signature, was to be 
charged upon messages, to each ot which a three 
cent stamp was also to be alllxed. These bills were 
all referred to the Pose Olllce Committee, which, after 
.1 protracted examination of tne subject, reported 
adversely, and the project was abandoned.

Extension of the Wire, in AttNtralasia to tlie 


KorEh and West. 


We borrow, says the Melbourne Argus, from t 


South Australian Register the following epitome of 
a report by Mr. Todd, the superintendent of teie- 
craphs in South Australia, on the extension of the 
telegraph lines to Northern and Western, Australia: 


He observes that the first phase of competition to 
be studied has reference to the overland routes. 
Tnese have now been virtually reduced to two—the 
Northern, or Bnrke Town, aud the Western, or Perth, 
route. Mr. Todd selects, in illustration of the latter, 
the recent proposal made by Mr. Watts on behalf of 
the Direct English, Indian and Australian Tele- 
graph 
Company. 
It specifies the general de- 
sign 
of 
tuo 
projectors witnout 
condescend- 
ing much to details. They would raise a capital of 
£1,050,000, of which £SOO,Oao would be required to 
construct the line, and tne remaining quarter uiil- 


- lion would be invested in colonial bonds as a reserve 
fund. The Australian terminus would be at Perth, 
from which Jlr. Todd suggests an overland line to 
Port Augusta, via the Souud. This, If wholly a land 
line, would coat £116,800—at the rate of £80 per mile 
irom Port Augusta around the head of the BigUt, 
and £SO per mile irom the Souud to Perth. But if a 
section of sta cable were to 
be 
interposed 
between the Sound and Fowler's Bay, the original 
cost would be raised to £192,000, subject, however, 
to a large allowance lor reduced expense in 
working. 


The Northern schemes described lu the report 
are:—First, !ur. Gisborue's, published two years ago; 
second, Captain Sherard Osborno's, as coniaiuai- 
eated to ilr- Verdon; end third, Mr. eraser's, wmch 
is being promoted by the Queensland Koveruuibut, 
Mr. Gisborue's original demand was for £837,000 lor 
a cable irom East Java to the Gulf of Carpen- 
taria—a distance of 1,900 knots. Mr. Todd has 
recently learned irom him thus an extension of tue 
Indian lines irom Rangoon to Singapore is now 
under negotiation, and should it end successfully, 
ue may lot enabled to make a moditied nropoaal to 
the Australian gi.veruiuonts. The Fniser and Cracl;- 
nell project is to carry a cable from East Java via 
Timor and Port Darwin; also, "siiouhl sufflcient in- 
ducements oiter," co Burke Town. The estimated 
distance is 2,000 knots for ihe direct route, and the 
cost—which Mr. Todd empnaslzea as a minimum— 
£600,000. Were tue cable to stop at Port Darwin 
the ocean section would be only 1,000 knots aud the 
cost £350,000; buc there would then be 1,-JoO miles of 
lend line to construct before achieving a connection 
with Queensland, namely, 700 miles In South Austra- 
lian territory and 550 to the eastward. The Brisbane 
government are said to have made overtures to our 
own government borne time ago regarding this sec- 
tion, on the basis that each should be responsible 
for tne line to its own boundary. The sou tli Aus- 
tralian share, as estimated by Mr. Todd, would be 
£58,000, aud thai of Queensland £44,000. The Fraser 
scheme thus modified—with a cable from East Java, 
via Timor to Port Darwin, and a land line from Port 
Darwin via Burlce Town to Bockhampton Bay- 
would cost £450,000.

5SE CHINESE SUESTZON. 


Views of Senator Cole, of Calfornia. 
[From the Sau Francisco Bulletin, Nov. U.] 


The following letter, written by Senator Cole to 
gentleman in thia city, discusses the Chinese a,ue& 
tion at length:— 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30,1809. 


SIR—I nave noticed with some interest tae ob 
jections taKen to a letter ot mine, published som 
time ago, in relation to the diversion of Chinese lai 
migration to .Me.xico. In my comparison of th 
two races no relerance was intended to thos 
Siexicaus who would .or could read the letter, bu 
only to that other aud much larger class of whom 
Seuor Florcs spoke iu his late address, delivered a 
Mazatlan. He, himself a Mexican, says:—"liiey ar 
degraded aud worn down by ignorance aud poverty 
They are not fit to be jurymen, voters or eveu eol 
diers." If this class of llexic:m populat.ou is supe 
rior to the Uiuuene it must be iu respect to soui 
other quality ihan thtlr industry aud frugality, o 
which alone I spoke. Should tho industrious, Injre 
nious and economical Cumese go among the.^e peo 
pie, cultivate uieir neglected fields aud wort thei 
ricn mines, it would spur them up to a degree o 
energy wnich they do not now possess. 
The ports of .Mexico are wittiout wharves or any 


of the conveniences of commerce; her streams aii. 
destitute of nulls; her farms lack the mo»t couimoi 
implements ol husoandry, and luachiuery of every 
description is almost wholly rcnfcauwn. The loco 
motive, wnich has a track, of 40.UUU miles in this re 
public, IIOH hardly a place to stand In mat. lie 
snips, 01 all sorts, may be numbered on your lingers 
tjlie hii» been luir^bScd bywais, both intestine am 
foreign, till bhe is poor and dependent to tue lust de 
gree. \Vhat she needs above all things is a reviva 
ol her industry, bhe has resourced 
unlimited 
which onlj await development. Her present iuhabi 
taiits do iiol, perhaps they cannot, ctleci. a reforma 
tion. li'ciimese lauorers could be transported then 
in sufficient uutuuers they would completely rygen 
rate the country, and it seem*, tu mu tuat it is a vcr 
proper lli'ld lot- ttietr outiaaoas. 1 am not disposuc 
m believe mat tue Aluxicans would be BO thought 
less as to repel tucin; the more intelligent certamlj 
would_ not. Thut the ignorant aad besotted, suci 
as bciior Plorea describes, inurtu be foolish is moiv 
thau probable, lor jealousv that is born 01 i^norauc 
often imagines evil ivneiu none is threatened. 


The cruutcsE umiculty which tne more enlightened 
Mexicans would encoaaier in reiereuce to lino 
Celestial labor would be in obtaining euough ol it 
to eu'ect a complete regeneration ol the mdustna 
system ot the country. All the sums ui tiiat republic 
and of China combined, could do out little iu that 
direction, and 11 every vessel or me United Slates on 
the Pacific Ocuau were added to the trade a long 
tune must elapse before any considerable rene. 
would be afforded. 
It lias appareutly escaped the attention of those 
who dtipiecute tne pieseuce 01 the lew thousand 
uumese m Caluorma mat they came not there by 
tneir own conveyauces,"but were all brought by us 
to our own shores. Their comma was solicited by 
American shipmasters, wlioae motive was tlie Chi- 
nese passage money. If there is any fault, there- 
lore, in the premises, or any ground for com- 
plaint, it should be directed against citizens ol our 
own country, and not against tlie victims or tlieir 
cupidity. Fiaminc; handbills poste-l throughout 
me seaports of China, setting forth tlie existence lu 
California of mountains ot gold and silver, have 
attracted to the IMCIIJC coast it tew thousand Celes- 
tials, not to permanently remain, but so firmly ueul 
upou returning 10 ttieir own country that even their 
dead bodies are taken uacs. auctt as have come 
contributed largely to tue development of the west- 
ern portion of tue United States, and m the account 
ol beuehts rendeied nud received are yet entitled to 
a considerable credit. 
That a number large enoueh or a class bad enough 
will ever cross the Pacihc to our snores to chanire 
the account is not at all probable. They are too 
fond of home, ihe distance is too great, it coats tou 
much, the means 01 transportation are too imnteJ, 
and the inducements are growing less and less day 
by day. \Ve have as yet no occasion to repel them, 
growing out of political or other reasons. \Vheu our 
rt'ater.-i are vexed by Asiatic janlcs, fieighted witn 
a people intruded 
to overthrow and destroy 
our institutions it will Be time enough to 
complain 
of their coming. 
But 
while 
we 
bring, -in our own ships, a people wiio build 
raliroada, cultivate our waste places, and direct our 
machinery, we ought neither to cooipum ot the 
Individuals who bring them, nor of the people that 
are brought. Every nation has the right, and is 
ustiflable in exercising that right, to warn off 
rrotti its shores, and eveu elect from its borders, 
all vne, coirupttng aad degenerate people, like 
paupers and criminals, and persons infecied with 
contagions disease. But the exercise ot this <iis 
:retiou is a very different 
thing from 
the 


ndincnuiinate exclusion 
of a whole people, 
ana particularly of a people who, as a rule, are 
naustnous, ingenious and irugal. We suajeidftillv 
disputed the niriit of the governments ol China anil 
apan to establish any such policy for themselves, 
although the reason m tlieir case was mucn stronger 
haii m ours, for those countries v.'ere already lull 
even to overflowing with population,-wlulu ours is 
omparativeiy unoccupied, in tiieirs no room was 
eft lor immigration, but the unclaimed territory of 
he I\ew World is almost without Hunt. 
Ilavinii 
rokeu over tue Chinese wall and penetrated the 
orts of Japan we should not now wall ourselves in 
aud shut our ports against those people. 


To adopt the seliish and exclusive policy which 
was so much despised m them would be, on our 
jart, extremely inconsistent, it would justly call 
own upon our heads all the maledictions wuich wa 
lave m the past heaped' upon theirs, and tuuch 
>esides, ior we are supposed to be not ouly more 
beral and more juat, but we nave an abundance 
t room and ample occupation for all that can 
ome. 
The great trepidation that lias lately seized upon 
he Christian world on account ol the appearance of 
few Chinese in California has, i trust, about run 
ts course. A truly missionary spirit would have 
urned it to better account in Christianizing the 
"lowery Kingdom, to which all of them expected to 
eturn. Sucu would have been more m harmony 
/lUionrproiessions of laith. AS it is lew of them 
iil return to their homes with a better opinion of- 
>ur holy religion alter the persecution to winch they 
avo been subjected in tins eminently iree country; 
nd tho labors of the missionaries in China and 
apan will not be facilitated Dy the experience of 
ieir wards m America. 
It has not been charged that the Chinese came to 
ur country to convert our inhabitants from Cnristi- 
aity 'to Buddhism; our, if such were their aims, 
nd they were partially successlul, more alarm could 
ardly be created than is manifested already upon 
ieir coming merely, to labor and to increase our 
wealth and prosperity. 


Bat the fear is not of those who are here, for they 
avo done little if any harm, out of those who may 
ome, and the imagination is drawn upon to the 
xtent of many millions—a swarm as numerous 
s the grasshoppers with which our shores 
lave been once or twice visited. Why these 
eople should come in such great numbers, 
r what should bring them, is never asked. And 
his fear ls< stimulated in the face of the fact that 
wenty -odd years of (treat eold excitement, now 
orever past, nave brought less than the tenth part 
f 1,000,000, or, on the average, even less than 
,000 
a year. Surely this excitement, winch h;is 


prung up almost since tne completion of the Paciiic 
tallroad, by which Immigration from the East may 
e increased indefinitely, inusc have been fomented 
orsoms sinister object.

TUG ANCESTKY OF GISJEIUL GIIAVT AND THEIR Cos- 


TEMPORARIES. By Edward chauncy Marshall, 
A. M. Kew York: Sheldon & Co. 
Wheu, soon after Napoleon's marriage to Maria 


Louise, the Austrian emperor endeavored to provo 
his son-in-law descended from the Lords of Trevlso, 
the great Corsican is reported to have declared that 
his patent of nobility dated from Millesimo ana 
Monte Kotte. And yet, when we consider the sys- 
tem ot government that obtains In Europe, the 
pride of birth and the value which ig places 
upon the possession of an ancient and distin- 
guished ancestry, It seems quite natural that an effort 
should have been, made to prove Kapoleon some- 
thing more than a rnero "soldier or fortune." But It 
seems to us inexpressibly absurd to even write such 
a boot as the one before us. In the first place we 
hazard the assertion that not the slightest curiosity 
is felt by tiie public to Know from whom General 
Grant is descended. But, granting that any such, 
curiosity does exist, it would be necessary to show 
that his ancestors were persons of distinction, and 
not, as is hero clearly proved, individuals holding 
very ordinary positions in their communities. 


The first thing that strikes one's attention is the 


very large number of persons that aided in the com- 
pilation of this work. The next thing Is'Mr. Mar- 
shall's failure to give a satisfactory history of the 
ancestors of President Grant. We are told at the out- 
set that direct evidence as to the descent of General 
Grant from the ancient Scottish clati of Grants can- 
not easily be procured at this late day, but there can 
be scarce any room for doubt in the minds of those 
who weigh rightly the circumstantial evidence. 
Under the most favorable circumstances, "circum- 
stantial evidence" should bo received with consid 
erable caution, but when it comprises solely tho 
statement of Jesse R. Grant, the father of the Presi- 
dent, and who "mentions in a letter to the writer 
that- his father 'used to tell him he was of Scotch 
ancestry,'" we can hardly regard it as evidence a8 
all. It is true we are given a sketch of the clan of. 
Grams, whose motto 13 "Standfast," bnt it proves 
nothing. All of Mr. Marshall's argument is com- 
prised in the evidence already stated, and in the 
broad sentence "If we suppose that Matthew, or ona 
of his ancestors, came * * * from the imme- 
diate vicinity of Castle Cmaehart."' Kow, this is all 
mere speculation. To leave "scarce any room for 
donbt" valid proof is needed, not suppositon. 


Though failing in showing the President's descent 


from the Scottish clan, Mr. ilarshall has better suc- 
cess m tracing his ancestry, probably to Matthew 
Grant, of Windsor, certainly to Koah Grant, of Tol- 
laud. We find that two of the latter name served 
on the battle field with credit, though not with, 
distinction. 
To ail that Is written, from MatcheW 


dowh to the father of the President, we have no ob- 
jection to offer. 
But wheu Mr. Marshall takes up 


Jesse K. Grant we object, in the name of good taste, 
to his biographical sketch. 
.Not only is there the 


most fulsome puffery throughout, but one part la 
positively ridiculous. 
1C wo wore not certain that 


the following paragraph was seriously penned we 
should assuredly believe it a bit of humorous 
satire:—
